LETTER I. 

Cartlute&a* Aaguft I4di^ S7t7« 
Ur DIAR F1LIBND# 

In compliance with your requeft, I have 
kept a regular Journal of my Voyage^ 
which I now enclofe you : 

Tuefdaj^y AugUft yfb, Noon. 
At eight o'clock, ycfterday mornings 
we left Gibraltar, with a contrary wind} 
and, on the firfl tack, we palled Ceuta, 
a place of no great intrinfic value, and 
but an indifferent port. It is fituated 
On a peninfula of Africa^ which, with 
- B Gibraltar, 
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Gibraltar, Spartel and Traflagar, forms 
the Straits, and is fo ftrongly fortified by 
Nature, that, although the Moors have 
often befieged it, it has withftood all 
their efforts- 
Count Julian was Governor of this 
place, at the time when Roderigo ravifhed 
his daughter, the beautiful Cava. The 
Count, inflamed with fage at the dis- 
honor perpetrated on his family, and dif- 
tradled at the ruin of his own child, 
forgot his duty to his country, which 
no private, injuries can excufe, and en- 
gaged to put the Moors in poffeflion of 
Spain, if they would revenge him on his 
abandoned Monaixh. 

It is not eafy to determine who were 
the firft inhabitants of Spain. We know 
that it was fubdued' by the Carthaginians 
before the Chriflian aera, jand that they 
were conquered by the Romans; who, 
in their turn, yielded to the Goths, from 
whom Roderigo was defcended. 

At 
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At this time, the Saracem (the name 
tfTumed by the followers of Mahomet) 
emigrating frohi Arabia, had overrun the 
neighbouring parts of Africa, of which 
they have kept poflefHon ever fince* To 
thefe people, Count Julian, with great 
truth, reprefented Roderic as a Prince 
Univerfally detefled, and whofe tyranny 
promifed a general infurreftion among 
the Goths* The Saracen Chief at firft 
doubted the Count's fincerity, but at laft 
fent over a large army, which gained a 
complete vi£lory over Roderigo, 
' who was killed in the adion ; 
and the whole country fubmitted to the 
Moors* 

Divifioils arifitig among the conquerors, 
the natives, in lefs than fix years, agaia 
appeared in arms, and the Saracens gra« 
dually declined for near two centuries. 
Almanzor then arofe, and, by his re- 
peated victories, revived the affairs of his 
countrymen : but, on the death of this 
B 2 great 
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great General^ the Cfariilians again made 
bead, and reduced the Moors to fuch 
firaits, that, although Mahomet Ben 
Jofeph, Sovereign of Barbary, came over 
to their affiftance with all his forces, he 
was entirely, defeated. A« D. 1 2 1 2 . 

The fame diflenfions, however, which 
had ruined the Saracens, nQW broke out 
aitnong the Chriftians, and enabled the 
former to (better themfelves in Grenada, 
the only province now remaining to them 
in Spain. Here they continued till the 
different monarchies which had been 
created on their ruin, were all, except 
Navarre, united under Ferdinand and 
Ifabella. Grenada was then 
• '*'^' taken.; but the M<Jofs were 
ailowied to remain in the country, as 
fubjeSs, till the reign of .Philip the 
Third, who, •ih-apprehenfion« of /;«i in- 
' l^urreiSiion, bamfhed' them- en- 
tirely ^frpm iife Kingdom. ' The 
depopulation which this naeafure occa- 

fionedy 
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fioned, is fenfibly felt to the prefent day. 
Cauiat Julian was himfdif put to death hy 
the Moorsr^ on a fuipscion that he intend- 
ed to de{ert their caufe. His fiite afford* 
an ample field for reflection. 

We continued our courfe along the 
Barbary fhore till midnight. We were 
then obliged to tack, and are now oppofite 
to Malaga, twenty leagues from Gibraltar. 
This, coniidering that the wind has been 
conftantly in the eaft^ is no bad fpecimea 
of our failing. 

On the ^t whidi we are pafling, 
Sir George Rooke, foon after he had 
taken Gibraltar, engaged the Grand Fleet 
of France, confifting of fifty-two fail of 
the lincu The Englifli and Dutch had as 
naany fliips; but the French, being later 
from pprt^ were much bptter manned, 
Auguft 13, and in fupcriof condition. The 

^704. battle lafled all the <iay. Both 

fides fuffercd a very fcvere lofs in men; 

B 5 but 
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but not one veflcl was taken or deftroyed. 
Each claimed the viftory ; but the French 
Admirals took care not to face us again 
during the whole of the war. 

Augujl %th and gtb. 
Calms and light cafterly winds. The 
fca, for feveral miles round us, is en- 
tii'ely covered with the fpawn of fifli. 
The Grenada mountains rife to a ftupen- 
dous height on our left, and, even at 
this late feaibn, their heads are covered 
vv'ith' fnow. 

Ai£if^ loibj Noon. . 

We have been, all this morning, m 
(ight of Almeria. The fhore, for two or 
three leagues on each fide, is almoft flat, 
with a very fine beach ; but the town it- 
felf difplays all the variety of hill, dale 
and water. It flands on a river, whofe 
banks feem in high cultivation, and are 
over hung by prodigious mountains ; 
while the low ground, particularly to the 

eafl:, 
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caft, rifes in a gradual flopc, covered with 
groves and avenues of olive and cork- 
trees, interfperfed with vines, and green 
canes. This beautiful fpot forms a kind 
of amphitlieatre, enclofed by the Grena- 
dines, whofe rugged fummits appear al- 
pjpft ixiacceflij)le. 

On a fteep afcent, at the Weft end of 
the town, ftands a large Moorifli caftle, 
in very good repair. At prefent, it is only 
refpeftable for its antiquity; but, in 
1 147, it made a moft vigorous defence 
againft Conrad the Third, affifted by the 
French, Genoefe, andPifans; and, after a 
glorious refiftance, it was taken by affault, 
and all the Moors were moft inhumanly put 
to death. Vaft riches were fpund iij the 
place, particularly the fanious Agate ftiip, 
which is ftill fliewn by the Qenoefe, as 
one of the moft valuable curiplities in 
Genoa. The caftle of Almeria is an exaft 
copy of that at Gibraltar, and, like it, is 
B 4 commanded 
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commanded by an height imftiediateljr 
abovent, 

Duflc, Early in the afternoon, a 
breeze fprang up, and we are now c^ 
Cape de Gatt, about fix leagues from Al- 
meria, and fifty-two from Gibraltar, On 
the point, the Spaniards have a fmall 
barbette battery, The land, for fomc 
fniles on each fide, is almoft perp6ndicu-r 
lar; but, although we are near a league 
from the (hore, we have foundings m, 
lixteen fathoms. The eafterly wind con-r 
tinuing, we have juft tac^edj^ and aro 
^landing to the South; 

Auguft nth. 
In the morning we made Abido, ai^ 
ifland of rocks, on the Barbary fhore, 
Lat. 35^ 44', Long. 51' W. and, in the 
afternoon, we pafled between tjic ifland 
and the main, which no Britifh fhip, I 
belieycj^ ever di4 before* The paffage isi 

barely 
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barely three leagues wide; but the flud- 
loweft water, three quarters of a mile 
from the rocks, was thirty- feven fathoms. 
The wind being contrary, we were £e^ 
TeraJ hours in working through. 

Jugvji iiih. 
During laft night we croiied from the 
African to the Spanifli (hore, where the 
wind h^s kft us in a calm. 

Auguft i^thy Mid'day* 
We are now in fight of Almazaron, a 
fcattered village, at the bottom of a final! 
tay, well flanked by fomc little works oh 
the cliffs on each fide. At 4 P. M. tacked 
in fifteen fathoms water, one mile off 
Cape Tignofe. On the weft fide of this 
point j there is good anchorage, welKhel- 
tered from the eaft wind. The Spaniards 
have a white tower on the point, on 
-which they have mounted two or throe 
fmall guns ; and, indeed, we have fcaroely 
4 . feea 
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ieen a fpot on the coaft of Spain, on 
which a boat could Jand, but what is de- 
fended by a tower or a little battery. 
Slight as thcfe works appear, they not 
only check the fmugglers, but have fre- 
quently been of lervice in protecting the 
coafters from the depredations of the Bar- 
fa^ corfaii^ ; while they alfb communi- 
cate intelligence, by iignals, from one 
extremity of the kingdom to the other, 
in very few hours. 

Tue/day^ Augujt iJ^tbm 
The wind blowing hard from the 
Eaft, with a heavy fwell, we have an- 
chored off the mouth of Carthagena 
harbour. 

Notwithftanding the adverfe winds, 
nothing could be more pleafant than our 
voyage. We have croffed the Mediter- 
ranean feveral times, but have never been 
more than twelve hours out of fight of 

land; 
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land; and the weather, till laft night, 
was fo moderate, that not a perfon ha$ 
]been fea iick. 

The Spaniards have been remarkably 
civil. They have made a thoufand apolo* 
gies for putting us under quarantine, zpd 
have promifed to fend us every thing 
which we may want. Carthagena is in 
Lat. 37^ 42', Long 58' W. two hundred 
and fifty miles from Gibraltar. It was 
built by Afdrubal, from whofe country it 
took its name. I will be more particular 
in my next letter. 
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L fe T T E R n, 

Carthagea«f Aupift istii, 

7 HE entrance of this harbour is net 
more than fix hundred yards wide, and is 
lianked by dbovLt thirty guns on the tsJk 
fide, and two-and- twenty on the weft: 
but, as troc^s coming from tlie town^ 
muft take a confiderable circuit round the 
water, I imagine^ that, onafuddenattack, 
thefe batteries would not be manned in 
lefs than two hours. I can difcern no 
embrazures on the line wall towards the 
fea; but, on the pier without the gates, 
there is a low battery of fifty heavy guns, 
to defend the entrance of the bafon at the 
weft end of the town. This paflage has 
no defence on the oppofite fide, but ia 
fcarcely fifty yards wide. The King's 
ihips are laid up immediately within it. 

At 
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At prefent, they amount to tweaty-one 
&il of the Uae, b((ktes frigates; but they 
are fo clofely lafhed together, that, if 
one took fire, the whole, in all pro- 
balnlity, would be confucned* None of 
theid iP^ coppered, nor hav^ they any 
niafls ftanding; icnd,^ althou^ Carthagena 
b the fecond naval sarfenal in Spain, no- 
thktg Itke a man of war in any readinefsfor 
fim^ice^ is here to be feen, except a finaU 
copper-bottomed brig, and a few galleys : 
of thefe, the Ix'ig only is in comnuffion*. 

The deck-yard is contiguous to the 
bafon, and both ard commanded by ie- 
vferal heights. Two of thefe are fecured 
b^ redoubts ; the reft are . intruded to 
cSrofles. The works round the city are^ I

believe^ 
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believe, but weak; and there arc fevcra'l 
fine landing places within a day's march 
of the town. 

We ffelt niuch obliged to the Governor^ 
Don Jofeph De Rocas, for his very great 
attention^ Befides repeated oflFers of his 
beft fervices^ he fent his Aid de Camp to 
compliment us on our arrival, and to ex-* 
prefs the utmoft regret, that the orders 
from his Court were fo ftrift, that he 
could not have the honor of feeing us 
on fliore, until we had performed a te- 
dious quarantine ; but, in the mean while, 
if we were difpofed to amufe ourfelves in 
the harbour, he would fend a boat to 
Ihew us every thing we wiflied, and would 
do all in his power, to make our ftay as 
pleafant as poffible. We thanked him for 
his kindnefs and civility, and, in return, 
determined to give him no trouble. 

As the Englifli were once in poffeffion of 
Carthagena, and as I may have frequent 

occafion

occafion to mention the operations of the 
Britifli arms in the Mediterranean, to pre- 
vent repetition, I will recite, in as few 
words as poffible, the rife, progreis, and 
conclufionof the War of the Succeffion. 

Ferdinand and Ifabella were fucceeded^ 
in 1 5 15, by their grandfon, the famous 
Charles, afterwards Emperor of Ger- 
many. Charles, in 1556, refigned his 
crown to his fon, Philip 11. whofe grand- 
fon, Philip IV. had ilTue, Charles, Maria 
Therefa, and Margaret. Maria Thercfa 
married Louis XIV. of France, who was 
compelled to refign every pretenfion which 
he might afterwards have to Spain, in con- 
fequence of this marriage ; and Margaret 
was given to the Emperor Leopold. 

Philip IV. was fucceeded by his foa 

Charles II. who feemed likely to leave no 

^^^XiHue. Louis XIV. therefore apprehending 

that, at the death of this King, a great 

conteft would arife for the crown of 

7 Spain, 
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Spain> entered into a fecret treaty with 
William III. and the Dutch, for the par- 
tition of its dominions : by which it wis 
agreed, that all the Spanifli territories in 
Italy, the province of Guipufcoa in Spain, 
and the duchies of Lorrain and Bar, 
(hould devolve to the Dauphin ; while 
the kingdom of Spain, and Spanifh Ame- 
rica, (hould be given to the Archduke 
Charles, the Emperor's fecond fon, the 
eldeft being already provided for. It is 
to be obferved, that thefe fons were by 
the Emperor's fecond marriage, Margaret 
and all her iffue being dead. The Dauphin 
would therefore have been the undoubted 
heir apparent, had not his father, on his 
marriage, renounced his right.- 

The Spaniards, who were fo nearly 
concerned, knew nothing of this Par- 
tition Treaty. Soon after its conclufion, 
Charles 11. of Spain died, and, by his will, 
left all hiS dominions to Philip, Duke of 
Anjou, the Dauphin's fecond fon. Louis 

immediately 
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immediately fent his grandfon to afcend 
the throne. This was a breach of the 
Partition Treaty, which William deter- 
mined to oppofe; but he dying at this 
crifis, war was declared by Queen Anne^ 
who, in conjun£tion with the Emperor 
Leopold and the Dutch, fet up the Arch- 
duke Charles, in oppofition to the Duke 
of Anjou. In this war, feveral other 
Powers took part. 

Sir George Rooke and the Duke of 
Ormond were fent to Cadiz, in hopes 
that the Andalufians would declare for 
Charles : but they refufed to acknowlege 
him; and the Engliih, thinking the town 
too ftrong to be carried by force, re- 
embarked. On their return. Sir George 
and the Duke, hearing that a fquadron of 
French men of war, with a vtry valuable' 
convoy, had put into Vigo, determined 
to attack them; which they;

camp equipage, artillery, and 
wounded men, behind hiip. Viiftory, 
thfotighotrt' this campaign, was th« con- 
ffent atteiiicfettt oft the Britifli arms. The 
town of AKcant was taken by 
' aiflauk; aftidthe citadel furren- 
dered drt the next day. Carthagena havmg 
ofFdredtaackilowledgc Charles, adetach- 
C % ment 
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ment was fent to fecufe it* Majorca an4 
Ivica furreadered foon after. 

The eminent fervices of the Earl of 
Peterborough not gaining him a proper 
influence in the Adminiilration, he re- 
figned his command, and was fucceeded 
by Lord Galway, a brave njan : but, by 
the mifmanagement of King. Charles, his 
affairs fell into great confulion ; and Lord 
Galway, being obliged to engage the 
enemy under many difadvantages at Al- 
Aprili4, manza, was entirely defeated* 
I707' The confequences of this vic^ 
tory gave Philip a decided fuperiority in 
Spain* 

In the mean while, the Duke of Marl- 
borough having carried all before him in- 
Flanders, and the Duke of Savoy having 
driven the enemy out of his dominions, it 
was refolved, that the army under his 
Highnefs's command in Italy, affiftcd by 

the 
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the fleet in the Mediterranean, ihould bc- 
fiege Toulon: but the Emperor Jofeph, 
who had fucceeded his father Leopold, 
withdrawing his forces to befiege Naples, 
^ and the French making a a fuc- 

• * cefsful fally, in which they burned 
all the batteries, the Allies were obliged 
to raife the fiege, 

. Nothing remarkable was done in Spain 
in 1 708. Our army was reinforced, and 
that of the enemy was diftrefied by the 
capture of a large convoy of provifions. 
Cagliari, the capital, and the whole ifland 
of Sardinia, fubmitted to King Charles; 
Minorca was taken by General Stanhope, 
and Naples furrendered to the Emperor* 

In the next year, Alicant was taken by 

the enemy. The rock on which the ci^ 

tadel flood, was defended for feveral 

months, by Major General Richards, with 

the moft romantic valour: but 

' was at laft undermined and blowi^ 

up. The General, and ipoft of the prin- 

C 3 cipal 
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cipal Officers, buying purppjely uifppfedl 
themfelves, to animate the garrifoo to. 
fbtjid the tbreateijed <hock, wers Jpft ia 
the explofion; but the furyivors, v^^ 
Colonel D'AUon, defended theinfclves 
till the Britiih fleet arjriycd ^4 carried 
them ofFt 

During the remainder of the war, 
Charles's affairs cqntuiued to decline; 
and hi§ fuccefs at Sarragoffa and AW 
manara was balanced by a defeat at ViUa 
Viciofa, and by the capture of General 
Stanhope's army at Brihucga. 

At this junfture, his brother dical^ and 
Charles, fucceeding to the empire of 
Germany (171 1), left Spain; but his 
parti^^ans, afliifted by the EngUfli under 
the Duke of Argyle, kept pofleffion of 
Siarcelona, aqd the greateft pvt of Cata- 
lonia, till the peace, of Utrecht in 1 7 1 3. 

. By this treaty, Charley reCgned his 
pretenfipns to Spain j but, in addition toi 

the 
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the empire, he retained Sardinia, Naples^ 
Milan, and the Spanifh Netherlands^ 
Sicily was given to the Dyke of Savoy, 
with the title of King t together with 
Feneftrelles, ^nd fome other places taken 
from the French. The Dutch got their 
Barrier; the Engliih, oqly Minorca and 
Gibraltar, with fome fettlements i|i North 
America. Pruffia got Upper Gueldres, 

Philip, Duke 6f Atijou, was declared 
King of Spain : brat, to prevent that 
kingddm and France from ever being 
tmited dnder one head, Philip was obliged 
to renotiftce every ftJtnre claim to France ; 
^hile the Dukes of Berry and Orleans 
fvere obliged to do the fame by Spain.

Ci^liari> September til. 

On the 1 6th of laft month, we weighed 
. anchor off the harbour of Carthagena, and 
failed out of the bay, . between the rock 
and the continent, to the great aftonifh- 
ment of the Spaniards : but, although one 
might almoft Ihake hands with them on 
each fide, there is no danger in a fteady 
breeze; for the Ihore is fo bold, that, 
twhile we had foundings in fourteen fa- 
thoms on one fide of the Ihip, we found 
no bottom with a line of twenty on the 
other. 

The wind favoured us for fome hours; 
but, before night, it got back to its old 
quarter, the eaft, and continued there, 

with 
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With little variation, till the 23d. By this 
time, after having had a diftant view of 
the high land of Majorca, we were in 
fight of Sardinia, in Lat. 40^ 10', and, 
with the afliftance of the land breeze, got 
down to Cape Tolero on the 24th. In 
the night, we pafied two rocks, called 
the Bull and Cow, Lat. 38^ 2S'> ^^^9 ^^ 
the 25th, anchored in the bay of Cagliari, 
the capital, Lat. 39® 14', Long. 9^ 20'

hundred and fifty leagues. 

Early in the next naorning, we got pra- 
tick,* with an invitation to dine with the 
Viceroy, Count St. Andr^. Three car- 
riages were fent to carry us to the palace. 
The dinner was in the French ftyle ; and 
the head difh, in the fecohd courfe, was 
the half of a young wild boar, roafted en- 
tire: it was fuperior to any pork I ever

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tafted« We had no wine but at dinner, 
and one glafs of Hqueur aftw the defert^

fomeft of their ladies* 

Villarias had captured all our hearts. I 
have often endeavoured to form an idea 
of Eve in her ftate of innocence^ hut 
never fucceeded until I faw this charming 
Mar chef a. With the firfl: rank and fafhion, 
file is a child of Nature, and Nature in 
po'fe^iion. Her limbs are moft el^mtly 
turned, and her beautiful ihape is neither 
dtfioFted by ilays, nor encumbered by a 
load of falPs €roupion. It is impofiible to 
deicribe how fuch a woman moves^ She 
is of the middle fize, and in the prime of 
youth. Her face is equal to hef perfon, 
brunette, with lovely black eyes, whofe 
cxpreffion gives full force to the vivacity

bts not fo mucb ^VJikgro as the other 
|wo. Their dreii; re&mhles the Englifli ; 

but the unnatural paifion for monftraue 
protuberances, which I am forry to hear 
ftill reigns among our fair countrywomeD,^ 
has not yet reached Cagliari. 

In their manners, the Sardinian ladies 
are more like the French. They fay every 
^hing that they think, and have no idea 
of referve. You kifs their hands as a 
mere compliment ; and, in dancing, when- 
ever you turn a lady, ihe expefts you to 
put your arm round her waift, while 
her!s refts on your ihoulden 

This franknefs is vaftly pleafant, and is 
here of no evil tendency ; for, in a con- 
fined fociety, fecluded from the general 
world, where the charafters and their 
connexions are thoroughly known, and 
7 where 
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where the number of the profligate is too 
imall to find either countenance or pro«> 
teAion, confidence and fincerity on the 
part of the women, naturally produce 
honor and efteem in the breafls of the 
men.

After cofFee, the ladies carried us to 
fee a nunnery, of which there are no kfs 
than fourteen in Sardinia. I have ever 
thought thefe inftitutions a defe£l in po- 
licy; and have reprobated the idea of the 
Almighty being pleafed at our depriving 
ourfelves of the power of doing any one 
good and moral action : but, in juilice to 
the Superintendants in this ifland^ it muft 
be obferved that no girl is permitted to 
become a Novice until fhe is fifteen, and 
muft then ferve a year longer before fhe 
can be allowed to take the veil ; but when 
this ceremony has been performed, Ihe 
muft bid an eternal farewell to the world#

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We faw none of the Nuns but the 
Superiors and Novices. They flood within 
the inner door, which, as a particular 
diflili£tIon, they opened while rii«y con^ 
verfed with us acrofs the threfliold. My 
attention was fbon arretted by the young* 
eft of the Superiors. 

^e appears fcarcely thirty yesri old» 
Conlriienient has oiity fdftened the colour 
6f her cfeeek, and cottipofed the tuftrt of 
her eye. Her features dre perfectly re- 
gular, and her countenance is animated 
by the cheerful glow of benevolence and 
virtue. With the gentlenefs of a feints 
ffle poffeOes all the accompliffirtients of 1 
womaoi of the \vorld, and Ipcaks a variety 
of languages, With a voke hattnonioufly 
fweeti 

Her name i» Eucilk. She is auht to 
Ae beautiftil Vilferias, and, like her, in her 
yo«h, was- the pride of Sardiriia. Early 
in life, Ihe engaged herfelf to Fernando, 

a young 
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a yocmg noblemai>9 m every refpe6^ hef 
cqiaal. Their h^Ks were already united, 
and the day wa& fixed for their nuptkls; 
baity before this happy hour could be 
celebrated, the fudden death of the beft 
of parents obliged Fernando to pafs over 
to the continent to perform the laft 
offices to his deceaied^ and alFeftionato 
feeher. Before hk departure, he repeated 
tbxjfe endearing vows of eternal con* 
iR^ncy, which both he and LuctUa had 
often ^ven and received ; and each pro* 
mifed to write by every opportunity* 

Lucilla kept her word ; and when the- 
time at which (he expected an anfwer had^ 
e:!q>ired^ her naind was filled with anxioua^ 
fears for her lover's fafety.

This letter having only incrcafcd her 
iifappoiritmeht, Lucilla took the irrc* 
D vocablc^ 
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vocable vow, and exerted all her reTo* 
lution to fubdue hei? paflion.. Two jear^ 
after ihe had taken the veil, her guadian: 
died; and, mhislaft moments, the wretch 
eonieflfed, that he had never forwarded 
aojof thfi letters mtrufted to him^ and 
that he had kept thofb (^ Fernando. He 
pointted to a box j where they were depofit'^ 
ed; but death pr^ented hda diiicavering 
his motive fos fuch enormotis treachcfy. 

f^ernando's letters were exaftly in the 
feme ffcrain with Lucilla's. He frequently 
meMioas;^ that his friends ia Spaitn had 
folicited him to accept cwae ©f the chief 
uppointmietDts in South America { but that 
he (hould think the whole. world itfelf 
no recpmpenfe for being ahfcnt from his 
Liicilk. In his lafl:, he reminds, heir d£ 
her vows, with the utmoft' delicacy and 
afFeclion. He affures her that, withoift

We have feen but few pointings, and very 
little fculpture. The piec6 which ftrucfc 
us moft, was remarkable for its Angular- 
Ity as a religious ornament, in one of the 
chapels of the cathedral. It is a group, 
with two figures fomewhat detached on 
each fide ; neither of which conveys any 
idea of decency, much lefs of religion. 
They will not admit defcription.

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The only proceffion I have fccn, I at 
firft miftook for a recruiting party. It 
ivas led by a red ftandard, with drums 
and fifes playing Malbrook, followed by 
feveral detachments of menial eccle* 
fiaftics, in party-coloured dreflcs, with 
a fmall crucifix between each divifion. 
The rear was brought up by an image of 
the Virgin Mary, and a chorus.

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Sardinia is now fubje£t to the Duke of 

Savoy, who, by the Quadruple Alliance, 

was obliged to accept it in lieu 

■ of Sicily, which was given to 

the Emperor. It is 140 miles long, and 
70 broad, and contains 420,000 inhabi- 
tants. The revenue arifes chiefly from 
a duty upon fait, and is barely fufficient 
to defray the expences of government; 
but it certainly might be coniiderably 
augmented, as the foil produces wine, 
corn, and oil in abundance. Moft of the 
fait ' that is exported, is taken by the 
Danes and Swedes; the Englifli formerly 
took great quantities for Newfoundland, 
t)ut having found it more convenient to 
procure it from Spain aiid Portugal, they 
now take little or none. A profitable 
tunny fifliery is carried on at the fouth 
weft part of the ifland, but it is monopo- 
lized by the Duke de St. Pierre, and a 
few more people, who happen to be pro^ 
prietors of the adjoining land. Wild 
l^ioars abound in the hilly parts of the 

ifland^ 
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ifland* and here arc fome few dcCT, not 
(o large as ours, but la colour and make 
cxaOiy the fame. I tafted part of one at 
the Viceroy's, and found it hy no means; 
inferior to our do? venifbn, 

The Feudal Syftem ftill fuhfifta in ^ 
Kmited degree^ and titles; go with tJieir 
cilates, fo that the purchafer qf the lattet 
inherits the former. The regular troGpsi 
feldom exceed two thoufand men; but 
the ttiHitia amount to near twentj^fix 
thouiand, of ^whom eleven thoufand arc 
cavalry. ThdLr horfes \are fmall, but 
uncommonly adtivc. ; In a charge, we 
^ould beat them : buti, ona taarch, thejr 
would be fuperior to u^. The country 
people are generally armed ; hut notwith* 
jftanding their having heen fo long under, 
the Spanifh^ and Italian govttnment, 
afl&iSnations are by no means frequent ; 
«i]d yet by the laws of the country, if a

The town Aiatids (» t^ £de of an ImII^ 
ri£ngfroni the fea, with a irampart round 
it. The fituation is Arong by n&ititfe; 
but the woiks are fnuoh out of reipidr. 
The woril of this j)oit Is, that, on ac^ 
coanrt of the iballownefs of the Water, 
men bf war are obliged to lie at a long 
diil^nsce from the ^ore; and, aMiough 
the bay is of a very coniidcrable extent^ 
yet the channel for large &ip$ is ib 
parrbw^ that, in worldng mt with a 

contrary 
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contrary wind, it is difficult to avoldf 
getting aground; but, as the bottom is, 
in general, foft, touching is attended 
with no bad confequencc but the trouble 
of getting off. 

For feveral leagues round the hill on 
which Cagliari ftands, the country is al- 
mojft flat; but, although it appears re- 
markably fine, it is reckoned extremely 
unhealthy ; and it is a known fafl, that 
the night air,- in many parts of this 
ifland, is a kind of poifon to Grangers. 
The harveft is got in. The grapes are 
ripe; but the vintage has fcarcely begun. 
The vines are exaftly in the order re- 
commended by Virgil. We rode through 
feveral of the vineyards, and found the 
peafants exceffively civil. They loaded 
-us with their beft grapes ; and it wag 
with the utmoft difficulty, that we pre- 
vailed upon them to accept any money in 
return. They df^fs Uke the Spaniards, 
4 tQ 
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tawhom they. are ftill much attached; 
and I found that my underftanding 
Spaniih was a great reconunendation, 
even with the Noblefle^ and the gentle 
Lucilla,

Naples, September 9th« 

\Ve left Sardinia on the 3d inftant ; on 
the 7th, at day-light, were in fight of 
Mount Vefuvius; and, in the evening, 
we were clofe to Capria, a fmall ifland 
on the right of the entrance to the bay 
of Naples, famous for the abode of 
Tiberius. In fize and (hape, it is not 
tonlike Gibraltar. The town is on the 
center of the weft fide, furrounded and 
interfperfed with vines and 'evergreens* 
which give the houfes the appearance of 
lb many villas peeping through the trees. 
This fpot is extremely beautiful; but 
every other part of the ifland is a bare 
rock. 

When 
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Whycn Tiberius^ fjXKn the corxfciouf- 
kefs of his cnmes, was in perpetual dread 
^( being a&i&nated, he made choice of 
Capria;^ as a place of fecurity. It is to^ 
tally inacccfiiblc on every part^ except at 
a Httle bay^, which he furrounded with 
guards, and allowed nobody to enter but 
by his own invitation; Here he carried 
on the moft abominable, debauchery; aad 
kh& accounts which we read of his brutal* 
ity are confirmed by the aumber of ob-* 
fcene medals and paintings fouixd in thci 
town; 

That which exhibits the beautiful Ma-^ 
ionia^ can never be beheld but with thi9 
utmoA horror and compafGon* la thdfst 
Vitiated times, this unfortunate lady lived 
on ter;iis of the pureft afFedlion with her 
hulband, and carefully avoided the Em- 
peror's court: but when, from his age 
and infirmities, Tiberius was confidered 
ias totally debilitated, he accidentally met 
her, and was inftantly ftruck by her 

beauty. 
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being worn away, it is no\^ circular, and, 
at a diftance, looks like the remains of a 
fmall tower. The materials are of the 
common kind, and I did not obferve any, 
marble near it, except two modern in- 
fcriptions. 

Formerly, the tomb was furrounded 
with laurels, but as every idle viiitor took 
a leaf, there is not a fprig left. We 
could not help exclaiming agaiaft fuch 
facrilege ; but our Ciceron? endeavoured 
to conifort us, by faying that the Marquis 
Salcitro ha4 bijdered a new let. to be 
planted. 

. The Grotto of Paufilippe is at the 
weft end of the furburbs of Naples. It 
is a public road cut through the moun- 
tain, near half, a mile in length, . and 
wide enough for two , carriages to drive 
abreaft* Jts height is very irregular, in 
fome parts eighty feet, and at others 
only five-stnd-tw.enty. In the day fime, 
: ' > you 
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you may fee from one end to the other, 
by the help of two large apertures, cut 
diagonally from the centre of the grotto 
ao the furfaceof the mount ; but, at night, 
we were obliged to ufe torches, which/ 
when any number of vehicles are driving 
togetherj have a moft beautiful efFeft* 
The bottom, like all Naples, is paved 
with fquare pieces of lava. Its exadl 
date has not been afcertained; The 
common people infift that it was done 
by enchantment ; as a proof of which 
they allege that no ftones were found 
near the entrance. It would be to no 
purpofe to tell them, that thofe who 
perforated the mount, very naturally 
made ufe of the ftone in building the 

tOWUi 

But after all^ the difBctilty in accom- 
plifliing this paffage was by no means fo 
great as one would at firft imagine ; for 
the ftone is fo foft, that until it has been 
for fome time expofed to the air, you 
E 2 may 
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maj crumble it to duft. Neither, in my 
opinion^ is this celebrated lexcavatioii 
equal to the batteries, magazines, and 
communications, formed in the folid 
rock of Gibraltar by Mr. Inch, under 
the direftbn of General Eliott, and con- 
tinued with aftoniftiing fuccefs by Major* 
General O'Hara. 

After pafling the Grotto, we drove to 
Puzzoli. The road is remarkably plea-^ 
fant, great part of it running between 
groves of poplars, planted in regular order, 
to luftain the vines, in the ftyle of our 
hop gardens. The vines are loaded with 
grapes, arid, encircling the trees, form 
a variety of beautiful feftoons from 
one tree to another, in every direAion* 
The ground beneath is either covered 
with grafs, or laid out for corn. 

Turning a little out of the way to 

the right, we came to Lago D'Agnano, 

formerly a volcano, now a romantic, 

7 beautiful 
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beautiful hke« Clofe to it, is a little 
cave called Grotto del Cane, from a va- 
pour that rifes in it fo obnoxious to dogs, 
that it kills them in a few minutes; and 
doubtlefs it would have the fame tSk6t 
on man^ or on any other animal, whofa 
head was held near the ground. 

Between Lago D'Agnano and Puz- 
zoliy on the iide of another extinguifhed 
volcano, called the Solfaterra, we faw 
the Pifcatelli, or Boiling Springs, of 
whofe wonderful efFcd, in turning lava 
and pumice Aone into clay and into foil, 
I had, the fame evening, the fatisfadion 
of hearing a philofophical account frociir 
Sir William Hamilton, with which h0 
^as already favoured the public* 

r 

We hired a boat at Puzzoli ; and, after 
rowing about two miles acrofs part of 
^he celebrated Bay of Baia, with Virgil 
in my pocket, landed clofe to the Lu^ 
crine Lake, at the foot of Monte Nuovo, 
E 3 This 
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This mountain, which is feveral hun- 
dred yards in height, and above a mile 
in circumference, was thrown up by the 
Lucrine Lake in a violent earthquake in 
the year 1538. However ftraiige this 
may appear, fuch phenomena are by no 
means uncommon in Italy. The lake 
was of courfe much reduced by this 
eruption, and now only'covers three or 
four acres. It is about ten yards from 
the fea, and has a fluice to communicate 
yj^itl) it. 

After a Ihort walk in a pleafant vine- 
yard, we entered the Sibyl's Cave, a road 
cut through a mountain in the ftyle of 
the Grotto of Paufilippe, but on a fmaller 
fcale. The paifage from the cave to 
her palace is only wide enough for one 
perfon. After defcending ten or twelve 
yards, we came to her baths, four fmall 
chambers with water ftill in them. We 
were carried through on men*s backs, 
with candles in our hands, and afcending 
6 a little 
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a Itttle on the oppoiite fide, came to the 
door of her palace ; but it is fo choaked up 
with rubbifti, thatwewerc obliged to return 
without finding an entrance ; and pailtng 
]throu^ her cave and a wild flirubbcry 
on the weft of it, we arrived at Lake 
Avernus, and on the oppoiite banks^ faw 
the grove where .^Eneas was to find the 
golden hoiigh. 

: The jlafce fee'ms to hare loft the 
noxious qualities which Virgil afcribed' 
to it ; but this, I imagine, is owing to 
moft of the high trees, with which it 
was ciofely furrounded, being cut down^ 
and little but bruftiwood left. The 
temple is at a fmall diftance on the right 
of the lake ; we wiflied to go to it, but 
pur Cicerone perfuaded us that it would 
be better to delay feeing that and the eiir 
jtrance into Hell, until we had been' at 
iCuma* 



E4 We 
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. :Wc therefore repffcd the Sibyl's 
Cate^afid returning to the Lucrine Lake^ 
again embtrked» and proceeded along the 
ihoTe to the foot of Nero*s Palace^ where 
the &nd under the fea water is {o hot^

The baths are above. Tbcfe are (c^ 
vcral large chambers, divided into different 
apirtmebts for the men and woix^n; with 
two ftibferranean paifages leading to the 
Water, which unite at the diftance of two 
hundrtd yards from the fpring. Hett 
the h€at' k ^ exceffive and infuf^!>ortabte, 
that it is foppofed no longer neceffary to 
continue the (eparate |>afl£iges, fince even 
fliould perf0n8 of different fexes advance 
thus far, th^e is no danger of their being 
noticed by each other, for to get here 
cbi^ vt^ great pain j and all our clothes, in 
a few feconds, wiere wet through with 
pcrfpirationt 

This 
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This is 'what they call bathing, for 
nobody can bear the water. One of our 
guides, for a pecuniary reward, brought 
a little in a bucket, and boiled fome eggs 
in it, which were afterwards fervcd at 
our table in a ihady fpot on the adjoin*- 
ing claffic ground; and we crowned this 
grateful repafl with the health of a fa- 
vorite fair, in a fmtling bumper of real 
Falemian, from the very vineyards which 
have been celdbratcd by Horace. The 
wine was remarlcahly good, and the 
charming toafl gave it a ftill higher 
flavour. I am convinced that it would 
have found its way, to England, had 
not the Italians' lofl the art of prefcrving 
it. One mufl: therefore either drink it 
new or foujf. 

About two miks from Nero's Baths, 
we were (hewn the Temple of Diana, 
a large dome, one half of which was 
deflroyed by an earthquake; the other 
remains. Tho Temple of Mercury is 

on 
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on the oppofite fide of a modef|i bridge. 
The dome is ftill entire, and is feVenty 
feet in diameter. It has a fimilar efp 
fe<5k to the whifpering gallery at St. 
Paul's. Part of the roof is lined with 
common mofaic. The walls of the dif^ 
ferent out-offices are ftill ftanding, and 
■the court has been lately planted with 
lemon and orange trees, which, in time-, 
.will add greatly to the beauty of its ap- 
pearance. This fpofe feems to have been 
particularly facred, for, not an hun- 
dred yards further, is a large oiftagon- 
tower, the remains of a Temple of V^- 
nus Genetrix, but no other veftige of it 
is left. 

Here we ^gain embarked, and after 
rt>wing fomc little way along the fhore, 
Janded and walked to the top of a hill, 
from which we had a view of the Ely- 
fian Fields, and of Lake Acheron below 
us. The lake is changed, like Avernus, 
but the Elyfian Fields are 'ftill a beau- 

' tiful 
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tiful wildernefs. On our way, wc pafled 
feveral ancient burying-places, and a 
variety of other ruins — ruins in the 
trueft fenfe of the word, for the whole 
is an heap of rubbifh. 

A little way beyond this, is the fa^ 
mous refervoir conftru<9:ed for the ulc 
of the Roman Navy. The roof is fup- 
ported by forty-eight fquare pillars, with 
a proportionable number of arches, fome- 
thing in the ftyle of the Nun's Ciftern at 
Gibraltar, but on a fcale fo much more 
grand, that it would contain above an 
hundred times the quantity of water. 

From this refervoir, we proceeded, 
through a vineyard, to an amazing fub- 
terraneous building, fuppofed to have been 
Nero's prifons. The gallery is about 
twelve feet high, and nine wide. Wc 
were told that it proceeds in a right lino 
from the entrance to the fea, and is divi- 
ded into nearly an hundred apartment3; 

but 
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but £t$ it is full of ftones, and a3 the air is 
faid to be extremely hurtful, we could 
not prevail on our guide to defcend to 
any diftance in this dire<£kion ; but, turn-» 
ing to the left, we entered a range of 
apartments in the form of a crofs, which 
we foppofed were for the officers, as the 
partition walls are only carried to within 
two feet of the arch, la the inmofl:, 
fourteen bronze lamps were found* 
The niches in which they flood, ftiU 
remam* On flriking the ground, it re^ 
turned a hollow found, as if there was 4 
yange of prifons beneath. 

As foon as we returned to day-light, 
we defcended to the fea-fid^, to the 
tomb of Agrippina. It is an arched 
vault,' fifteen feet loug, and nine wide, 
almofl filled up with rubbilh. The walls 
are covered with elegant bafJb- relievo 
miniature figures, in fmall fquares, re-* 
markably neat and beautiful ; one repre-^ 
fents a female deity, with extended 

wings. 
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wings, foaring in the air; two others 
are women reclining on a coucH, but 
fo choaked up with fmoke and foot from 
the* torches, that it is impoffible to de- 
termine who they kre: the workman- 
ihip, however, one eafily perceives, ex^ 
hibits the hand of a capital mafter, who 
has difplayed fo much tafte, beauty and 
harmony, that we are almoft .tonpted to 
forget Agrippina*s crimes ; and, in pity- 
ing her late, we redouble our horror 
at the inhuman parricide who fent her to 
her tomb. 

It is not known by whom this mo- 
nument was erefted; and I think it 
not improbable^ that it might have been 
ordered by Nero himfrif, fincc he is re- 
ported to have faid, that, had he known 
how beautiful his mother was, he never 
would haye dcftroyed her. 

Having now fecn every thing on the 
coaft of Baia, we returned to Puj&flx>li, 

and> 
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and, to our inexpreffible concern, found 
that it was too late to continue our ex- 
curfion to Cuma. 

Puzzoli abounds with antiquities ; but 
the temple of Jupiter Serapis is the only 
one we had time to fee. This was one 
of the moft noble ftruftures yet brought 
to light; and we can never fufficicntly 
lament, that it has not been preferved in 
the ftate in which it was found. 

The court is a fquare of one hundre4 
and twenty feet, and was furrounded by 
a magnificent colonnade, which, together 
with the roof and . pavement^ were of 
beautiful marble. It contained many 
elegant ftatues, and every other religious 
ornament; but the King was feized with 
fuch an avidity for thefe treafufes^ that 
he had them all removed to his different 
palaces, with the exception of four 
qolumns only, which are left^ as* a 
fample, before the entrance of the inner 

temple, 
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temple, each eighteen feet in circum- 
ference, and forty in height. The tem- 
ple itfelf was again flopped up with rub- 
bifh, after all its ornaments were taken 
away. 

In the centre of the court, an altar 
was raifed for facrifice; but, as it was 
compofed of the fineft materials, it was 
cruftied by the earthquake that buried 
the temple. The bafe ftill remains, with 
the ring to which the viftim was tied, 
and the veffels for holding its blood.

\Ar E riBturned to Naples, highly grsu 
tificd with our expedition to Baia ; and 
after a day^s reft, iet out for Mount 
Vefuvius^ The foot of the mountain is 
about fix miles off. We went at night, 
in order to view the crater to the greateft 
advantage, and were about two hours 
in walking from the bafe to the hermi- 
tage» The road, although fteep, is tole- 
rably good; and a light carriage may 
afcend the greateft part of it; . 

Father Pietro, the Hermit, received 
us with great hofpitality; and, although 

pafTed 
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paffed his eightieth year, he is by no means 
infenfible to thofe charms of fociety 
which are confiftent with the gravity of 
his order. He fcemed a perTon of a 
liberal education, fpoke with great judg- 
ment of the ancients, and was well in-^ 
formed of the ftate of Europe at fhe 
time of his retirement* In the courfe 
of converfation, he mentioned his hav-^ 
ing been in England ; which led us to 
inquire in what capacity. Conceive our 
furprizc, when this venerable lagc told 
us that he had been a French hair-dreffer ! 
But the- franknefs and the grace with 
which he made this declaration, increafcd 
our efteem ; and his converfation proved, 
that however low his origin, his abilities 
and application had raiied him fupexior 
to moft of us. ' 

His habitation is a comfortable cot- 
tage, with a chapel, and a Ihrubbery 
adjoining, at the extremity of one oi" 
the fmall mountains,' of which there are. 
F feveral 
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feveral round Vefuvius; and although 
half way up to the crater, this fpot is 
fectrred from the lava by a ridge which 
feparates it from the great cone ; and 
(hould the burning matter run in this 
direftion, it wpuld be thrown on each 
fide: but it is not impoffible that he 
may fbme day be furrounded by it; and 
he is always expofed to the ftones and 
aflies thrown up by the mountain. 

At three ' p*clock the next morning, 
we prepared for the grand afcent : but it 
rained fo violently, that our guide affured 
us it was impoffible to proceed ; and, to 
our infinite difappointment, the weather 
did not clear up till after daylight. We 
then took leave of our friendly hermit ; 
and, after fcrambling over large fields of 
rough lava, in lefs than two hours, 
reached the crater — an unfathomable 
fiery gulf, funk from the fummit of a 
^onftrous cone, which rifes above every 
other branch of the mountain. It emits 

an 
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an amazing column of fmoke, fo ftrong* 
\y impregnated with fulphur^ that it 
was not without danger of being fufFo- 
cated, that we were able to look down 
it, even on the fide from which the wind 
blew. 

The fmoke and daylight prevented 
our feeing to any depth : but, at night, 
I imagine that we (hould occafionally 
have difcerned fire at the bottom. We 
repeatedly heard a rumbling noife not 
fo much like that of thunder, as of a 
brazen carriage rolling over a bridge. 
Thefe noifes were fucceeded by fmall ex- 
plofions, which threw up large quantities 
of Aones, accompanied by a flame,* which 
the day-light prevented our feeing to 
advantage. 

While the mountain is in this dan- 
gerous fl:ate, it is impoflible to meafurc 
the circumference of the crater exaftly : 
F 2 but 
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but I am led to think that it has been 
exaggerated, and that it does not ex* 
ceed three hundred yards. Its fides, how- 
ever, fometimes fell in, and then the 
circumference may be much greater. 

Figure to yourfelf what a volume of 
fmoke niay be emitted from fuch a fource, 
and what an overwhelming torrent of 
liquid fire fuch a gulf may produce ! 
Our (hoes were burned in getting to its 
edge, for it is furrounded either with new 
lava, or a hot, droffy fubftance powdered 
with fulphur. 

Sometimes, the mountain is perfeftly 
quiet for four weeks together : but it has 
been fmoking ever fince we arrived, with 
occafional explofions, which threaten an 
approaching eruption. There was a 
flight one a few days before we entered 
the bay, but the lava only defcended 
about a mile from the crater. It is ftill 

red 
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red hot $ and^ at night, maybe feen at 
many leagues diilance. 

The phenomena of lava and burning 
mountains have been varioufly explain- 
ed by different philofophers. Some, and 
thefe men of reputation too, have foL^ 
lowed the idea of the ancients, and fup« 
pofe the centre of the earth to be fire, 
to which they are {o extravagant as to 
imagine* that volcanos are the chimneys* 
Others fuppofe them to be occasioned by 
the fermentation of fireftone, fulphur, 
and iron, the explofions of nitre, of 
aqueous fteam violently heated, or of 
air pent up and greatly rarefied. All 
thefe doubtlefs affift or contribute to the 
formation of volcanos: but the only in- 
exhauftible fource of fire with which I 
am acquainted, is the eledlric fluid, whofe 
powers were not difcovered before the 
middle of this century. This is nothiqg 
more than the light of the fun abforhed 
by the earth ; which, of courfe, muft be 
F 3 again 
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Again emitted, juft as we receive in rain, 
the water and the damps which the fun 
cjchales from us. Whenever, therefore, 
the eleftric fluid is abforbed in larger 
quantities than the general outlets can 
return, it afts with uncommon violence, 
and breaks forth either by an earthquake 
or by an eruption. When this happens, 
and the eruption is not very violent, 
the burning matter rifes gradually from 
the bottom to the top; and when it has 
filled the crater, it runs over like the 
boiling of an immenfe caldron: but, 
fometimes, it fcorns all bounds, and the 
crater, monftrous as it is, being infufli* 
cient to give vent to its violence, the 
fide of the mountain is burft open, and 
thrown with inconceivable force to an 
immeafurable height in the air. The 
lava then ruflies forth in an impetuous 
torrent of liquid fire, overwhelming 
every thing in its courfe* That of 1 767 
was fix miles long and two wide, and 
\n fome places, where it paft over ca-^ 

vities, 
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vities, it was lixty or feventy feet 
deep. 

Eruptions are generally preceded and 
clofed by an imm^nfe difcharge of ftones 
and aihes, which often create more de- 
ftrudion than the Uva itfelff 

For fome time after the eruption, the 
lava has the appearance of melted glafs ; 
after which, the upper part breaks into 
large pieces of a kind of drofs, which, 
in the courfe of time, crumble into 
mould, and form the richeft foilinqai- 
ginable, while the lower part becomes 
hard ftone: but tliis is the procefs pf 
many years; and, cpnf?quently, great 
part of Vefuvius is horridly barren, while 
the reft is moft beautifully cultivated, 

A fog deprived us of the view from 

the top of the mountain : but, by what 

I faw at the Hermitage, I think it would 

haye been iippoffible to defcribe it, Th? 

F 4 bay 
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bay of Naples is upwards of fi&y ixiiks 
in circumference; and the variety of 
rurious and beautiful objefts, which 
ftrike the eye in every direftion, render 
it one of the moft pleafing and intereft-^ 
ing fights which it is poflible to behold. 
The capital of the kingdom is in the 
centre, with a fuperb Carthufian mo- 
naftery, and the Caftle of St. Ilmo, above 
it. On the weft, the public walk of the 
Chiaja, adorned with feveral elegant 
fountains, and a double row of trees. 
Beyond it, Mount Paufilippe, with the 
Tomb of Virgil; the road and town of 
Puzzpli ; the Solfaterra, and Monte I^uo- 
vo; the remains of the Lucrine Lake, 
and the ruins of Baia, bounded by the 
celebrated Cape of Mifenus, aqd the Ifle 
of Ifchia. On the eaft, the gardens, pa- 
lace, and mufeum of Portici, built over 
the ruins of Herculaneum, Mount Ve- 
fuvius throwing forth an amazing vo- 
lume of fmoke in a variety of ftiapes, 
according as the wyid blows, with its bafe 

covered - 
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covered with vineyards, convents, and 
villas, rifing out of the alhcs of Pom- 
peia and Stabia. Beyond thefe, Caftello 
Mare, clofed by the Promontory of 
Gampenela, and the Ifland of Capria* 
The whole country is in the highefl: ftatc 
of cultivation, richly clothed with beauti*^ 
tiful trees, moft of which are evergreens. 

The entrance of the bay is on the 
fouth-weft fide, and is near fifteen miles 
wide. Off the town, there are two 
moles, one for the King's galleys, the 
other for the larger men of war and mer- 
chantmen, with three caftles to defend 
them: but notwithftanding thefe works, 
and the citadel of St. Ilmo, which, from 
its height, is unaflailable, and though 
its garrifon is fheltered by excellent cafe- 
mates, I think ten fale of the line might 
lay this capital in aihes ; as a firft rate 
man of war may lie clofe to the fhore. 



B>- 
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By Sir William Hamilton's defire, wc, 
this morning, took a boat from the 
Pearl ; and after rowing along the weftern 
fide of the town, and paffing the ruins 
of Queen Joan's Palace, landed at a 
fmall village which he was fo good as to 
point out to us : in the neighbourhood of 
it, we faw the remains of PoUio's Villa, 
with the fubterranean fifh-ponds, in 
which he ufed to feed lampreys on hu- 
man flefh. There are fome bufts of his 
family in the garden, and feveral in- 
fcriptions to remind us of his abominable 
luxury.

Naples, September 24th. 

On a hill, juft without this city, the 
King has a palace, called Capo de Monte, 
in which there is a mufeum, and a nu- 
merous colleftion of paintings ; the heft 
of which is Titian's celebrated Danae. 
Nothing can be more beautiful, or more 
expreflive, than her face, or more ele- 
gantly fhaped than her perfon. 

Scidon's Charity is a divine figure, and, 
if poffible, exalts that heavenly virtue. 

The 
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The Dead Chrift, by A. Carraccio; 
Mary Magdalen, by Giucino ; Peter de- 
nying Chrift, by Morillo ; the Virgin 
Mary, with St. Ann, Jefus, . and John 
the Baptift, by Raphael, are among the 
beft pieces. 

The mufeum contains a complete fet 
of medals in gold, filver, and copper i of 
all the Roman Emperors; a variety of 
beautiful cameos, antique vafes, and a 
copy of the Farnefe BulL 

Our next grand obje<9: was to vifit 
the recovered towns of Herculaneum 
and Pompeia, which, after being buried 
during nearly feventeen hundred years, 
were again brought to light by the prefent 
King * of Spain, while he was on the 
throne of Naples, 

Thefe towns were loft in the reign of 
* Titus, by the memorable eruption of 

# Died on the 13th of December, 1788* 

Vefuvius, 
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Vefuvius, in the year of our Lord 79, 
when the mountain threw forth fuch a 
torrent of ftoncs and lava, that Her- 
culaneum and Stabia were buried nearly 
eighty feet deep in aflies, confolidated by 
liquid fire. 

In the revolution of fb many ages, 
the fpot on which they flood, was en- 
tirely forgotten: but, towards the cod 
of the laft century, fome infcriptions 
were found, which led to a difcovery of 
their fituation; yet it was not till the 
year 1 738, that any public excavations 
were made. 

The King met with fb much fuccefs 
in his firfl attempt, that, notwithfland- . 
ing the expence of digging through fixty 
or eighty feet of hard flone, he laid open 
a confidcrable part of Herculancum ; 
but the difficulty of' removing the rub- 
bifh induced his Majefly to fill it up again 

3 ^ 
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as he went on, after coUefting all the 
moveables of any confequence.The theatre 
alone is left open. It is larger than any in 
England; and the ends of the beams, burn- 
ed to coal, are flill feen flicking in the 
walls ; but all the ornaments, that with- 
ftood^the eruption, arc removed toPortici. 

No lava haying ever gone over the 
alhes which buried Pompeia, it was 
much more eafily cleared. Three divi- 
fions are quite open. The firft is a fmall 
fquare, which, our Cicerone told us, was 
the foldiers' quarters. There are feveral 
fmall apartments round it ; in one of 
which, we faw thelkeletotis of feventeen 
poor wretches, who were confined by the 
ancles in an iron machine. Many other 
bodies were found, fome of them in 
circumftances which plainly fhew that 
they were endeavouring to efcape when 
the eruption overtook them. Near the 
barracks, there is a theatre, and a temple 

of 
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of Ifis ; but, as all their ornaments have 
been removed, they have now little but 
their antiquity to make them worth 



feeing 



A little way farther, two ftreets, with 
all their houfes, are entirely cleared, and 
look like a fmall town, lately abandoned. 
The ftreets are juft wide enough for two 
carriages to pafs each other ; and the 
ruts worn by the wheels, are ftill to be 
feen, as well as names, and feveral mili- 
tary figures, cut in a rough manner by 
the foldiers on the walls of their quar- 
ters. A path is raifed on each fide of 
the ftreet, for foot paflengers. 

Moft of the houfes have a terrace at 
the top, in the Italian ftyle ; and fome of 
them ha^e baths, and ftoves to heat the 
walls. The floors, in gene^-al, are paved 
with mofaic of the common kind ; and 
the fides of the rooms were all orna- 
3 mented 
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jnented with paintings on the bare 
plafter, which wc call in dijiemper. Some 
of them are exceedingly beautiful; but 
moft of the beft have been taken away. 
Among thofe that remain, the moft ftrik- 
ing are, Narciffus pining for his own 
figure; Orpheus and Eurydice; Diana and 
Endymion ; variety of dogs and game ; 
fcveral di(hes of fifti, fowl, and vegeta- 
bles; a capital helmet; fome beautiful 
landfcapes, and light feftoons, all of the 
moft elegant patterns, and all as perfeft 
as when they were painted. 

« 
Juft without the gates, we faw the 

burying-place of the Terentian family. 
It is a fmall pile, with a tower in the 
center, with niches for the urns, and 
feveral diftorted, weeping faces on the 
walls. In one of the wells in the town, 
we found feveral fcuUs, which were 
thrown there when the houfes were 
cleared out. 

About 
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About a quarter of a mile farther, 
we came to a noble villa, which, from 
its fize, and the furniture found in it, 
muft have belonged to fome perfon of 
confequence. The lower part is inha- 
bited by fome peafants, who -cultivate 
the garden within the court, and who 
prefented us with fome of the grapes 
which it produces. The cellars form 
three fides of a fquarc, under the ter- 
race in front of the houfe, each fide being 
one hundred and fixty feet long. We 
were (hewn feveral jars, whofe contents 
were fblid, and which, at the time of the 
eruption, were full of wine. 

Hence we drove to Portici, to fee the 
mufeum, where every thing taken out 
of Pompeia and Herculaneum is coUefted. 
It confifts of fixteen rooms, in which 
the different articles are arranged with 
very great taflc. The floors are paved 
with mofaic, taken up from the recovered 
towns, and the walls of the court arc 
lined with infcriptions* 

G Exclufivcly 
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Exclufively of buds and ftatues, medals, 
and intaglios, lamps and tripods, innu- 
merable, there is not an article ufed by 
the ancients, of which a fpecin:ien may 
not be {etn in this mufeum* We were 
ihewn fome Houfehold Gods, and every 
implement ufed in worfliip, or facrificct 
agriculture, and cooker}''.. A kitchen 
compktely fumifhed, in a ftyle that 
would do juftice to a London Alder* 
man* Several fcaies^ weights, and mea* 
fures, and difi^rent inftruments of mufic 
and furgery. Some loaves of bread, with 
the maker^s name. Different kinds of 
fhell fruit. Tickets of admiffion for the 
theatre, and, which rather leffened our 
veneration {or the ancients, fom^ loaded 
dice, and a box of rouge. They had 
mirrors too, which were of brafs highly 
polilhcd, for they had not the art of 
making glafs refled by qpickfilver. 

One of the apartments is filted with 
obfcene devices^ particularly rings, which 
were worn by the chafteft matrons, as 

charms 
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charms againft fterility ; for the Romans. 
accuftomed their women to this kind of 
obje£ls, juft as they did their youth to 
danger, that they might learn to behold 
them unmoved. This accounts for the 
very great number that have been found 
Some of them are highly laughable: 
but the moderns have learned more deli- 
cacy; and this apartment is never ex- 
pofed to the ladies. 

The Satyr and She Goat was thought 
fo dangerous a reprefentation, that it was 
very properly removed to a feparate houfe ; 
and nothing but its exquifitc workmanihip 
prevented its being ^eftfoycd. 

It is much to be. lamented that the ar- 
ticle which might be of moft fervice to 
mankind, is the moft difficult to be reco-, 
veredt I mean the anSieant books. Thefe^ 
•were Writtenan fcrblls rolled up, and by 
the heat dF the afhcs, v/ere burned into the 
•appearahcc of. Charcoal. No pains have 
G % beezi 
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been fpared to unfold them : but the oper- 
ation is attended with fuch immenfe dif- 
ficulty, that as yet but four have been 
brought to light; and thefe are in fo 
mutilated a ftate, that though the letters 
which are left are perfeft, I fear they can 
never be of any real ufe : but 'this by no 
meatus leflens the merit of Padre Piaggi 
and His pupils. It is miraculous that they 
havefucceededfo well ; and their ingenuity 
and perfeverance cannqt be too much 
applauded. 

Several of the rooms in the Palace of 
Portici, which is adjoining to the mufeum, 
are lined with the paintings cut out of 
Pompeia ; but though they are reckoned 
the heft, they do not appear to me to equal 
thofe that remain on their native walls* 

The equeftrian ftatues of Marcus No* 
nius Balbus, and his fon, at the foot of the 
great ftaircafe, are both remarkably light 
and elegant. One has^ the greater plea,- 

furc 
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furc in admiring them, from their being ^ 
tribute to virtue, ereftcd after their death 
by the citizens of Herculaneum, of which 
city they were Proconfuls. 

Portici is about fix miles from Naples, 
at the foot of Vefuvius; the theatre of 
Herculancum is a little beyond the Palace, 
and Pompeia about feven miles farther, 
all on the great road to CaftcUo Mare. 
No excavations having been made at 
Stabia, we did not go there.

Naples, September 27tb. 

Engagements in Naples , which, we 
could not decline, and the fhortnefs of 
our ftay, allowed us to make but one 
more excurfion to the country. This 
was to the new palace at Caferta. The 
outfide has nothing to boaft except the 
grandeur of its fize ; but for convenience, 
the plan is, perhaps, the beft which has 
ever been laid out. It is a fquare of fix 
hundred feet each fide ; and that no room 
may be loft, the interior cdurt is divided 
into four, by a range of buildings in the 
Ihape of a crofs, the head of which forms 
ij a moft 
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a moft magnificent church, Imcd with 
the marble from the Temple of Serapis at 
Puzzoli, It has not man j paintings, but 
that of the Prefentation is reckoned in-» 
eflimable. I do not mean to criticife this 
admirable work, but it is natural to imair 
ginc that the painter intended the Virgin 
Mary to be, his principal chara<9:er, and 
yet, in fpite of myfelf, my attention was 
conftantly drawn from her to the fur- 
rounding figures^ 

The great ftaircafe forms one of the 
fineft coup {foes/s of the kind I ever be- 
held. It is in the center of the whole 
edifice, oppofite the church gates. The 
'dome is painted with Apollo , and the 
Mufes, in a circle, and the four feafons 
in the corners. The fteps and baluftrade 
are all of marble of different colours, on 
a very grand fcale, crowned with two 
capital lions. If any fault can be found 
with this elegant piece of architefture, 
it is that the area below is too fmall in 
G 4 proportion 
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proportion to the grandeur of this part 
of the building. 

It is intended that this Palace ihall 
contain apartments for all the Officers 
of State, &c. who, .by the Ikill of the 
architeft, will be moft conveniently 
lodged ; as yet, however, none but thofe 
of the King are completed. Thefe are 
finifhed in the richeft ftyle, and with a 
neatnefs and elegance that prevents our 
being dazzled by their magnificence. 
The walls are waflied with light co- 
lours, (for the Italians ufe no paper,) 
with elegant mouldings of gold and 
lilver, and the ceilings are adorned with 
a variety of moft beautiful paintings. 
That of the Three Graces in the Queen's 
bath, is a moft mafterly piece ; they 
have juft been bathing, the beauty of 
their faces and the fymmetry of their 
perfons, are beyond defcription. 



Several 
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Several of the lower rooms arc filled 
with ftatues, not yet put up. The beft 
is Agrippina fitting on a chair, with 
her feet out fo very natural, that I 
was on the point of bowing to her. 
The Theatre is nbthing extraordinaiy. 
The aqueduft we had not time to 
fee. 

St. Januarius is the tutelar fant of 
the Neapolitans ; and his feaft is now ce- 
lebrating. The people out of doors af- 
fed (o laugh at the idea of his blood 
liquifying, but when the pretended mi« 
racle was performed, all of them kifled 
the phial with great fervour. The 
Nobile have given an oratorio in honor 
of him ; and Sir William Hamilton fcnt 
us tickets for it. 

During this feftival, the operas are 
fufpendcd ; which has prevented our 
feeing more than two. The Theatre 
of St. Carlos, performors, drefles, &a 

are. 
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are, in every rcfpeft, fuperior to ours ; 
and yet, inftead of half-a-guinea, the 
price of admittance is only about eighteen 
pence. 

In England, the fingers are never 
obliged to exert themfelves for any 
time together: here I have heard La 
Banti in a cantata that has required a 
conftant exertion for nearly half an hour; 
Tometme^ though lefs powerful, is more 
pleating: in Pace caro mio Spofoj fhe is 
abfolutely incomparable. The Coltalines 
make too many faces ; and this is often 
the cafe with the men; but, however 
hideous in private parties, it is not much 
obferved on the ftage. TJieir dances are 
longer than ours, and, when they form 
part of the piece, they are accompanied 
by voices. 

It would be prefumption to attempt to 
defcribe the manners of the Italians on 
£0 fhort an acquaintance. Suffice it to 
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fay, that we have been treated with the 
utmoft attention ; that the people are re- 
toaikably partial to our nation ; and that 
being an Englifli Officer is a*fufficieat 
introduftion.to the firft company. 

If the lower fort have fometimes taken 
advantage of our inexperience, it is no 
more than we have fuffered at home; 
for, who are more impofing, particularly 
to foreigners, than the publicans, waiters, 
and all that clafs of people, in England ? 

In (hort, I fliould be inclined to give a 
very high charadter of the Neapolitans, 
had I not been told that they do not 
merit the favorable opinion which I have 
formed of them ; and that the civility of 
the men often ends in winning your 
money, while that of the women pro- 
ceeds from an amorous difpofition, tinc- 
tured with avarice : but all this it would 
be ungenerous to believe, fince we have 
not experienced an inflance. of either. 

The 
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ITie frailty of women I can pity, as well 
as condemn: but how a lady can fell 
her virtue, is, though perhaps it may be 
accounted for here, what Englilhmen I 
hope will never comprehend. 

' The Princefs Belniont6 is particularly 
entitled to our regard. Her fortune ren- 
ders her fuperior to any fordid views; 
and yet (he has always been remarkable 
for the kindeft attention to our country- 
men. Her Highnefs invited us to a 
party at her cafino, and fhewed us a 
room entirely furniflied in the Englifli 
ftyle, with the beft produftions of Bun- 
bury, Hamilton, and Strange, 

Wc have been at feveral converfazionij 
which, in the principal houfes, include 
every other amufement. A fuite of rooms 
is thrown open ; the largcft for a pro- 
menade in fummer, and dancing iu 
w'inter; the next for mufic; a third for 
billiards ; a fourth for fruit, ices, &c. and 

the 
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the reft for cards and dice: but, if (xAy 
four or five people meet together, the 
Italians call it a coftver/azione. 

The Court has been at Caftello Mare 
ever fince we arrived. We mean to call 
there on our way out of the bay; and 
Lord Hervey, from whom we have re- 
ceived the greateft civilities, has promifcd 
to accompany us. His Lordlhip is one 
of the King's moft intimate friends ; 
and Lady Hervey, whpfe gentlenefs and 
good fenfe infure her the hearts of all 
thofe who have the honour to approach 
her, is particularly efteemed and re- 
fpefted by the Queen, and by all the 
Italian nobility. 

I mentioned before, that the Spaniards 
ceded Naples to the Emperor, by the 
Treaty of Utrecht ; but Elizabeth Far- 
nefe, fecond wife of Philip V. of Spain, 
.heirefs to the Duke of Parma, giving 
him a pretence for invading Italy, in her 

right, 
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right,' he made a conqucft of Sicily and 
Naples: but the other European Powers 
obliged him to form them into a feparate 
kingdom, and to give it to Charles, his 
eldeft fon by the Princefs of Parma. — 
A.D. 1735. 

lAll Philip*s children by his firft mar- 
riage dying without iflue, Charles fuc- 
ceeded to the crown of Spain, and re- 
figncd Sicily and Naples to his 
'^' *'^^^* third fon, Ferdinand IV. the 
prefent King, the eldeft being an ideot, 
and the fecond becoming Prince of the 
Afturias, and heir' to Spain. 

The government, being founded on 
conqueft, is of courfe defpotic. The 
King generally keeps up near thirty 
thoufand men, who feem to be- tolerable 
troops. The officers are obliged to have 
a public military education, and are 
aftonifhed that this is not the cafe with 
us. The navy confifts of three two- 
deckers, 
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deckers, about a dozen frigates, and 
twenty galleys. They are at war with 
the Algerines, but feldom take a prize. 

The revenue of the King of Naples is 
nearly a millicm fterling.. When fupplies 
are wanted, his Majefty has only to iflue 
an edift, mentioning the cauie, and the 
manner in which they are to be raifed. 
He generally fays, that it is by the defirc 
of his Council, which only confifts of 
his principle Minifters, and the Queen ; 
who is allowed a confiderable ihare in 
the adminiftration of the kingdom, from 
its independance being, in agreatmeafure, 
obtained through the female line, as I 
conjedture; for the fliort time I have been 
in this country has not permitted me to 
make myfelf mafter of its laws, which, 
as well as feveral other matters, I muft 
pafs over till my return. As to churches 
and convents, I will not detain you with 
any account of them ; for they are 
5 nearly 
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nearly alike in moft Roman Catholic 
ibtes. 

Naples is in Lat. 40^ ^f^ Long. 14^ 
12' Eaft, and, by the fhorteft courfe, 
about ja thoufand miles from Gibraltar.

OffSalemoy Odoberid, 

i-«oRDHervey and Captain Barnard, who 
have had the goodnefs to accompany us 
thus far, being about to leave us, I em- 
brace this opportunity of fending you a 
continuation of my Journal ; a form of 
writing, which, in conformity to your 
wiihes, I Ihall always prefer whenever 
we arc at fea. 

Friday J September iZih. 

At four o'clock, yefterday afternoon, 

we got under way, in order to pay the 

King of Naples a vifit at Caftellp Mare. 

We were becalmed all night ; and his 

H Majefty, 
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Majefty, being apprized of our approach^ 
came out to meet us at day-break, this 
morning. He was in a man of war brig of 
fourteen guns, attended by another of the 
fame force. As foon as he was within 
about two miles, he got into his barge, 
and, there being but little wind, rowed 
on board us. We received him with a 
royal falutc. 

His Majefly went all over the (hip, 
pfaifed every part of her, feemed much 
pleafed, and, with a moft engaging con- 
defcetifion, thanked us for the honor we 
did him, and invited the principal per- 
fons on board to dine at his cafino. On 
leaving the fhip, he was again faluted 
with twenty-one guns. 

Immediately after\vards, his Majefly 
fent the officer^ a prefent of fome very 
fiii* fi(h of his own catching; and, in 
the afternoon, rowed out again to take 
another view of the jfhipi 

Caflello 
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Caftello Mare is sthe King's dock- 
yard. Every thing is in high order; 
but it is entirely defencelefs, and docs 
not give an Englifliman a very formid- 
able idea of the Neapolitan navy. 

There is a village adjoining, above 
which the King has built a fmall palace, 
or cafino, in a mod charming fituation, 
with a full view of the bay. Here his 
Majefty generally fpends great part of 
the fummer, and enjoys his favorite 
amufements of fiftiing and fhopting, wa- 
ter parties, and fhip building. 

The King of Naples is thirty-fix years 
old, well made, and rather tall ; lean 
ejaough to enjoy all his diverfions, of a 
fair complexion, light hair, and an affa- 
ble, open countenance. 

Notwithftanding the heavy taxes re- 

quifite to the fupport of his navy smd 

army, he is adored by his fubjefts, from 

H 2 the 
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the confidence which he repofes in them, 
jind becaufe, in affairs of ftate, he is al-^ 
ways their champion. If he has fome- 
times fuifered his partiality for the 
Queen to get the better of his judge-- 
ment, his people are fenfible that love 
always predominates in the «moft gener- 
ous breafls. 

Her Majefty is- a year younger than 
her hulband* She is fifter to the Em* 
peror of Germany, and to the Queen ^ 
c^ France, and is accufed of being ex- 
tremely ambitious,, which the King's 
cafy temper, by giving her the afcen- 
dency in politics, rather increafcs. In 
her yofuth, ihe muft have been amazingly 
handfpme; for, notwithflandingher having 
eight childrea living, there is ftill fome- 
thing very ftriking about her; and her 
charms, it is faid, are as powerful as ever 
on the King^ There is no believing 
half the ftories which are told of Aer; 
and when they tend to fcandai or im-. 

morality^ 
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morality, it is unjuft to repeat any on 
mere report. 

In the evening, we got under way; 
and, with a light breeze, failed out of the 
Bay of Naples, between Capria and Cape 
Gampenela. 

September igtb. 

Becalmed on the coaft of Salerno. No- 
thing can be more beautifully pidurefque. 
From the water's edge to the tops* of the 
mountains, not a vacant ipot is to be 
feen. The whole face of the country 
is covered with vines, trees, and houfes, 
mixed together in the prettieft confufion 
imaginable. 

In the afternoon, we landed ; but the 
people being fufpicious of us, we could 
not gain admittance to any of their houfes 
for a confiderable time. At length a 
prieft, after having carefully examined 
H3 us 
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US from his miranda, opened his doors, 
treated us with great hofpitality, and 
laughed at the ignorance of his people, 

September ^otb. 
The Ifland of Capria ^is ftill in fight. 
Pafled the Bay of Salerno, and the 
wind being light and contrary, brought 
to off Poeftum. Went on fliore to exa- 
mine the ruins. 

This ancient city, which flourifhed 
before the foundation of Rome, was 
deftroyed by the Goths on the decline 
of the Roman Empire; and, in their 
zeal for the Chriftian religion, thefe 
fierce barbarians overturned every place 
of Pagan worfliip which was expofed to 
their ravages. 

The arch of the eaft gate of the town 

is ftill {landing : but of a multitude of 

beautiful temples, not a column of any 

7 i3 
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is Jeft, excepting of three, which being 
compofed of common ftone, the bar- 
barians were fatisfied with deftroying 
their joofs. Two of thefe are clofe to 
each other. The one has nine columns 
in front, and eighteen on each fide ; the 
other has fix by fourteen. Each of the 
columns is fix feet in diameter, and the 
fpace between them is eight feet. Both 
of thefe temples are of the Doric order. 
The third is of the Corinthian. They 
are all three noble edifices, and the co- 
lumns, with a great part of the enta- 
blature, are ftill perfedl. Signor PitelH, 
a painter whom we brought from Na- 
ples, is bufily employed in taking plans 
of them. 

The walls of the city are above two 
miles in circumference, and eighteen feet 
thick, and are eafily traced, as well ^s 
the mole, which the fea, by an earth- 
quake, has left dry. 

H 4 In 
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In the middle of the town, there wag 
a &mous amphitheatre, one hundred and 
twenty-eight feet in length* Enough 
of the ground work is left to give a 
juft idea of its conftrufliion ; and the 
entrance, with arched paflagcs on each 
fide for the wild beads, is flill tolerably 
perfect. 

OHober ijl. 

Signor Pitelli not having finiflied the 
plans, and the wind continuing contrary, 
we carried him on fhore again to-day. 
Here, in a farm-houfe, amid thefe ruins 
of antiquity, we faw the modern method 
of drying figs, and making raifins. The 
operation is very fimple. Expofe the 
fruit to the fun for eight or ten days, 
then bake it, and when packing up, 
fprinkle a little flour between the layers* 

c Peflum 
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Pceftum was founded by one of thofe 
Grecian cokxiies, whkh, • in the early 
ages, eftabliflied themfelves in Italy; 
whence this country derived the appel- 
lation of Magna Grecia.

OBober 2d. 

Lord Hervey took leave of us this 
morning ofF Salerno, and had fcarcely 
' made the (hore in a boat that attended 
his Lordfliip, before we were attacked 
by an adverfe gale of wind, which 
obliged us to ftand towards the weft, 
pretty clofe to Capria; and, I aflure you, 
it is with no fmall fatisfaftion, that we 
find ourfelves fufficiently to windward to 
fetch the Bay of Naples, ftiould tKe ftorna 
increafe, 

OBober o^d. 
The gale having moderated, we tacked 
at one A. M. and, at noon, the wind be- 
came 
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came fair, but has left a heavy fea 
^gainft iis» 

0£iober 4th. 

At eight A. M. were in fight of 
Srombolo, the moft northern of the 
Lipari Iflands, which are fuppofed to 
be of volcanic origin ; that is, thrown 
up by eruptions occafioned by fire under 
the fea, w^hence Virgil makes them the 
rcfidence of Vulcan, 

. They arc alio fuppofed to have given 
rife to the fable of Eolus, from one of 
their Kings of this name, who, by at- 
tending to the fmoke of the neighbour- 
ing iflands, had learned to fortcll how 
the wind would blow. 

Homer carries Ulyfles to Lipari, the 
capital of Eolus, who, compaflionating 
his fufFerings, made him a prefent of the 
different winds confined in feparate bags, 
that he might ufe them at his pleafure; 

but 
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but when they got in fight of Ithaca, hisr 
companions, ignorant of the contents, 
untying the adverfe bags, he was driven 
back in a violent ftorm, and thus renewed 
his former woes. 

The cafe is different with us : calms 
and light variable breezes have kept us 
in fight of Stronjibolo the whole day. 
The vokano is on its fouth-weft fide^ 
in fo fortunate a fituation for the in-, 
habitants, that they have little to fear 
from eruptions; for the crater is about 
one fifth of the height of the ifland 
below its fumrnit, and is furrounded on 
every fide, excepting that ncarefl: the fea, 
by large cliffs, which feem to overhang it 
on purpofe to check the eruption when 
it takes any other dire<9:ion; for the 
ilones and afhes which it cafts forth, 
rebounding from the rocks above, are 
either again fwallowed up, or thrown 
down the fouth-weft fide into the 
ocean. 

In 
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In the afternoon, there was an ex- 
plofion like the fpringing of a ixnali 
mine, which confiderably incrcaied the 
column of fmoke that rifes from the 
crater. After the eSeSt of the exploiion 
had fubfided, the fmoke refumed its for- 
mer flate ; appearing, at the diftance of 
five leagues, exaftly like that which 
iffue5 from a large douUe chimney. At 
this time, it bore S. S, E. 

At dulk, at the lame diftance, the 
Volcano looked like a lime Hiln; and, 
every three or four minutes, it emitted 
a flame, which blazed for a few feconds 
like a burning furnace. 

During the night, it appeared in all it9 
glory, with every fymptom of an ap- 
proaching grand eruption. The crater 
feemed full of burning matter, boiling 
on its fuiface ; and, at (hort intervals, 
throwing up a large column of red-hot 
ftones, which bounded down- the fide of 

the 
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the mountain into the fca; and Whicii^ 
appearing to fet fire to the air as they 
flew through It, formed one of the 
grandeft fights it is poffible to conceive* 
The beautiful efFeft of thefe flying red* 
hot rocks was not loft until they had 
been under water for feveral feconds* 

Formerly^ there were only fevcn of 
thefe iflands, now there are eleven ; 
and, from the adlive ftate of Strombolo, 
which is confiderably detached from the 
reft, I fliould not be iiirprifed to hear 
that another ifland was thrown up near 
it; but fuch an event, although often 
reported, I can affure you, has not lately 
happened here. The laft phenomenon 
of this kind that has been thoroughly 
authenticated, is in the Archipelago; 
which, in a few weeks, I hope to vifit. 

All the Lipari iflands have had vol- 
canoes in their time; but moft of them 
have been extinct for many centuries.

^he whole are fubjeft to the King of 
Naples, and add a confiderable fum to 
his revenue, from the trade which they 
carry on in wine, alUm, fulphur, and 
dried fruit. The wine is famous ; I 
tafted fome of it at Naples, but did not 
think it equal to its reputation. 

Friday^ OElober c^tb. 

At day-break, Strombolo was two 
leagues aftern. It looks like a huge rock 
riling boldly out of the fea, feetns to 
be about twelve miles in circumference, 
and has a fmall town on the fouth-eaft 
fide. The coaft of Calabria, and of Sicily, 
alfo in fight. Latitude at mid-day, 38^ 37^ 

^ At fun-fet, we entered the celebrated 
ftraits of Scylla and Charybdis ; and, in 
lefs than an hour and a half^ anchored at 
Meflina.

Messina, which was formerly in fo 
flourifhing a ftate, aAd which was ac- 
counted one of the prettieft cities in the 
world, is now exaftly in the condition 
of Gibraltar during the fiege ; and the in- 
habitants live in juft fuch mifetable places 
as the huts of Black-town and Wind- 
miU-hill. 

The front of the town extended 
along the water fide, for above two thou- 
fand yards, in the form of a crefcent, 
adorned with pilafters and pediments, 
and a grand efplanade open to- the 

fea, 
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feaj^ which at once formed a noble pier, 
and a delightful public walk, flanked by 
a fort at each end. The houfes were 
built with great tafte^ all four ftories 
high, and nearly alike; 

Of this beautiful and magnificent 
range, only the outfide (hell remains; 
the reft, with all the town, exqept one 
or two of the foongeft churches, was 
entirely deftroyed by the dreadful earth- 
quake in 1783. 

The centre of that tremendous con- 
vulfion was at Oppido, in Calabria. 
Every thing within twenty miles was 
entirely overwhelmed ; and feveral towns, 
with all their inhabitants, were com- 
pletely fwallowed up, not the fmalleft 
veftige of them being left. Scarcely a 
place within feventy-two miles of Oppido 
efcaped wit;hout feeling the (hock. By 
the return made to the Secretary of State, 
the number of people loft, amounted to 
I thirty. 
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thirty-two thoufand, tlir^e hundred an<J« 
fixtjr-fevcn ; and' wc were told by Sir 
WiUiam Hamilton, that there were 
ieveral thoufand ftrangerSj travellers, -fee. 
who were not included in that return. 

It is bynomeam imoommon to h«ar 
of the Italians fcottrgitig their faints 
when they are overtaken by -any itiif- 
fortune ; but, fince tilis dreadful cala- 
mity, St. Agatha, the Proteftrcfs ef 
Sicily, is more venerated than ever; 
for, notwithftanding the lols of their 
property, ihe has the credit of having 
defended her votaries from the catai- 
ftrophe with which their neighbours on 
the oppofite coaft where overwhelmed j 
and, every Sunday night, the opeta ends 
with a little piece in her honor. 

- There is fomrthtlig fb amiable in this 
uhiverfal gratitude and thankfgivkig ih 
the midft of abfblute ruin, that it is im- 
poffible not -to admire, thte minds that 

-^ are 
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Are capable of fuch virtue, evcii though 
a<9:uated by fuperftition : but, indeed, if 
we compare Meffina with feveral other 
places, we may reckon her peculiarly 
fortunate, fince, though the town is 
deftnoyed, only nine hundred people 
perifhed. 

At the time of the earthquake, the 
Mefliniaiis had fcarcely recovered from 
the ravAgCB of the plague of 1 743. This 
fecond blow has completely broken their 
fpirit, and obliged them to relinquifli 
the 'hope of ever feeing their city rebuilt ; 
the King of -Naples having ordered that 
none of the houfes in the Crefcent fliall 
be roofed, until they are raifed to their 
formdr h^ight^ * The inhabitants have 
remonftrated^ by faying, that they can- 
not bear the ekpeiK:e ; but his Majefty is 
unwilling that, bydeftroying tha unifor- 
mity and rdgidarity of the buildings, they 
ihould k)6fe f6 be&Utifitl an ornament. 

1 2 Even 
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Even Scylla and Ch^bdis have been 
almoft fubdued by the repeated convul- 
iions of this part of the earth, and by 
the violence of the current, which is 
continually increafing the breadth of the 
Straits# If proper allowance be made 
for thefe circumftances, we (hall acquit 
the ancients of any exaggeration, not- 
withftanding the very dreadful colours 
in which they have painted this paliage. 
It is formed by a low peninfula, called 
Cape Pelorus, ftretching to the eaftward 
on the Sicilian fide, immediately within 
which lies the famous whirlpool of 
Charybdb, and by. the Rocks of Scylla, 
which a few miles below on the Cala- 
brian (hore, projeft. towards the weft. 
The current runs with furprifing foi?ce 
from one to the other alternately in the 
direction of the tide, and the tides th^m** 
feives are very irregular. Thus, veffels, 
by (hunning the one, were ifk the utmoft 
danger of being fwallowed up by the 
othen 

At 
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At prefenty in moderate weather, 
when the tide is either at ebb or 
flood, boats pafs all over the whirl- 
pool: but, in genera], it is like the 
meeting of two contending currents, 
with a number of eddies all around ; 
and, even now, there is icarcely a 
winter in which there are not fome 
wrecks. 

At the time when we pafled the ftrait, 
the weather was as favourable as we 
could wifh; and yet, in fpite of a ftrong 
breeze and the purrent, which hurried 
us oh w;ith furprifing velocity, the (hip's 
head was fuddenly whirled round near 
three points; but thp wind blowing 
freih, in a few feconds, fhe dafhed 
through the eddy that had caught 
her — for, to avoid Scylla, and fecure 
Meffina, we had kept pretty clofe to 
Charybdis* ' 

tz The 
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The entrance of thcfe ftraks is, I am 
convinced, not Icfs than three miles 
wide, but I have never heard it allowed 
to be fd much. After paffing Charyixlis, 
th6 Tea immediately widens: but Cape 
Pdlorw and Scylla in a manner* croffing 
each other, the paffagc cannot be per- 
ceived tifitil you are on the point of en- 
tering it ; which gave rife to a tradition, 
that Haimibal, fancying himfelf betrayed 
and knd4dcked, put his Pilot Pelorus 
to deslth'j but that, as an atonement, he 
Stftenwards erefted a* ftatue to his me* 
mcry^' from which the Cape took its 
name. This aidlron, however, is fo 
contradictory to the hiftory, experience, 
and difpofition of Hannibal, that no* 
body Could ever have raifed fuch a ftbry, 
except one who had never read the life 
of li^t magnanitnous hero. 

Few countries have experienced more 
revolutions than Sicily; the richnefs of 

the 
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the foU aad the tefnpeiature of the 
ciimate^ added to its: commanding (itur 
a^OQ, having aLwaja. niade it an objed 
q£ attradion. After the dark agesi it wa$ 
fuciceflivelj foSciEkd hj the' Greeks^ tho 
Cartb^uaas, the Roqaanty the Ggths^ 
and the SaraiceitSt ...

Our 
fleet coniiiled of twenty-one fail of the 
line, carrying 1400 guns, the enemy*s 
of eighteen, carrying 992 guns. Both 
fides fought bravely, but our fuperior 
numbers ibon prevailed. Bon Antonio

^7^^* -miral, wag taken j^rifoner, and 
only feven of his two«*deckers escaped, 
of which the greater part were after^ 
wards burned at Meifina, ^andone was lofk 
in the Gulf of Tarento.

occafion, he .wrote this famous letter: 
*' We have taken or deftroyed all the 
" cnemy^s ihips and veflels on the coaft, 
*^ as per margin/* 

After this viftory. Sir George Byng 
convoyed an army from the continent^ 
and befieged the citadel of Mefllna, 
which the enemy *s troops had now 
taken; and when the place was nearly 
reduced, a difpute arifing among the allies 
on ihore, about the Spanilh men of war in 
the mole. Sir George, knowing that it is 
more our intereft to reduce the navy of 
the reft of Europe, than to increafe 
our own, caufed hatteries to be ere^lied 
for fhells and red-hot ,(hot^ and ended 
the contention, by deftroying the caufc. 

The lofs of their fleet, and many 
other difafter^, obliged the Spaniards to 
accede to, the Quadruple Alliance in 
J 720, and to relinquifh their claim to 

Sicily 
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SicUy and Sardinia : but the Eniperor 
having forfeited the proteftkMi.of Eng- 
land, the Spadfards, about fifteen years 
after this treaty, made themfclves matters 
of Sicily and Naples, as I have already 
related* 

Meilina was: furrounded «oq the land 
fide, by a ftrpng « rampart^ which, fince 
the earthquake,, has been entirely nei- 
gleded. The Citadel is a reguUr fquarc 
fert, with ravelins, ,counterguards, itkd a 
good covered way. It ftands- on that 
part of the neck of land which forms 
the mole, whefe this neck joins the 
iiland, and is kept in excellent condi^ 
tion ; yet •notwithflanding ita artificial 
ftrength, it is of little uier bdt as a place 
of arms, fince an enemy having pofleffion 
of the town, may deftroy every veffcl 
under its guns; but two other ftrong 
caftles fecure the (hipping from any in- 
fult from the fea. 

The 
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The neighbourhood is exceffively 
fertile and populous, and we find the 
people very civil ; but in the interior 
parts of the country, I am told they are 
rather favage.

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LETTER XIII. 



Modooy OAoberf9» 

\Vk are, at laft, arrived on the con- 
fines of Greece, a venerable name, now 
almoft loft in that of Turkey in Europe, 
and its former fplendour is fb entirely re- 
verfed, that I am particularly fortunate 
in finding a conveyance for a letter. Here 
are no pofts in this neglected country; 
and the people once fb accomplifhed, are 
in utter ignorance of what pafies in the 
world, except from the vague reports 
they get from vcflcls, which now and 
then put in here ; — ^and this, alas ! is the 
unhappy fete of all the fouthern and eaft- 
cm coaft of Greece. 

But 
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But before I fay any thing more of 
this place, I muft carry you back to 
Meflina, and give you fbme account of 
our voyage* 

Thurfdayy OUober gtb. 

We left Meifina at eleven o^clock this 
morning; and, at twelve, pafled Reggio 
on the coaft of Calabria. The country 
appears extremely barren, but is fuU of 
inhabitants and fmall towns* 

Juft before midnight, when all below 
were locked in fleep, and even tho£b 
upon deck had fcarcely ftrength to refift 
the drowfy languor brought on by four 
hours duty; in this filent moment, 
when fuperftition, ever powerful in the 
mind of the failor, gains new force froiji 
the furrounding gloom, the watch -wcrie 
rouz^d with terror and aftonifliment, by 
a fudden illumination of the whole at;** 
mofphere* Their eyes, inftantly turnqi 
. to Heaven, were fcarcely reverted^ whefi 

every 
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every part of the (hip appeared in a 
blaze, and continued fo for many fe- 
conds. 

Struck by fo awful a fcene, in the 
dead of the night, a general filence pre- 
vailed; and many, unable to divine the 
caufe of fo fudden, and fo tremendous 
an apparition, thought the laft day was 
approaching. Their fears were ftill in- 
creafed by obferving through the fails, 
an immenfe ball of fire floating in the 
air a-hcad of the Ihip; but they were, at 
length, relieved by its falling into the 
lea. 

The account which our friends gave 
us the next morning, led us into a dif- 
r^^-tatien on fireballs, which philofophers 

•jfey are produced by an exceedingly great 
power of eledricity, gradually accumu^ 
lated, until the refiftance of the at- 
mofphere being no longer able to fuftaifi 
if, k drops down flowly, and in no par- 

'*; '• 5 ticular 
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ticular diredion, not beiag drawa by any 
fubftance which would attract this elec- 
tric matter, in the fhape of common 
lightning. 

Oaoffer lotb. 
Sunfet. A wefterly breeze has car- 
ried us paft Cape Spartevento, and we 
are now juft an hundred miles from the 
coaft of Sicily. Mount -£tna is ftill in 
fi^t ; and the fun fetting direftly behind 
it, forms one of thofe heavenly fcencs, 
which at once affefts us with the beau- 
tiful and fubiime. Notwithftanding our 
very great diftance, the mountain is fo 
many degrees above the horizon, that» 
would day-light continue, we fhould fee 
it twenty miles farther. How great 
does nature appear in thde wonderful 
works! 

October nth. 
Lat. 37^ 36'. In the laft twenty-four 
hours, we have run an hundred and 

forty- 
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forty*three mile^y and are fo far acrof^ 
the Adriatic, or Gulph of Venice, as 
to have land in fight a-head* This 
breeze is alniofl the only fair one which 
we have had fince we left Gibraltar, and 
it is now growing calm* 

OaoteriztB. 
Sunfet We are now between Zante 
and Cephalonia, with the Morea in front. 
The parts of the iflands near us arc 
very rocky and barren, with no verdure, 
except from fome fcattered olive trees, 
and brufhwood ; but the more diflant 
part of Cephalonia appears well cul- 
tivated, 

Sunday^ OHober 141b. 
We lay to all the night before lafl; 
and, yeflerday morning, anchored in the 
harbour of Zante, Lat. 37^. 50'. Long. 
21^. 15'. eafl. 



The 
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The neareft. part of this ifland is nine 
miles from Cejphalonia, the fame diflance 
from the Morea, and an hundred kagucs 
from Meffina. It is above feventy miles 
in circumference; contains forty thouland 
inhabitants ; and carries on a very con- 
fiderable trade in dried fruits, particularly 
currants, fo called from a corruption of 
Corinth, whence the vines were ori- 
'ginally imported. 

On the hill above the town, ftands a 
fort, very advautageoufly fituated, but 
much out of repair. . It is fubjed to the 
Venetians, who have now a (hip of the 
line and three frigates in the harboun 
The fenior Captain very civilly informed 
usy that, from his great refpefl: for the 
Englifh, he would be happy to falute 
us, if we would return gun for gun ; to 
which we readily confented. 

By ordeifs from Venice, the Governor, 

at this juncture, impofes a quarantine 

: K of 
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. of fevdi days oh HI vcflcls, ctrctt from 
his own lieareft ports ; and therefore^ 
Hot being allowed to lahd here^ we ttt 
going to a lefs frequented part of the 

/i&2ndi where the quarantine is not en* 
forced^ 

OSloier iph* 
We got under way yefterday evenings 
and the wind not permitting us to con^ 
tinue otlr voyage^ we ftood to the north* 
tsSk towjjtrds Patras^ at the mouth of the 
Gulf of Lepanto ; but the wind chang* 
iiig, wtf put about alt twelve this morn- 
ing, juft as we got in fight of its en- 
tftuice, near the fpot on which Don 
John of Auihia obtained the delebrated^ 
viAcwy over the T^rkifh fleet in the year 

In this cruize^ we have had a view 
of Ithaca; in which^ we were told at 
Zante^ the foundation of Ulyffes* Palace 
is ftilj to be traced^ Jiis ifland is now 

called 
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Called little Cephalonia^ is about twenty: 
miles long, appears very barren, but is 
£iid to be well peopled^ though with a 
very vile ■ race. Zante and the greater* 
Cephalonia alfo belonged to Ulyfles^ and 
are both defcribed by the ancients, as 
being remarkably fertile* The latter is 
by much the largcft^ the former the moft 
produ^ve* 

- A little to the north of IthaCa, in the 
Uland of St* Mauto, is the famous Pro-* 
montory of Leucate, the Lover*s Leap^ 
celebrated by the Spe<9ator, in his beau* 
tiful panegyric on the tender Sappho* 
Even Vcnos herfclf is faid to have been 
led ihere by ApoUo, to be cured of her 
paifion for Adonis*

Wind again contrary*. Tacking off* 

Zante, to get ipto a fmall bay, where 

Aere is a curious fpring, from which ist 

great cjuantity of tar coshes; but not 

K a being 
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being able to gain the anchorage before 
funfet, and the wind becoming fair for 
dur courfe, we ftood to the fouth, and 
in the night pafled the Strophades, a 
fct of fmall low iflands, where ^neas 
was attacked by the Harpies. 

It was not without regret that I pafled 
by Zante, without landing there. It 
was the only place in the Venetian 
territories which we had any chance of 
vifiting ; and 1 wifhed much to fee the 
efFeft of a Government, in which Delpo- 
tifm, in the form of a Republic, makeS 
her votaries believe that Tyranny is 
Liberty : but by what 1 could learn from 
the traders, and a few other people, to 
whom I had an opportunity of Ipeaking^ 
the police is really fhocking. 

The Governors are generally needy 
men : but, by accepting fines as a re- 
miflion for murder, they arc foon en- 
riched, perhaps by the ruin of the widow 

and 
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and the orphan.— Is your hufband aii^ifir 
nated— your father murdered? Dry up 
your tears — ^your Grovernor is three gui- 
neas richer. Do you rcmonftrate ? For 
three guineas more, you may let loofe all 
the demons of revenge. 

Thus one murder produces Mother; 
whole families are involved in deilruc* 
tion, or at befl live in perpetual alarms i 
juftice never interferes, and fcciety is of 
courfe deftroyed. 

While refledions of this kind diftrcfs 
the Philanthrope who vifits Zante, the 
naturalift finds the tar fpring an objeft 
well worthy of his curiofity . The trade 
of the ifland is alfo a fubjedt: on which I 
ihould like to be better informed. On an 
average, the annual produce in currants 
is ten millions of pounds weight ; almoft 
the whole of which, befides nearly the 
fame quantity brou^t ^om Cephalonia^ 
and the adjacent parts of the Morea, are 
K 3 taken 
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taken by the Bngtifli, who load ib^y 

vefl^s eycry year. 

This trade, howevei-y fcems to be a^.' 
very h>iiag one to us, fincc our produc-^ 
tions have no fale at Zante, and the 
tin, lead, alum, and a few other article? 
which we carry to Venice, bear no pro- 
portion in value to the fruit which iVq 
bring hothe; 

It is true, our revenue is qonfiderably 
increafed by a duty of twenty -three 
pounds fterling on every ton of currants, 
which is one half as much again as the 
prime coft, the pommon price at Zanto 
being dfteen guineas: but this tax is 
raifed bpon ourfelves, and cfoes not check 
the importation of this ftrfeign ddnimio^ 
dity, fince we confume three-fourths txf 
what the ffland yields. It might, there* 
fore, ks well be levied on feme of oar own 
jif odudionsr, as on our hereditary plumb'^ 
|)\jdding* 

Oaater 
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OQober ijtb. 
Having paffed two little fJwts, called 
the Navarins, at noon we anchored off 
Modoq, Lat. 37°, Ung. 15° 45', 4iftant 
from Gibralt^ nearly fourteen hui^dred 
mUess and iiQW, having brought th^ 
fliip to an anchor, I (hall procee4 with 
the obfervations which I introduced at 
$h^ comDoencoA^m pf this letter. 

Modon is ^ fmaU Turkilh town, Qi* 
the fputh-weft comer of the Moreaj 
which, you r^colle^, is the Pelopo^efus 
of-, the Ancients, and' almoft a^ ifland, 
being feparated from the reft of Gr<?ece 
by the gulph of Lepanto, and only joined 
to it by the n^rrpw ifthmus of Corinth, 
After the Greek and Roman ?ges, it was 
conquered by the Turks, and afterwards 
by the Venetians, to whom the former 
ceded it by the Treaty of Carlowitz, 
but retook it in 1715, and have main, 
tained it ever fince, notwithftanding that, 
during their laft war, Modon was taken 
K 4 ^y 
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by the Ruffians, who wo-e immediately 
jmned by the Greeks; but the Turks 
feoding a large army thither. Count 
Oriow and his troops were obliged to 
abandon their aflbciates to the fuiy of 
their enemies, who mafi&cred fifteen 
thou£uid of them. 

This is the Turkiih method of termi- 
nating a rebeUion, which they fay is 
only to be done by deftroying the feeds: 
but, to palliate their inhumanity, they 
allege, that, whenever the Greeks have 
gained any advantage, they have been 
iHll more barbarous; that they have 
fpared neither age nor fex; but that, 
after being guilty of every other brutality 
to the women, fo facred among Ma- 
hometans, not fat4sfied with flaying 
•them, they have even carried their re- 
venge fo far as to expofe their naked 
corpfes to be devoured by dogs and birds 
of prey. 

Heaven 
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Heaven forbid that fuch barbarity 
fliould exift ! —but I cannot pretend to ^ve 
you a juft account of the manners ian4 
difpofitions of thefe two people on fo flight 
an acquaintance, efpecially as the light in 
which they reprefent each other, is very 
different from that in which they appear 
to us* 

Neftor's kingdom was in this diftri£l:« 
I have found no antiquities worthy no- 
tice; and time does not permit me to 
take a journey in fearch of Pylos. 

A fmall caftle projefts into the fea off 
Modon ; and the town has walls round 
it ; but they are jnuch out of repair* 
The Governor lives in a wretched hovel, 
which refufes admittance neither to the 
wind nor to the rain. He is civU 
enough, and all his people feem glad 
to fee us. 

The harbour is formed by a fet of 
little iflands, ^yhich lie off the town, at 

fome 
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fome xmles diftaiice; the moft weftem is 
the famous Spadaria^ the taking of 
which is one of the mpft noted events 
pi the Peloppnx^efian war^ It h now 
palkd the Ifle of Wifdom ; \mt for what 
reafoo I cannot guefs, asi it is totally 
wninhaluted^ a^d produces i)P^if}g but 
trufliwood. 

The i»ffagei hetween the different 
iflands inake this a charming port &f 
cruizer$^ iijice ik^ey cax^ be confined 
jpeither l>y ww4 nop by ^n enemy. 
Captain Moore, of the Fame privateer, 
p£ben put ifi here during the war, s^nd 
liafi impreffed the people wi|h yery fa- 
vorable kjeas pf the E^ngUih.

CoNVjiTCED that you wiU t|e happy to 
hear of our arrival in Afia, I take advan* 
tage of the firft courier to fend you a 
letter. 

lodep^ently of the fatisfa£Hon of be- 
ing in a region {q noted in faiftory, and 
xy£ traved^ng fcenes wlfich one has ib 
xjken <;dntemplated iii the p^e of aa« 
tiquity, we have the bappbefs of fiad<> 
ing a fociety which we did not expcft in 
this loft co\Jiitry-~a ibil wheir^ the iron 
handofDefpotifm checks every generous 
fentiment in ^e vanquished Greek, and 
3 where 
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where the conqueror Turk, proud ia 
his ignorance, fcorns the refinements of 
more enlightened people, andloolcs down 
with infolcnce or contempt on every 
nation but his own. He has, however, 
many good qualities ; and his true cha- 
ra£ler, I perceive, is not eafily delineated. 
I (hall confider him attentively; and, 
from time to time, fend you thofe traits 
wh^ch I difcover. In the mean while, I 
will conclude this letter with my Journal 
from our leaving Modon to our arrival at 
this city. 

Saturday J OSober zoth. 
• At eight o'clock this morning, we left 
Modon, and, at three in the afternoon, 
were oppofite to Cape Matapan. The 
country appears barren; but there are 
feveral villages in fight. 

In the night, we entered the Archipe- 
lago, or ^gean Sea, by paffing between 
tytherca (the Iflaiid of Venus, now called 
6 Serigo) 
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Scrigo) and Cape Angelo, the fouth-eaft 
point of the Morea. 

This neighbourhood is inhabited by 
a neft of pirates, who call themfelvcs 
the real defcendants of the Laccdemo- 
niansj and, though fubjedl to the Turks^ 
acknowledge no law. 

In calm weather, they come off in 
large boats, and plunder every veffel that 
pafles : but feldom feize on any (hip, or 
even molefl the people^ provided they 
allow them to take all they want. 

It i? very remarkable, that, although 
the French have always a force in theffe 
feas, their veflels are more frequently 
plundered than thofe of any other na- 
tion; and there are very few inftances 
cf ours being infulted, notwithftanding 
the Greeks fo feldom fee a Britifli man 
of wai^* 

But^ 
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BxA^ iot ^sar of accident, We ihort^

The thrfee Sclavohiatls who fcized the 
t)9icbefs rf'tufcanyy bound from Gibraltar, 
meant to have brought her here \ but being 
obliged to put into Zante^ they were dif- 
Covered and executed^ 

Bunicyj OUoher z\fi. 
Becalmed in the icerie of Falconef*s 
** Shipwreck,'* Crete juft difcerniblc on 
our right, Falcanero on our left, and 
Mlo a-head* Lat. 36^ 38^ 

At dulk, the wind fprang up, with 
Violent fqualls^ accompanied by thunder 
and lightning, and ibon burft forth in a 
furious ftorm* 

We were now in a moft unpleafant 
iituatioQ, Milo was become a dangerous 

lee 
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lee (hore^ it vrts no comfort to know 
that there Wds an ejidellent harbour a 
few miles to ieewarcL Darknefs pre« 
vented our feeing the entrance to it. 

v. 
We were^ thttefore^ obiiged to haul 
clofe to the wind^ and by (kill, atten-^ 
tion/ and perfeverance, happily wea* 
thered the moft windward point of the 
ifland< 

The wind then abated, and the fca 
bedame lefs vidleht ; but, the next morn* 
ingi the ftorm was fiiddenly renewed, 
and we were aflailed more furioufly than 
ever; but as day-light came to our 
affiftance, we made the beft of our way 
towards the harboUr, and a pilot getting 
on board, we wfere fafe at an anchor be** 
fore twelve o'clock* 

Some denturies before Chrifl, Milo 
was a flourifhing Republic : but having 
refufed its affiftance tQ Greece, when it 

was 
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was invaded by the Perfiani, the Athc-^ 
niaaSy having defeated the Barbarians, 
attacked the Miliotes, and after feveral 
repulfes, at laft entirely overthrew them ; 
and as a punifliment, all the men who 
efcaped the fword, were carried into 
^ . ^ Attica^ At the clofe of the 
' Peloponnefian war, the Athe- 
nians being fubducd by the Lacedemo-^ 
nians, Milo was reftored to its liberty. 
It was afterwards taken by the Romans, 
and has ever fince (hared the fate of the 
Eaftern Empire; ind, for fome centuries, 
llie Greeks have been flavcs in a country ^i^ 
from which they often carried their arms 
into that of their prefent Lord^. 

Whatever the Turk conquers, he im^ 
mediately confiders as his own^ whe- 
ther it be land, cattle, men, women, or 
children, and idftantly appropriates it t0 
his ufe, dthcr by fale, exchange, or 
pofleffion. 

But 
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r But as an aft of grace,, the Sultan 
grants the Greeks a temporary emanci- 
pation from year to year, for which 
they pay an annual capitation tax of 
fevcn fliillings each perfon* 

At the commencement of this century, 
the ifland contained feventeen churches, 
and eleven chapels ; and the whole fpace 
from the town to the harbour, which , 
Is nearly two miles, was laid out in beau- 
tiful gardens : but alas ! how wretchedly 
is it altered ! three-fourths of the town 
are in ruins, and the inhabitants are daily 
decreafing. Of the gardens, fcarcely a 
Veftige is left ; and the baths on the wa- 
ter fide are now only a fet of fmall, 
dirty caves'. Eight or ten yards from 
the (hore, the hot fpring, which fup- 
plied them, is feen boiling through the 
ialt water; and the fand is, I think, 
flill hotter than that of Baia : but, per« 
haps, I fpeak from the pain which my 
L curiofity 
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curiofity coft me being more recent ill 
my memory* 

The women, fo celebrated for their 
beauty, are now fallow, unhealthy, and 
difguftingly ugly ; and render tbemfelves 
ftill more hideous by their drefs, which 
is a kind of loofe jacket, with a white 
cotton petticoat, that fcarcely covers two 
thirds of their thighs, barely meeting 
the flocking above the knee. Their 
hind hair hangs down the back in a 
number of plaits ; that on the fore part 
of the head is combed down each fide of 
the face, and terminated by a fmall, fliff 
curl, which is even with the lower part 
of the cheek* 

All the inhabitants are Greeks j fof 
the Turks are not fond of trufKng them- 
felves in the fmall iflands; but, every 
lummer, the Captain Bafhaw goes round 
with a fquadrbn to keep them in fub-^ 
jeftion, and to coHedl the revenue. 

When 
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* When the Ruffians made thcmfetvcs 
mafters of the Archipelago, during thp 
late war, many of the iflands declared 
in their favour ; but being abandoned at 
the peace, they were fo fcverely ntxul£lcd 
by the Grand Signibr, that, our pilot 
tells me, they are determined to remain 
perfectly quiet* As the Turks, how- 
ever, do not think them worth a garri- 
fon, and will not truft them with armtf 
and ammunition, all thofe which the 
Ruffians may choofe to invade, will be 
obliged to fubmit* 

The two points which form the en- 
trance of the harbour, croffing. each 
other> render it imperceptible until you 
are clofe to it* Thus, while you are 
perfectly fecure within it, you find great 
difficulty in getting out, particularly in a 
northerly wind ; and as no trade is carried 
on, except a little in corn and fait, Milo 
would fcarcely ever be vifited, were it 
not that being the firft ifland which one 
L z makes 
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makes in the Af chipeiago^ the pUots have 
chofen it for their rcfidence* They live 
in a little town on the top of a high rock^ 
which, from ita iituation and appearanx:e^ 
is called Tb< Cajile. 

Partridges abound in this ifland, and 
ar« fo cheap, that you may buy one for 
a charge of powder only. The peafants 
get them by ftandiag behind a port- 
able fcreen, with a {mall aperture in the 
center, in which they place the muzzle 
of their piece, and then draw the par- 
tridge by a call. When a fufficient 
number are colleded, they fire among 
thetti, and generally kill from four to 
feven at a Ihot: but even this method 
of getting them is fo expenfive, from 
the fcarcity of ammunition, that the 
people can never afford to Ihoot them^ 
except when there are gentlemen in the 
ifland^ from whom they can beg a little 
povirder and ihot. 

Several 
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Several of us havfe killed four or five 
in an afternoon walk, putting them \xp 
ourfelves, without even the afSftance cf 
a dog. 

^urfJay, Oaober 2^th. 
At day -break, we got under way, with 
a light breeze; and, at midnight, an*- 
chored at Paros, another of the Gretk 
iflands, and which is in a much bettei: 
ftate than Milo. The men look more 
heahhy, and the women not fo ugly. 

The water here is excellent ; and aS 
that which we got at Meffina has been 
complained of, as being too hard to make 
proper peafe-foup for the people, all the 
calks are ordered to be emptied and re- 
filled. 

While its marble quarries continued 

to be worked, Paros was one of the 

moft flourifhing of the Cyclades ; but 

on the decline of the Eaftern Empire, 

L 3 they 
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they were entirely ncgleftcd, and are 
now converted into caves, in which the 
ihepherds fhelter their flocks. We have 
been in feveral of thefe fubterraneous 
folds, which put me much in mind of 
Homer's dcfcription of Polyphemus. 
The common walls are almoft entire* 
]y compofed of marble; and ip exa- 
mining a very fmall part of pnp, we 
found feveral pieces of cornice, and ii^o 
relievo. 

Several fine blocks of marble — frag* 
ments of columns, are lying clofe to the 
water's ?dge ; and feemi to have been 
brought then? by travellers, whp^ for 
want of ^ proper purch^fe to get them 
on board, hjive not been able to carry 
thqm farther. 

After the battle of Marathon, Mil- 
tiades was fent to lay Paros under con- 
tribution, on account of its joining the 
Perlians; but the inhabitants made fa 

refolute 
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rcfolute a defence, that all the' efforts of 
that excellent General were* unal^ to 
reduce them ; and, at length, having 
loft a number of his men, and being 
himfelf wounded, Miltiades, hearing 
that the Perfians were making prepara- 
tions for a fecond invafion, returned 
to Athens; where his ungrateful coun- 
trymen, forgetful of his eminent fer- 
yiccis, fentenced him to pay the cxpences 
of the expedition ; and being unable to 
raife this fine, the Great Delivorer of 
Greece was thrown into prifbn; and to 
the eternal infamy of the Athenians, he 
died of the wounds which he had f eceived 
in their fervice ! 

The Ruffians made this place their 
grand arfenal ; their powder niagazines, 
and feveral other buildings, are ftill ftand- 
ing; and the ifland is confiderably in- 
debted to them for inaproving the con- 
yenience for water, and for the trade 
L 4 which 
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which the cafti they expended, intro* 
duced among the inhabitants. 

Delos is about five leagues off, Naxos 
two, and Antiparos . about the fame 
diflance. In the laft, there is a cavern, 
which is reckoned one of the greateft 
wonders of the Archipelago ; but as a 
natural curiofity, it is by no means equal 
to Saint Michael's Cave at Gibraltar. 
A multitude of names are cut near the 
entrance. Lady Craven's is among the 
lateft. 

^uefdayy OSiober 30/^. 
Sailed from Paros, with an intention 
of vifiting Delos in our way to Smyrna: 
but the wind changing, we Aood to 
the north-weft, profiting by this op- 
portunity, to fupply the fhip with wood, 

Wednefdayy OHoher 3 \ft^ 
Anchored between the ifland of Longa 
and the Coaft of Immortal Attica : but 

my 
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my heart bi^ds while I furvey the fad 
change which A hajs undergone. In vain 
do I fearch for the^defcendants pf thofe 
ruftic patriots, whofe valour enabled 
Miltiades and Thcmiftocle* to overthrow 
the Pcrfian hoft by fea and land ; or for 
thofe well cultivated fields, where art 
concealed the frugality of nature. Alas ! . 
far as the beft glafs can reach, no fign 
of a dwelling Can be feen ; and the 
country, for want of inhabitants, lies en- 
tirely neglefted, 

* After almoft defpairing of meeting t 
human being, I one day fell in with 
two men grazing a confiderable number 
of horfes, which I imagined was a nur- 
fery for the Turkifh Cavalry; but on 
mentioning this to the Greeks who at* 
tended them, they anfwered no ; that the 
only ufe they were of was to tread out 
the corn in fummer ; in return for which, 
they grazed thena from place to place 
in winter. I alfo found a fmall chapel^ 
6 no| 
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not bigger than an hermitage, to which 
the people, from the interior parts of the 
country, on particular occafions, refort. 
Part of the neighbourhood is covered with 
wood, which any one may take who 
choofes to cut it* Longa, the once cele- 
brated Ifland of Helen, is entirely depopu- 
lated, and produces nothing. Our pilot 
ealls this Port Maundre. It has the fame 
advantage which I remarked at Modon, a 
paflage at each end of the ifland. 

If you can believe that I am within 
a day's journey of Athens, how will 
you envy my being fb near the mother 
of the arts ?ind fciences ; and what will you 
fay when I tell you that I did not go 
there ? but be afRired it was not through 
want of exertion ; but from the im- 
pradicability of getting there by land 
in tbefc hoftile times. While the people 
wore wooding, however, I went in a boat 
to the. Promontory of Sunium, to fee 
the Ji^mains^ of the Temple of Minerva, 

which 
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which r take to be one of the moft an- 
cient remaining in Greece. If we may 
credit Homer, it was cotemporarjr with 
Troy ; for in the third book of the 
Odyffey, Neftor, after relating the fe- 
duftion of Clytemneftfa, paffing to the 
return of the Greeks, fays, 

*' But when to SaQium*s (acred point we came, 
^' Crown'd with the Temple of the Athenian Dame» 
•• Atridet Pilot, Phrontes, there expired, &c.'* 

In fomc ground lately opened, I faund 
a human fcull, and Ibfne other burned 
bones. What antiquary will pbjed 
to their being thofe. of this ill-fated 
pilot ? 

A confiderable part of the architrave 
of the Temple is ftill ftariding, fupported 
by fifteen columns ; nine of which are 
in a row, each nineteen feet high, and 
©early eleven in circumference. The whole 
edifice was of Parian marble. Vaft quan- 
tities of fragments and broken columns 

are 
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are lying all around, and the Temple k 
ilill a beauti£uU and a venerable objed, 
from whatever fide you approach the Pro*^ 
montory. 

N&vember t^tb. 

Got under way at day-light; and, hav^ 
ing paffed the fbuth point of Negro- 
pont (the ancient Euboea) and Andros, 
were oppofite the centre of the IflsMid 
of Teno at twelve o'clock the next 
day* It feems populous and well culti- 
vated. Lat. 37^ ^2'* Paros, Delos, and 
feveral other iflands in fight. 

November "jth. 

We were within a few leagues of Scio 
at day-break; and, being driven to the 
fouthward, had a diftant view of Samos, 
the birth place of Juno. We were em- 
ployed during all this and the next day in 
working to windward, between the con- 
tinent of Afia Minor and the Ifland of Scio, 
famous for producing the neftar of the 

ancients. 
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ancients, and for the beauty of its wo- 
men • The ladies, I am told, are as 
charming has ever, but the wine has loft 
its lufcious qualities* The town is large 
and ftraggling; it feems to have fbme 
works, but they are in a very lorry con- 
dition* The rode is quite open*. Before 
we reached the town, we pafled the bay 
of Chifeme, on the Afiatic fhore, where 
the Turkiffi fleet was deftroyed by the 
Rufiiaaa.

A hght breeze Iprang up fair late laft 
Uight, with which we entered the Gulf 
of Smyrna; and, early this afternoon, 
we anchored oif the town*

Smyrjui Norember spdl . 

OMYRN A is the only ancient town o/ 
Afia Minor that continues to thrive. It 
fiourilhed many centuries before Chrift, 
but was almoft deflroyed by an earth- 
quake in the reign of Mark Anthony^ 
and has never recovered its former fplen-* 
dour : for although its advantageous iitu^ 
ation for trade foon drew new inhabi* 
tants, yet, to leflen the efFe£t of a fimi- 
lar cataftrophe, the houfes are all very 
low. The ftreets are in general dirty, 
narrow, and ill-paved ; for the natives 
never ftudy regularity in the fcite of 
their buildings ; and the Europeans, 

crowding 
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crowding to the water fide, found no 
room to fpare for ornament. 

The French have the moft numerous 
faftoiy. The Engliih are next in num« 
her of houfes, but the Dutch exceed us 
in ihipping. The Venetian and Ragufee 
veffels arc very numerous, but they are 
fdidom more than carriers. 

.. The great advantage which England 
derives from the trade to this country is, 
that the commodities we bring here are 
home-wrought ; while the filk, cotton, 
and mohair, with which we are repaid^ 
are raw articles, that are afterwards 
manufa<5lured by ourfelves, find work 
for pur people, and are then exported to 
different narts of the world, and fome of 
jthem even brought back here. 

Befides .(ilk and cotton, we take fruit 
and drugs, fome of which are alfo re- 
exported; JDUt I am forry to find, that 

though 
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though our Levant trade is more flou* 
riihing than it has been for many years 
paft> yet its rife is confiderably checked 
by our own laws> and by the want of a 
regular Lazaretto in England. 

If there is the lead fufpicion of the 
plague being at Smyrna, no veffel, even 
of our own nation, is permitted to dif«- 
charge her cargo in Britain, previoufly 
to her having performed a quarantine ia 
fbme other part of Europe ; for our 
Lazarettos do not admit veilels from 
infeded ports. Since our manufadories 
muft be fupplied with filk and cotton, 
our merchants are obliged to employ the 
Dutch^ who land their goods in a 
Lazaretto in Holland, and, after a Ihort 
quarantine performed there, fend them 
over to us. Thus do we fu&r foreigners 
to deprive our feamen of employment, 
and our country of its juft profits. 



The 
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The caufe that produces this prejudice 
to our Levant Company^ is our dread 
of the plague ; but are we more likely 
to be infeded by this diftemper than the 
Dutch? Or is England lefs able than 
Holland td fet apart a fmall place for 
a regular Lazaretto? There are in- 
numerable fpots in our ifland which 
might be inclofed for this purpofe ; 
where goods from infe£led places might 
be properly aired, and afterwards intro-* 
duced with more fafety by our own fub- 
jeds, than by coming, as at prefent^ 
through the hands of the Dutch. 

A perf(Hi who has not been in the 
Levant, cannot conceive the inconve- 
nience and diilrefs ariiing to our nation, 
from this want of a Lazaretto. The 
enterprifing fpirit of the Englifh leads 
tbi^m every where in fearch of cmploy- 
j[nent. A veflel arrives at Smyrna— (he 
gets a cargo, and, on the laft day of her 
loading, perhaps, the plague appears on 
M fhore. 
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fhorc. What is flic to do ? She cannot 
fail for England — flie muft eithjer fub- 
mit to a ruinous lofs, unload imme- 
diately, and fly to another pprt in quefl: 
of a freight, or go to one of the La- 
zarettos of Italy, France, or Malta, there 
perform a quarantine, land and refliip 
her cargo; and after having, to the pre- 
judice of the nation, laid out a confi- 
derable fum in a foreign port, flie ar- 
rives at Stangate Creek; where, though 
the fliip, perhaps, is not long detained, 
the cargo is put into one of the hulks, 
and aired with greater care, and length 
of time, than the cotton has been which 
we receive without any apprehenfion 
from Holland *. 

That 

♦ The Author, fince his return to England, has 
•been at Stangate Creek, where he found that cot- 
ton, and other enumerated goods brought over 
.from Holland, now undergo a fimilar procefs to 
thofe, which, after having performed a quarantine 
in a foreign Lazaretto, are brought home by the 

Englifh: 
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That precautions are neceffary, nobody 
will deny ; but why fhould we (hackle 
our own people more than the Dutch ? 
Or why fhould we be more afraid of 
allowing goods from an infe£l6d place 
to be landed in one of the many wafte 
fpots of Kent, Eflex, Devonfhire, or 
Cornwall, than foreigners are of receiv- 
ing them at the very gates of their capital 
cities. I (hall write you a long letter on 
this fubjeft, when I have gained more 
experience relative to the nature of the 
plague, which I can already aflTure you is 
by no means fo dangerous a diftemper 
as Europeans imagine. 

The faftory have great hopes that the 
generous Philanthrope, who lately vi- 
fited Afia, will intereft himfelf in their 
favour. This amiable patriot knows that 

-Englifht but ftiU the inconvenience to our own 
people is not leffened, nor ever will be, till wc have 
a complete Lazaretto of our own. 

M 2 the 
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the navy is the bulwark of Britain, and 
that whatever tends to decreafe the num- 
ber of our Teamen, tends to dimini(h the 
ftrength of our country ; a truth fo in- 
tereflisig to an Englifhman, that I hope 
to Grod the accounts I hear of a moft 
alarming decreafe in our Greenlandmen 
are much exaggerated. A proper Laza- 
i^etto in England, by inereafing our (hip- 
ping in the Levant, would afford a fufte- 
nance to many o( thofe invaluable fub- 
ie6ls, whom a |)erhaps too rigid public 
cieconomy has bereft of bf ead 

There are many inconveniences at- 
tending a correfpondenc^ between this 
country and Europe* The poft fets 
out and arrives but twice in a month. It 
goes through Gonftantihople and Viemna ; 
and unlefs letters to and from England 
are taken up, and paid for at each of 
thofe places, they will never reach 
their deftination,. The want of a more 

regular 
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Tegular communication muft be fenfibly 
felt in a place of fb much trade. 

We found nearly one hundred fail of 
merchantmen in the bay, every one of 
whom falutcd us ; for, to raife the 
European Powers in the eyes of the 
Turks, it is the cuftom at Smyrna to 
falute every man of war that enters the 
port. The iame cerenaony was per- 
formed on our going on (hore the next 
^y ; and, as foon as we landed at 
Mr^ Hayes', if e were waited upon hy 
the Confuls apd Faftpries of the dif- 
ferent nations, who have given us the 
moft flattering reception. Scarcely an 
evening pafles without a ball or ^ con- 
cert, or fome other party, for our 
amufement : but I am ipuch furprifed 
at the exc^ffive dread in which the 
Chriftians live of their fellow fubjedls, 
the Mahometans. They dwell in fepa- 
rate diftrifts, and are as fearful of going 
proroifcuoufly among them, as into a 
M 3 den 
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den of wild bcafts. The Turks have, 
indeed, a lordly, imperious air, which 
I fuppofe they acquire from the abjeft 
manner of the Greeks, who, being a 
conquered people, arc always fufpeded 
of rebellious intentions, and almoft ex- 
tirpated on the leaft appearance of an 
infurreftion ; which obliges them to 
crouch fo much to the conquerors, that 
they imagine all other Chriftians equally 
daftardly, and hold us in the fame light 
as we do the Jews — a mean, money- 
making, unbelieving fed 2 but I am con- 
vinced, that if we went more among 
them, we (hould hear of fewer infults. 
I was fo confident of this, that, without 
mentioning my intentions, I fet out; 
and, after walking round the Turkifli 
town, ftruck down through its very 
center, without meeting any interrup- 
tion, except from one man, who, point- 
ing at me, called out Bah! and two or 
three boys, who threw ftones, but who 
i^cre immediately called in by their 

father. 
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father. I doubt whether a foreigner, in 
a ftrange drefs, would pafs through Lon- 
don with fo little moleftation. 

Neverthelefs, like the Jews inEngland, 
there have been inftances here of the 
Chriftians being moft inhumanly mafla- 
cred ; but this has never happened except 
after fome fignal difafter to the Turks, 
to which they fuppofed they had con- 
tributed ; fuch as the deftru£tion of their 
fleet in the Chifeme, which they knew 
the Ruffians could not have effefted 
without the affiftance of other powers ; 
and the rabble make very little diftinc- 
tion of nations, confounding all Eu • 
ropeans together, under the appellation 
of Franks. 

The poor Greeks complain much of 
their cruelty and oppreffion ; but, in 
points of honour, our merchants tell me 
no people are more ftridt than the Turks. 
In other refpects, the reports which they 
M 4 give 
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dve of their laws and cuftomSf vary fo 
much, that it is impofCUe for a ftranger, 
as I am, and ignorant of the language of 
the country, to fend you a mpre perfect 
5>c?o\int,

X HE Emprcfs of Ruffia's late journey 
to the Crimea, and the confederacy 
formed there by her Majefty and the 
Erbperor of Germany, have given the 
laft ftroke to thofe reiterated provoca- 
tions which would, long ere this, have 
excited to arms a people lefs iraicible 
than, the Turks ; but, however inclined 
the nation at large might be to refent 
the infults of the Ruffians, and the fre- 
quent infringements of the Treaty of 
Cainardgie, yet their fiery fpirit was kept 
in awe by the pacific difpofition of the 
reigning Sultan. 

7 Abdoul 
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' Abdoul Hamet is a Prince of a humane 
and virtuous charafter ; and, although the 
peace of 1774 was forced upon his coun- 
try, he determined moft religioufly to ad-» 
here to the conditions which it impofed. 

At the time when this treaty was con- 
cluded, the Porte was in a moft deplora- 
ble ftate : to which it was in a great mea- 
fure reduced by the unprecedented fup- 
port which the Englilh afforded to the am- 
bitious views of the Court of Peterfburg, 
againft a nation with whom we were at 
peace. 

.The Spaniards wxre well incliaed to 
prevent the Ruffian fleet frotn entering 
the Mediterranean ; but /their objediions 
were quaflied at once by the interference 
of fo brilliant a Power as England : a 
Power whofe all-conquering force the 
Court of Spain had fo recently felt, in the 
repeated viftories of the immortal Char 
tham, which had obliged her to fupplicate 
peace at the feet of our glorious Sovereign. 

A George, 
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A George, and a Chatham, are names 
on which the patriot Englifliman could 
for ever dwell; but the fame of the po*^ 
litics of the one, and of the virtues of the 
other, is too exalted to be extended bjr 
a panegyric from my humble pen. To 
return, then, to the Turks; and to a 
time when, I am forry to fay it, our pre- 
judice in favour of Ruffia, made us adopt 
a line of condu£l in a high degree con- 
trary to our own intereft : The terror 
of the Englifti having compelled the Spa- 
niards to fufFer the Ruffians to enter the 
Mediterranean, our port at Mahon im- 
mediately received them with open arms. 
Here they were not only fupplied with 
every refrefhment, but our hofpitals, nay^ 
even our arfenals, were opened to them^ 
and every encouragement was given to 
our officers and feamen, to enter into 
their fervice. 

Thus fupplied and equipped, the 
Ruffian fleet failed for the Archipelago, 

and 
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and gave hattle to the Turks, Viftory 
(as may naturally befuppofed, from the 
fuperior abilities and nautical experience 
of Commodore Elphinftone and the Britifh 
officers) declared for the Ruflians, 

The Ottoman fleet retired to the Bay 
of Chifeme; and the Mofcovites, un-» 
accuflomed to naval exertions, were not 
difpofed to purfuo their advantage. It 
was with the utmoft difficulty that Com* 
modore Elphinftone could perfuade them 
to follow the enemy, and attack him in 
port : but at length, by threats and en-* 
treaties, having ftimulated them to this 
cnterprize, he led them to the Chifeme 
the enfuing night. The Turks, ^fto* 
ni(hed at the unexpected attack, were 
inftantly pauic-ftruck, and, without any 
Ihew of defence, abandoned an4 fet fire 
to their ihips. 

Thus did an Englifliman give a fatal 
blow to the Turkifh empirerj»-a blow 

from 
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from which I much doubt whether the 
Porte will ever recover. 

Commodore Elphinftone inftaiitljr 
pu(hed for the Dardanelles, and, by 
guarding the entrance of thofe flraits, 
cut off all communication by fea be? 
tween Conftantinople and the fouthern 
provinces. The capital was ftreightened 
for provifions ; Egypt revolted, and 
moft of the Greek iflands joined the 
Ruffians. 

Thefe were the iirft confequences of 
the' difafter at Chifeme ; and every day 
brought on others ftill more diftreffiug to 
the Perte. 

The Ruffian fleet, now un-oppofed, 
was enabled to attack eva"y part of the 
Turkiih coaft in the Adriatic, the Archi- 
pela'go, and the Mediterranean ; and, 
although the troops they had on board 
were but few, yet, from the facility with 

which 
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i^vlHch they were tranfported from place 
to place, the Turks were obliged to de-" 
tach a very large part of their grand army 
to oppofe their different attacks. 

But tliis was not all. Many of the 
foldiers employed to the north, were 
volunteers from the fouthern provinces, 
who, hearing that their own homes were 
attacked, deferted in large corps. Thefe 
defertions, and the detachments fent to 
the fouth, weakened and difcouraged 
the northern army fo much, that the 
Ruffian^ gained, repeated viftories, and 
at laft compelled the Porte to fue for 
peace. 

The Treaty of Cainardgie was highly 
.humiliating in itfelf, and was rendered 
ftill more fo Tjy the haughty manner of 
the Ruffians, which feemed entirely 
calculated to provoke the Turks to hofti- 
lities ; and in this they have at laft fuc- 
ceeded. 

Monfieur 
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Monfieur Bulgakow, the Ruffian En- 
voy, (who had been fent foii by the 
Emprefs, to affift at the conferencea be- 
tween her Majefty and the Emperor of 
Gernniany, and probably to give the 
Confederate Powers information of the 
difpofition of, and the meafures moft 
likely to be purfued by, the Porte,) had 
no fooner returned to Conftantinople, 
than the Turkifti Miniftry, convinced of 
the oppreffive and afpiring views of the 
Court of Peterfburgh, made the Envoy 
a formal reprefentation of the many caufes 
of complaint which his Court had given 
to the Porte* 

This reprefentation was followed by 
a fecond ; but the Envoy, in con- 
formity, I fuppofe, to the plan agreed 
upon at Cherfon, gave no fatisfaftion ; 
and the hoftile views of his Court be- 
coming every day more notorious, the 
Porte fummoned him to a conference 
on the 1 6th of Auguft, 1787, and there 

demanded 
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demanded a categorical explanation of the 

intentions of the Emprefs towards the 

Turks. 

M. Bulgakow^s anfwers appearing 
vague and imfatisfiaiftoryy the Divan de- 
termined to have recourfe to arms ; and, 
in conformity to the Turkifli cuftom on 
fuch occaficxis^ the Envoj, with part 
of his fuite and attendants, were fent to 
the Seven Towers, where, though ftate 
prifoners, they have every indulgence 
but liberty ; and fuch is the pacific 
difpofition of the Sultan, that he de- 
clares his only motive in going to war, 
is to inforce the conditions impofcd by 
the Treaty of Cainardgie— -a treaty, 
which, though the moft difadvantageous 
that the Turks ever figned, he declares 
himfelf ftiU ready to renew. 

The manifefto publilhed by the Porte, 
ftates, that ever fince the year I774> 
the Court of Rulfia has been conftantly 

infringing 
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infringing the Treiaty of Cainardgie, and 
difturbingthe harmony which that treaty 
Was intended to fecufe. That (he has 
even feized on the Crimea, and raifed up 
Prince Heraclius, who was an acknow- 
ledged vaffal of the Porte* That, not 
contented with endeavouring to drive the 
Oczakowiani from their own falt-pans^ 
and many other attackis, fhe proceeded 
fo far as to order her Envoy to make a 
demand of feveral dangerous and humi- 
liatiftg conceffions from the Porte, and 
to threaten, that in cafe of a refufal. 
Prince Potemkin, with 70,000 men, had 
orders to advance to the frontiers. That 
fince the PortecouH not, with any fafety, 
agree to thefe conditions^ (he was obliged 
to declare war; and fubmits her motives 
to the equity of her friends. 

; So vigorous a ftcp was not immediately 
cxpedcd by the Emprcfs ; and had the 
Turks been in any degree prepared for 
the hoftile meafures which they wdre 
• N compelled 
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compelled to adopt, the furprife in which 
they took the Ruffians, would probably 
have ^vcn then^ a decifiv6 advantage* 

The fad is, the Court of Peterlburgh 
did not expe£l; hoftilities to commence 
before the enfuing fpring; and the Turks 
never thought of them till M. Bqlgakow^s 
return from the Crimea. Th\is both 
parties were equally forprifcd. 

The feafon was too far advanced for 
the Grand Vizir to take the field. Thof(^ 
troops, however, that cenild be coUefted 
on the frontiers, immediately began to 
a£t; and in different recounters with 
the Ruffians, Iwve been generally vidlo- 
rious. 

No enterprize, however, of any mo- 
ment, has yet been undertaken by the 
Turks, except an attack upon Kiow 
bourn. 

•Thb 
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Thie fortfefe is fituated on the Ruffian 
ikk of the Liman, or mouth of the 
X^atepefr^ cxadly oppofite to Oczakow j 
arid, from its fituation^ is of the firft iiA* 
portance. The Porte therefore ordered 
aa immediate attempt to carry it by a 
coup-de-main. A detachment from 
Oczakow was accordingly landed in the 
night of the i ith of October, and car- 
ried all before them till they arrived at 
the very fcarp of the fort : but, by this 
time, the Ruffians had recovered their 
lurprife j and the Turks, from the nature 
of the enterprise, being unprepared to 
attempt a regular efcalade againft a gar«« 
rifon whojfe numbers they found were 
vefy little inferior to their own, wero 
obliged to retreat. - 

The lofs on each fide was nearly equal ; 
and on the part of the Ruffians, M. 
Souwarbw and M. Reck, two* generals* 
of note, were both fcverely wounded. 

N 2 The 
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The Court of Peterfburgh, however, 
has great reafoa to rejoice at this efcape; 
fmce, had Kimboum been carried, none 
of her vcflcls could have entered die 
JLiman till it was retaken : which event, 
probably, would not have happened in 
this year; and confequently, Ihould the 
Parte even choofe to a&: on the defend ve 
in the fpring, the Ruffians would ilill be 
obliged to begin the enfuing campaign 
with a fieg* iti thrir own country. 

Count Romanzow, with an army, has 
entered PoIi(hRuffia: but the fezfon was 
too far advanced for him to attempt any 
active operations. 1 have not heard any 
thing eUe of importance on the land fide; 
but in the naval line, fortune has flruck 
a capital blow in favor of the Turks. 

The little fleets which the Emprefs, 
with great difficulty, had collefted on the 
Black Sea, has bcenentirely difperfed and 
difmafted.; and a liae of battle fliip, of 

fixty- 
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fixty-four guns, commanded by Captain 
Teafilale, td avoid being wrecked, was 
obliged to pu(h for Conftantiriople, and 
give herfelf up to the Turks. 

As Ihe is very little damaged, (he will 
fail in the fpring, under 'the banners o^ 
the Porte. The Ruffians were before 
very inferior to the Turks on the Black 
Sea J and th6 lofs of this fhip making 
a difference of two in favor of their 
enemies, renders their inequality ftiU 
more "defperate. • 

The Turks having no idea of prifoners 
on paitole, the Captain of the Ruffian fhip 
is fent to affiiciate with the Envoy in the 
Caflle of the Seven Towers. The reft 
of the fhip-s company are difpoled of in 
thei Bagnio. ' ^ 

Notwithflanding our impolitic ill ufage, 

fo fatal' to the Turks during the kifl 

Ru^ian war, I think we are rfie'favorite 

N 3 nation 
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oatkm wkh fu$h 9f thism ts af at aU 
acquainted wkh the diffi^eat poivers of 
Europe: I fay, impolitic ill uTage. be* 
caufe, depend upon it, the very eicteniive 
Empire of Turkey will never be in 
hands fo beneficial to England, as while 
il remains in thofe of its pre&nt pof- 
fefibrs. 

The Turks, happily for U9, tre not a 
commercial people, notwithAanding their 
Empire has , every advantage tq induce 
them to become fo. We caninot do with- 
out thofe valuable articles which their foil 
producer 9lPS9ft iponta^eoudy; and the 
Turk, like the «fy poffoflbr of. a very 
Bch mine, ailo^f&us to enrich ourfelves 
at our pleafwe^. Three per cent, duty 
equally on all oyporta and «D^rts, is, 
with little exception, their only rei^fi^^n 
to Europeans engaged in their trade* 
« • • \ • .• « 

WouM the Smprefs be eqwdbf mo- 
derate, if in po0effion of this fertile re- 
gion? 
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gion ? Believe me, ihe^vsrould joot. As 
feveral of our manufafiures could not be 
carried ^joa without her produdious, ihe 
would only give them on her own ternas ; 
perhaps, only in her own bottoms. All 
her politics would be directed to increafe. 
her trade and fhiptHng, and cpnfequently 
her naval force ; and, thus inclined, with, 
fuch a coufitry, ihe would foon. rife to a 
maritime power much beyond what the 
world has ever experienced. We have 
only to look to Tyre, to Rhodes, and to. 
many other places, fcarcely bigger . than 
fjpecks on the map of Turkey, to cpnceiye. 
what a force might arife from thijS; im* 
menTe,. this all producing Empire. 

In its prefent ftate, Turkey, as I haye 
already hinted, may be compared to a. 
rich mine, to which the induftrious, from 
every nation, have fre^ accefs. In the 
hands pf the Empref?^ it WQuld be like 
the barbed treafure of an ambitious Lord, 
never to be opeaed except to be increafed* 
N 4 " I^ 
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In faying thi$» I do not mean to refte€b 
on her Imperial Majefty ; fince, I fancy, 
every European power, in a fimilar fitu- 
ation, would a& the fame part. I only 
defire to evince that England will never 
derive fuch advantages from Turkey, as 
while it remains in the hands of the 
Ottomans; and, confcqucntly, that it is 
our intereft, as well as that of every other 
nation which does not expefl: a Ihare in 
the partition of the Turkifli Empire, to 
break the confederacy between the Em- 
prcfs pf Ruffia and the Emperor of Ger- 
ihanyi and check the progrefs of the two 
linperial Courts, I mention the Empe- 
ror, becaufe, though he has not yet de- 
clared war, it is very well known that he 
is bound, both by treaty and inclination! 
to iffrd the Ruffians, 

The French Court very wifely, in the 
laft war, fupported the Porte; but from 
the indifference with which fhe now 
beholds the threatened ruin of a power 

with 
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With whorb fhe trades to fo much ad« 
vantage, a rumour gains ground that ihe 
has been brought over to the ambitious 
views of the Imperial Courts, by the 
promife, that, Ihould their defigns fuc-; 
ceed, Egypt and the Ifland of Candia 
ihall be given to France, , - : 

Should this ever happen, England may 
bid adieu to the trade of' the Levant; 
and, in a fliort time, by the eafy com- 
mtmicatibn which the French will efta- 
bli'lh with the Eaft-Indies, By the way of 
the Ifthmus of Suez, they will give a 
fatal blow to our India trade alfo. 

To prevent thefe^ fchemes from fuc- 
ceeding, our fifft objefl: is to counte- 
nance the Spaniards iii oppofing the en- 
trance of the Ruffian fleet into ' the 
M«[Ut^^anean j fince, if the Turks: can; 
bring their whole force to aft towards 
the north, I do not think, now that 
their fteet has- fuch a decided fuperiority 

oa 
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on the Black Sea, that they have much 
to fear in the prefent ftate of Europe. 
The King of Sweden , were he counte- 
nanced, is well diipoied to take an open 
part in their favour; anid this counte- 
nance the King of Pruffia will;Undoubt-i> 
cdly afford him. . 

As to Europe having any thing to 
dread from the Turks extend^ig their 
conqueft^ the idea is abfurd. Their 
Empire is already larger than they well 
can keep in order ; and, fronx the nature 
q£ their government, the more they 
extend it, the more will it be weak- 
enedr Their army may make irrup- 
tions, but muft foon return to its proper 
bounds. 

They do not, like the Roitian?^ incor- 
porate the vanquished with the -conque- 
rors, fo as, in time, to becpm^ otie peo- 
ple, and to increafe in numbers a;s they 
bcrcafe in territory. On the contrary, 

the 
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the farther the Turk Advances in Europe^ 
the more he augments the number of his 
rebellious. fub^e£fcs ; and^ by dtfpi&r{ing> 
he weakens his^^ dwpV ' r. ]

Conftantinople excluded, the Grand 

Signior's fubj«£ks in. Europe are cdm* 

puted' at eight Greeks, to one Turk.

If we cohfider * this ftriking ^eipclim- 
fblnce, and the fuccefs of the Ruffians 
in the laft war; it may We imagined^ 
that, on th6*Emp€r(Ji?'s taking the field, 
the Turks will very fbon be driven! dut 
of Europe ; and of this our fadories in the 
Levant are in the higheft apprehenfion : 
but we muft at the fame time recoUeft, 
that 
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that it was England who gave force to 
Ruflia, in the manner wiuch I before 
related, and that this forcq, if it does not 
now oppofc her, will, at leaft, not oper- 
ate in her favor. 

MonfieurSt. Felix; arrived here lately 
with a iquadron of frigates and (loops, 
eight in jiunxber. The Governor inime* 
diatdy fent. to the French Conful to 
know the nieaning of ic} many men of 
war coming to this port. M, Amoreux 
anfwered, that they only came in for re- 
fr<tihments« Whether it wjas in conie- 
quence of this meflage, I cannot take 
upon me to affirm, but the majority of 
the French fquadron put to fea in the 
courfe of the two following, days. This, 
I thinkf qonfirms the idea that a jealoufy 
of France exifts in the minds of, the 
_T»rks. 
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LETTER XVIL 



To gain fome little knowledge of the 
interior parts of the country, and, at the 
fame time, to pay a compliment to St. 
Paul, we took a journey by land to 
Ephefus : the inhabitants of which city, 
you may remember, were honoured with 
an EpifUe from him, and with having 
his fon Timothy for a Biihop. It is 
barely forty miles from Smyrna; but the 
Turks never going beyond a foot pace in 
travelling, we made it a journey of two 
days. We had fix horfes for ourfelvcs, 
and as many for our guides, janizary, 
and fervants. We were obliged to 

carry 
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carry all our provifions with us, even 
bread. Water we found in abundance ; 
and fuch is the attention of the Turks to 
this valuable article of life, that we came 
to feveral excellent fountains when there 
was nothing like an habitation to be feen. 
The greater part of the road is execrably 
bad ; and the country, though in general 
fertile, is too thinly peopled to be much 
cultivated. 

The few inhabitants whom we faw in 
the fecond day's journey were wretch* 
edly poor. You recoUeil that this isthe 
freezing month of January, and.that the 
winter here, though (hort, is, for a few 
weeks, much more fevere thaa one would 
cxped in fo foutheni a latitude. 

Our road led u& by a fountain, wliere, 
in this cold weather, fome women were 
waihbg. None of them were com- 
pletely clothed ; and one poor girl had, 
fo£ her only coverings 3 piece of an old 

blanket. 
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blanket, with two hoks torn in the up- 
per end of it, through which, inftead of 
fleeves, fhe put her arms. It was too 
fmall to cover her cheft, too fhort to 
reach below her waift ; and it was with^ 
difficulty that, by holding the lower 
corners in her two hands, ihe made them 
meet. 

A youug female, in an attire fo little 
adapted to the tendernefs of her fex, and 
to the inclemency of the feafon, moved 
one's very foul. I do not know that 
I touched the reins, and yet my horfe 
ftopt with his head towards her. My 
eye involuntarily fixed itfelf upon her ; 
and, to the lateft moment of my life, 
I (hall never forget her figure. She is 
above the middle fize, and her limbs did 
not ieem formed for fo expoied a fi^ua-^ 
tion. The fun had tanned her face ; but 
her Ikin was fmooth, and naturally deli- 
cate, and her features were of that mould, 
that, had flie been born to a more happy 
5 lot, 
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ioty (he might have been reckoned apSN 
fed beauty* 

It was irtipoffible Co behold fuch atl 
objed: without emotion* My horfc now 
advanced to her feet, and my friend ap- 
proached her at the fame moment. Each 
fcarched his pockets, and prefented th« 
Kttle filver they contained. No hand 
could be fpared to receive it* In our 
anxiety to relieve her diftrefs, we had fdr* 
gotten the trial to which we had expofed 
her modefty. The blufliing maid flood 
motionlefs ; but^ encouraged by the fym* 
pzthy and charity marked in our ap- 
proach, Ihe ventured to raife her head.'— 
Her eyes were turned towards us. — The 
tear of gratitude was fwelling in them.— * 
She gave but one glance. — Her face was 
inftantly reverted to the ground, — She 
could not fpeak* 

Such unexpefted modefty, in fo ex- 
pofed a fituation, filled me with aftonifli- 

ment 
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tnent and veneration. . How much did I 
Wifli to take her in my arms, and, by 
a kifs of afFeftion, to exprefs the fympa* 
thy I bore in her diftrefs. How did I 
•execrate the parfimony that had prevent^ 
ed my having about me all the money 
which I poffefled. — How earneftly did I 
wifli to remove her to a more fheltered 
fate, where her beauty and her modcfty 
might be better known and admired. 

Led away by thefe inclinations, I was 
preparing to alight. The timid virgin 
dreVir back. By figns of refpeft, (he 
again raifed her eyes. Charity was fo 
forcibly petitioning in thetn, that the 
money which her figure at firft fight 
drew from my pocket, now dropt at Hex 
feet. The reins fell from my hand. My 
horfe inclined to the road. I would 
with joy have turned him back ; but I 
recollected my. inability to relieve her.— 
I am only a Soldier of Fortune, and 
fubfifl: but by the bounty of my Sove- 
O reign: 
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teign : a bounty which, though much 
fuperior to what my humble fcrvices 
entitle me to exped, is, alas ! too in- 
fufficient to fupport the appearance re^ 
quired from an Officer, and often com- 
pels the military Philantrophe to fuppref$ 
tvery charitable emotion. 

The road being but little frequented^ 
the caravanfera, or public inn, at which 
we flopped, on the firft night of our 
journey, was nothing but a large hovel, 
one end of which was appropriated to tra* 
vellers, and the other, without any parti- 
tion, to their cattle : but w^ were fortu- 
nate enough to be acc(Miimodated with a 
Greek hut, where, with the afiiftance Cf£ 
a good fire^ we paifed a tolembk night. 

At Ephefbs^ we weife toot fo lucky. 
We were obliged to ilet^) promifcuouily 
among the Turks, one or other of whom 
was fmoking all night long. I obferwd 
that they eat very littk> but that, after 

every 
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c^^cry nap, they took a pipe,- and a fip 
of coffefet I fajr^ a fip; for the Turkifh 
cups arc fcarccly bigger than a walnut 
ihell; but of thefe they drink an amazing 
number, and their coffee is always ex- 
ceedingly ftrongfc 

We were heartily rejoiced when wc 
returned to our old Greek hut on the 
roadi but, to our great difappointment, 
we found it poffcffed by a Turk. Luckily^ 
he exprefied a great defire to tafte our 
beer; and we feezed this opportunity to 
get rid of him> by defiring our janizary 
to invite him to partake of a bottle of it 
at the taravanfera. A jahizary^s invita- 
tion is only a civil command; but wl> 
did not chufe to make ufe of his 
iauthority until we could give the Turk a 
fatisfadory compenfatbn. Mahomet for- 
bade the ufe of wine ; but his followers 
do not conceive themfelves to be pro- 
hibited the ufe of other fermented liquofs. 
In general, they are very food of porter 
O a and 
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and beer of all kinds, drinking as much 
of it as they can get ; and feme of them, 
indeed, arc not very fcrupulous about 
wine. 

After the Turk was gone, not dream- 
ing of the danger that was hanging over 
us, we flept vQty comfortably for fbme 
hours ; but, before day-light, we were 
roufed by flakes of fire falling upon our 
bodies from the roof. No water being 
at hand, the whole hut was foon in a 
blaze, and, in a few minutes, was burned 
to the ground. 

This unlucky accident was occafioned 
by our own fire, which heated the mud 
flue that ferved as a chimney, tp fuch a 
degree, that it communicated to the 
thatched roof, which was half burned 
through before we awoke. Very for- 
tunately, none of us. had taken off our 
clothes ; for we carried no bedding, and 
nothing of the kind was to be got. 

The 
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The Turks in the caravanfera re.- 
mained quiet fpeftators of this . cata- 
ftrophe. At the moment when we 
found that all our efforts to extinguiih 
the flames were inefFe<9:ual, my eye, 
turning towards the Mufliilmen, found 
them fmoking, and feemingly quite un- 
concernedr 

Determined not to be outdofte hy 
them in coolnefs, I feated myfelf in the 
middle of them ; and, bejng provided 
with the materials, inftantly began 
ihaving myfelf, to their no fmall aftor 
nifliment, and the equal delight .of the 
boys of pur party, who have turned 
this anecdote into a pleafant ftory, 
which is my only reafoa for mention- 
ing it. 

You of courfe recoUefl: that the Tem- 
ple of Diana at Ephefus, which was one 
of the wonders of the world, was dcr 
O 3 ftroye4 
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ilroyed on th^ vety day that Alexander 
wts boftif by t facrikgioui 
* wretch, to render himfelf re* 
membered by pofterky. We found 
many ruins; and, among the reft, a ill* 
perbpile quite overturned: which, wc 
concluded, was the remains of this cele- 
brated temple. The colunms were all 
broken. The moft entire piece was 
forty-twd feet in length, and eighteen 
in circumference. This and the reft of 
ihe columns, were all hewn out of (ingle 
Uocks of marUe ; but notwithftandUng 
the immenfe fize and value of thefe ma- 
terials, feveral antiquaries will not allow 
them to have belonged to the real Temple 
of Diana. 

It is not my purpofe to difpute with 
thefe learned gentlemen, I fliall only 
obferve that none of them have mad^ 
^e .columns bf this Temple more thaa 
fixty feethigh^ 

According 
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According to Palladio*$ meafurement 
of the pillars to the portico of the celc- 
brated Rotunda at Rome, which has 
univerfally been accepted as a proper 
ftandard, the height of the Corinthian 
column is twenty modules* 

A circun^erence of eighteen feet gives 
a module of three feet, and in common 
arithmetic, twenty of thefe give fixty* 
On thefe proportions then, the fragment 
which I mention, formed a column of the 
exa£t height, handed down to us of thofe 
of the Temple of Diana. 

But people who wiih to diminiih the 
confequence of the pile I am mention- 
ing, may fay that PalladOio's proportions 
are liable to exceptions ; which I will 
readily admit, in order that I may aik. 
Whether it is poflible, by any proportions, 
to make a column lefs than fixty feet high, 
pf a bafe and capital, in addition to a 
P ^ fliaft^ 
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fliaft, a fragment of which is forty- two 
feet in length ? 

If either of the pofitions which I take 
up, be admitted, thofe antiquaries who 
will not allow this magnificent pile of 
ruins to have belonged to the Temple of 
Plana, muft at leaft confefs, that thefe 
fuperb fragments muft have formed an 
edifice equal to it, both in fige ^d 
grandeur.' 

We ^fo faw the remains of St. John's 
Church, now converted into a Turki/h 
Mofque. Part of the aquedud, and 
inany other veftiges of the once noble 
city of Ephefus, are ftill to be fcen: 
but, in lieu of the Bleffed Virgin, St. 
Paul, St. John, Kings, Princes, and He- 
roes, who rendered it fo famous, both 
in facred and profane hiftory, its inha- 
bitants are now reduced to a few mifer- 
^bk peafants. 
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We met no fort of interruption on the 
road, notwithftanding this is a time 
when the Government, naturally weak, 
is obliged to fuffer a kind of licentiouf- 
nefs, in order to keep the rabble in 
good humour, and to complete the new 
levies. 

Never was there a more popular war 
than the prefent. The Turks, from 
every part of this immenfe Empire, are 
preparing to join the grand army. The 
fufpicions againft the Emperor of Ger- 
many increafe every day ; but from the 
zeal and fpirit with which every Muflul-- 
iman enters into the caufe, one is almoft 
led to imagine, that the Ottomans will 
make a tolerable ftand againft the power-^ 
ful enemies by which they will be at- 
tacked. 

It k fortunate for the Porte, that, at 
this crifis, herMinifters are avowedly the 
beft that evbr governed Turkey^ The 

Grand 
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Graftd Vizir is joung and vigorous, and 
t pupil of the cdebrated Haffim, now 
Captain Bafliaw, or Lord High Admiral, 
who is juft returned from Egypt crown- 
ed wieh viftory. He had been fcnt 
Aere with the fleet, and an army alfo 
under his command, to fubdue the rebel 
Bejs, in which, notwithftanding the 
Intrigues of the Ruffians, he happily 
fucceeded ; and, by additional proofs of 
courage and addrefs, he has added frefK 
laurels to his former wreath. 

The Vice-Admiral, who commanded 
at Ccxiftantinc^le in hb abfenee, was 
fent to deftroy fix Ruffian men of war ; 
which, being difmafted in the ftorm that 
had obliged Captain Teafdale to give 
himfelf up to the Turks, had anchored 
on the coaft of the Black Sea, and feem- 
ed to promife an eafy conqueft : but, to 
the great difappointment of the /Porte, 
they had time to refit and get oflf; and 
as theif efcaping was f^d to be owing 

to 
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to want of exertion in the Turkilh Vice^ 
Admiral, he was baniflied immediately 
after his return to Conflantinople, an4 
afterwards brought back and beheaded. 

The Captain Bafliaw is equipping the 
fleet with all poffible difpatch, and will 
fail early in the fpfing, with a force 
that will compel the Ruffian fquadron 
Dti the Black Sea to a£t on the defenfive, 
^nlefs their fleet from the Baltic is per- 
mitted to enter the Mediterranean, and 
make a diverfion to the fouthward : but 
as this would be entirely depriving the 
Porte of every profped of oppofing, 
with any fuccefs, the machinations o( 
her enemies, England certainly can never 
permit fo decifive a ftep to be taken 
itt favor of the ambitious, aritd to us^ 
deftruftiv* views of the two Imperial 
Courts. 

The Reifi EfFendi, or Principal Secre- 
tary of State, is faid to poflefs fmificient 

abilities 
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abHities to fill that office in any country 
in Europe. The following anecdote of 
him will give you an idea of his opi- 
nion of France and England, The fpi- 
rited conduft of our Court during the late 
difturbances in Holland, refledts the great- 
eft honor on the King and his Minifters j 
and it is faid, that Sir Robert Ainflie, our 
Ambailador at tlje Porte, with his ufual 
patriotic attention to the honor and inte- 
reft of his country, drew up a (hort nar- 
rative of that important bufinefs, and de- 
livered it to the Porte. 

At an audience afterwards given to Sir 
Robert, the Turkifli Miniftry congratu- 
lated his Excellency on the diftinguifhed 
fuccefs of his Court ; and the Reis Ef- 
fcndi, I am told, made thefe obfervations, 
*' You have adled with all your ufual 
** courage — but with more than your . 
** ufual wifdom. You have carried your 
^' point without bloodfhed, and have left 
f ^ the French to fight among themf^lves/' 

The 
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The laft fentence occafioned fomc fur- 
prife ; but by what I learn from the 
French officers who are juft arrived, a 
violent convulfion in France is not far 
diftant; and the Reis EfFendi bids fair 
to prove by it, his profound knowledge 
of the interior ftate of that kingdom, — 
a knowledge which Turkifh Minifters are 
not generally expected to poffefs, at leaft 
of nations that are not their immediate 
neighbours. 

An a^rmy of obfervation is forming 
on the Banks of the Danube, to watch 
the motions of the Germans, whofe 
hoftile declaration is hourly expefted. 
The Baron de Herbert has given himfelf 
great airs in the Divan, and threatened 
vengeance on the Porte, for daring to 
attack the ally^of the Emperor, his 
mafter. The Turks treated thefe threats 
with the contempt which fuch imper- 
tinence deferved ; but at the fame time, 
with great gravity and wifdom, they in- 
formed 
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formed the Baron, that they were aware 
of the power of the Emperor, and would 
be (orry to fee it exerted againfl: them ; 
but ftill that, trufting to the equity of 
Europe, they were determined to rifle 
this unequal conflict, rather thiui fubmit 
to thofe indeffant encroachments, which^ 
by daily weakening the Porte, and in- 
creafing the power of the two Imperial 
Courts, muft end, if unoppofed^ in the 
total fubverfion of the Ottoman Empire. 

The Emperor feems convinced that 
threats will not avail ; and, even at this 
late feafon, daily accounts arrive of the 
march of his troops . towards the fron-* 
tiers* 

Conftant ikirmifhgs are happening be- 
tween the Turks and the Ruffians on the 
borders of the Crimea ; and, finee my 
laft letter, the Porte have received in- 
formation of the capture of twelve hun- 
dred Ru0ans, and of the Ifland of Taman^ 

being 
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being taken by the Tartars df Kubm. 
The pofleiTion of this ifland i$ of gfeat 
confeqtsence to tbe Torks, (knoc it fiarras 
the eaft fide vf the ftraits of WofpMr 
Zaixichy which conne^l: the Bkck So, 
with the fea of Azof. 

To tjalance this {uccefs, the French^ 
and other enemies of the < Porte, give 
out that a General Sekell, with a corps 
of Ruffians, has routed a detachment of 
thefe fame Tartars, in the vicinity of 
Mount Caucafus. The feafon, however, 
is too far advanced for any thing decifive 
to be done. 

In April, the Grand Vizir will take 
the field in earneft; but, in the mean 
while, the Mofcovite troops are gathering 
towards Turkey, on the ban^s of the 
Dnieper, the Bog, and the Dniefter ; 
and if the Emperor engages the attention 
of the Ottoman grand army, the Ruffian 
Generals will begin the enfuing campaign 
6 with

with the fiege of Oczakow, and the in*. 
yafion of Moldavia* Prince Potemkin 
will dircd the former. Count Romanzow 
the latter ; and unlefs fome other power 
interferes, it is not difficult to forefee, 
that the Imperial courts will foon accom- 
plifli all their ambitious fchemes againfl 
this brave but unenlightened people*

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LETTER XVIII. 



We took leave of our Smyrna friends 
on the 1 9th of January ; and, having 
pafled Scio, Lefbos, and Ipfera, were off 
Scyros on the 21ft. We wiflied to vifit 
this ifland, becaufe it contains the tomb 
of Thefeus, who killed the monfter of 
Crete, and carried off the beauteous 
Ariadne ; but the wind not permitting us 
to fetch it, we continued our courfe by 
Negropont, Longa, and the Promontory 
of Sunium : but, the next morning, the 
wind blew fo ftrong againft us, that find- 
ing it in vain to oppofe it, we croffed the. 
. P - Sinus 
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Sinus Sifonicus^ and scnchoiTed aftioh^ 
the little Hlands of Idra* The weather 
continued bad for three days i it drove all 
the wild fowl to the fhore, and afforded 
us excellent fhooting, which c'ompenfated 
Gtir delay# 

On the ifth, we aga^in got under way j 
w^if the day after, entered the Pyraeus, 
the port of this celebrated tity. What 
emotion muft one feel on entering the 

ruin» of a Gfapital, which^ from 
^\fi^^ a frnall village, firft formed 

into a regular government by 
Cecfopsy became fo flouri(hing, and fo 
populous a (b^e, that its citizens alone^ 
in the famous battle of Marathon, deli^- 
vered all Greece from the yoke of the 
Pqriiaas! 

Xerxes was fo little difcouiraged by the 
misfortunes of his father, that the mo« 
mcnt he afcended his throne, he deter-^ 
mined to make a feecmd attempt. His 

«my 
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army h faid to have exceeded a million 
bf men ; and the number of his fleet 
Was in proportion to the multitude of his 
troops. On his entering Upper Greece, 
khofl of the ftated^ intimidated by the im- 
menfity of his armament, fubmitted to 
fehe eneitiy. 

l^he PfelopbiiilelianSj having the ad- 
vantage of inhabiting a country al- 
knofl an ifland^ and only aflailable at 
ihe narrow Ifthmus of Corinth, de- 
termined to defend themfelves. The- 
tniftociles infufed the fame fpirit into 
the Athenians, and promoted the recall 
of his rival, Ariftides. Their allies, 
thinking it in vain to oppofe the Perfians 
Ibeyond the Peloponnefus, wifhed all 
their forces to retire within the Ifthmus : 
but tile Athenians, encouraged by their 
former victory, bravely refolved once 
more to become the champions of Greece, 
and oppofe the enemy before he entered 
Attica. 

P 2 Having 
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Having brought the allies into this- 
rtfolution, a detachment under Leoni- 
das, King of Sparta, took poffeffion of 
the pafs of Thermopylae, and for fome 
time fupported themfelves againft all the 
efforts of Xerxes, and his innumerable 
hoft: but a fecret path being treacher- 
oufly difcovered to the enemy, Leonidas 
was furprifed, in the morning, by feeing 
the Perfians in poffeffion of the heights 
above him. 

Xerxes had now gained a decifiye 
advantage; but the laws of Sparta not 
permitting its citizens to retreat, Leo- 
nidas fent back all his detachment, ex- 
cept three hundred, who were natives 
of that city. With thefe he devoted 

himfelf to the fervice of his 
A« A. C. 
aBo. * country, and falling upon the 

invaders, made a prodigious 
(laughter among them ; but frefh num- 
bers continually fupplying the place of 
the flain, this great and gallant Prince 

was

was at laft overpowered, and died with 
his heroic a'flbciates, in the midft of 
thoufands of their enemies. 

In this jundurc, the Athenians con- 
fulted the Oracle, and were defired to 
truft to their wooden walls. Themis 
ftocles perfuaded all thofe who were ca- 
pable of bearing arms to embark in the 
fleet ; the women ' and children were 
removed; and the town, abandoned to 
the enemy, fell a prey to the barba- 
rians. . . -* , 

The fleet was aflembled in the ftraits, 
within the Ifland of Salamis. Xerxes^ 
who already talkdd of nothing but of 
extirpating the Greeks, by feizing their 
fliips, flattered himfelf that he had now 
an opportunity of deftroying them all 
at one blow. He therefore raflily at- 
tacked them in this naf row pafs ; but 
he foon found the fuperiority of the 
Grecian Admirals, who, by the excel- 
P 3 lence 
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lence of their difpoiition, brought ^ 
much greater nufnber of (hips into a£tioa 
than the Per(ian$ could oppofe at one 
time. Their van w^ of courfe defeated, 
which threw a general panick into the 
barbarjans; and the battle ended in a coniT 
plete vidory on the fide of the Greeks. 

'The Periian King, who beheld the 
battle of Salamis from a neighbouring 
height, Ending himfelf unable to fupt 
port hi^ immenfe army^ after the lofs 
of his fleet, retreated with the utmoft 
precipitation j but before he quitted 
preece, he gave Mardonius the com- 
piand of a l^rge 4ptachment, to fecure 
part of his conqu^ftg: but thefe beipg, 
jTom? naonths afterwards, entirely de- 
feated by Paufaijias and Ariftides at 
]Plat«a, p4 ^^ft 9^ ^^^ troops, which the 
King carried with him, having periftied 
in the retreat, the Grfci^s purfue^ him 

info Afia. 

♦ *, ' ' . . « 

Athens 
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Atheos now rofe, by rapid ftridcs, to 
Jts higheft luftre. Themiftocles aug- 
jmented the navy, r^uilt the city, for^ 
tified the Pyr^us, and joined it to the 
town, which is four miles diftant, bjr 
a ftrong fortified w^l. His grand obn- 
]e& was to throw the whole power of 
Greece into the hands of the Athenians ; 
but the fteps by which he propofed to 
attain this end, ^yere fo much difapproved, 
fhat he was bauifhed. Accufed afteff^ 
, wards of being concerned in the con^ 
piracy of PaUfania?, the Lacedemonian 
Admiral, for delivering Greece into the 
hands of the Perfiang, he was obliged 
to fly hi« coiantryj and being purfued 
fronj place tp place, although innocent 
of the charge preferred agaiiift him, he 
-was at l^ft cpmpelled to take refuge ^t 
fhe Cour^ of Perfia, 

There hj5 was ttipft hofpitably enters 
|:ained for feyeral years ; but, in the fuCr 
ceediijg \yar§, the King rccjuiring hinj 
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to lead an army againft the Grecians, 
he fufFered the greateft diftrefs in the 
conteft between gratitude and patriot- 
ifm ; apd neither of thefe virtues being 
^ble to overcome the other, be ended 
the confli<3; by putting a period to his 
exiftence. On his being banilhed, Ari- 
ftides fucceeded him in the 
* * charge of the revenues, and 
Cimon in the command of the 
forces. The glorious exploits of this 
young hero ajmoft eclipfed even thbfe 
of Miltiades, his father. He gained 
feveral great victories over the Perfians, 
by fea and land, and beautified the city 
with the fpoils of the enemy. 

Ariftides dying, Pericles fucceeded 
him, and became the rival of Cimon, 
who was baniihed on a fufpi- 
' ' ' ^^^^ ^^ favouring the Lacede- 
monians, but recalled, five 
years afterwards. He fettled, for a time, 
the differences between the fiva} piti§s, 

and 
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and led them once more againft the 
common enemy ; and having ended a 
war of fifty-one years, by an honorable 
peace with the Perfians, he died on the 
eve of returning to Athens. He was 
fucceeded by Thucydides, his brother- 
in-law, but who was foon banifhed by 
Pericles, who now exercifed alone the 
ibvereign authority. 

This illuftrious patriot was equally at- 
tentive to the prolperity, and to the 
beauty, of the city. With one hand, he 
enriched her with the wealth of every 
nation ; with the other, he adorned her 
with the works of the moft celebrated 
matters. Phidias, the famous fculptor, 
flourifhed in his adminiftration ; and to 
him we are indebted for the magnificent 
Temple of Minerva. 

But neither the refined genius, nor the 
political abilities, of Pericleis, could exempt 
bis country from the envy that profperity 

generally 
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ihe had attained, and the haughtinef$ 
which it occafioncd, drew upon her the 
complaints of many of the Powers of 
Greece; and particularly of all thofe 
within the Pelop^nnefus, Animated by 
Pericles, Athens, although averfc fo 
hoflile meafures, was refolved not to fubr 
pit to the attacks of the JLacedemonians : 

but, confcious of her refources. 
* ' p determined to fupport her digr 

nity; and thus, undaunted by 
fuperior force, fhe fuftained herfelf for 
twenty-feyen years, againfl: th? united 
(efforts of all her enemies, in t)ie famous 
Peloponnefian war. 

Pericles died at the clofe of the fourth 
pampaign ; but the war was continue4 
yntil the end of the tenth, when a truce 
was concluded, on terms very advan- 
tageous to Athens : but the ambition 
of Alcibiades, who now began to be 
diftinguifhed at Athens, foon brought oii 

a renewal 
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la renewal of hoftilities. He oppofed 
JsFicias on every occafipn^ and, contrary 
to the advice of that excellent General^ 
perfuaded the Athenians to fend a con- 
iiderable part of their forces into Sicily, 
himfelf embarking on that expedition: 
but, being foon recalled, he fled to Sparta, 
where he joined the eijemy, and became 
the fcourge of M^^^t l^ ^^ mean 
while, Syracufe was reduced tp great 

ftraights ; but, a reinforcement 
' *. * arriving frpm Pelpponnefus, the 

Athenians were entirely de^ 
feated ; and Nicias, their General, was 
moft inhumanly put to 4eath. 

Thi« blow difpirited the Athenians fb 
much, that Alcibiades, cpmpafSonating 
their diftrefs, returned to his duty. At 
firft, he was furprifingly fuccefsful ; but 
the fleet fufFering a defeat while he was 
abfent on an expedition, he was deprived 
of the command, for having left it in 
ufjiworthy hai^ds. 

The 
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The Athenians had foon reafon to re* 
pent this aft ; for, notwithftanding their 
fleet gained a confiderable advantage 
under Conon, it was afterwards attacked 
by furprife in the Hellefpont, and en- 
tirely deftroycd. Lyfander, who 
404. * gained this celebrated viftory , 
after fubduing all the maritime 
places in: his rout, - arrived at Athens, 
and obliged her. to furrender. 
j ■ . * 

The city now.fufFered all the horrors of 
the moft cruel tyranny and oppreffion : but 
theLacedemonians, exulting in their prof- 
perity, as the Athenians had done before, 
raifed up a confederacy againft them ; by 
which, after ten years' flavery, Athens 
thoroughly recovered her liberty, and re^^ 
gained her former confequence ; and, 
although Thebes, under Epaminbndas, 
feemed for a time to rival her, (he main- 
tained her fuperiority over the reft of 
A. A, c. Greece, until Philip of Mace- 
337- don, having defeated the Gre- 
7 cians 
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ciatis in the battle of Chaeronea, obliged, 
them to nominate him Commander in 
Chief of their forces. 

Dcmofthenes had long obferved the 
ftep^ by which this Monarch aimed at 
the fubjeftion of Greece, and endea- 
voured, in his celebrated orations, to 
roufe the fpirit of his countrymen ;. but 
he did not fucceed until it was too 
late. 

Philip left his authority to his fon 
Alexander, the Conqueror, during whofe 
abfence in Perfia, the Athenians at- 
tempted to regain their liberties, but 
were foon fupprefled by his General An- 
tipater. On the death of Alexander, 
Athens again revolted, and at firft ob- 
tained fome confiderable advantages; 
but Antipater, being reinforced, put 
an end to her triumphs, and 

A. A. C. .... 

' ' * caufed her principal citizens 
to be put to death. Dcmoft- 
henes 
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hemes fled; but, being detected int )\H 
retreat, he poifoned himielf; 

From this time, Athens was almofl 
conftantly kept in- fubjcftion by one or 
Other oPthe fucccffors of Aleiander, until 
afedut two hundred years before Chrift^ 
when, being attacked by Philip IlL of 
Macedonj the Atheiiians coiiiplained ta 
the Romans, who had lately concluded a 
peace with that Monatch^ biit who now 
again declared war againft him ; and being , 
joined by fevtral of the Greek States^ 
Philip was foon overcome. Thei 

A A C 

* iq5. oiAy ufe which the Romans 
made of their coiiqueft^ was tor 
fliew their magnariimity^ by feiloring 
liberty to all the cities of Greece.* 

tn the war between Rotiie sbd Ah« 
tiochus, Greece was at firft a principal 
fcene of action. In this, the Romans 
were again fuccefsful, arid confirmed 
their former generofity: but at lafl^ 
3 finding 
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liading the different States conftantly at 
variance, and one or other of them 

ever imploring the affiftance of 
14.6. Ronie^ they put an end fo their 

difputes, by forming them into a 
Roman province. They had previoufty* 
defeated and taken Perfeus, the laft 
King of Macedonia ; after which^ it only 
remained to difpel the Achaean League^ 
which had been fo famous under Phi- 
lopoemen. 

In the war bet-ween Mithridates and 

the Romans, the former got pofleffion 

of Athens ; but, after a noble defence^ 

it was retaken, in the year fol- 

\g. lowing, by Sylla, who carried 

its library to Rome, with many 

of its moft valuable pieces of fculpture 

and painting. Attica continued to (hare 

the fate of the Romans, until their 

great Empire was divided into the 

Eaftefn and Weftern branches. Greece 

then 
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then appertained to the former, and 
fell with it into the hands of the Turks, 
on the taking of Conftantinople by Ma- 
homet II. — A. D. 1453.

Athenty February 3^^ JjlU 

Athens ftill contains near ten thoufand 
inhabitants, and has lately been enclofed 
by a wall^ to defend it from the irruptions 
of the Albanians, who are ever ripe for a 
revolt, and have feverar times plundered 
the town. The neighbourhood abounds 
with olive trees, and the French have 
eftablifhed a fmall faftory for the culture 
of them. The ancient citadel is always 
kept in a ftate of defence; and, being 
iituated on the flat furface of an unaflaU- 
able rock, it is only to be fubdued by fa- 
mine, or a bombardtncint: but what moft 
CJ renders 
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renders it an objed: of curiofity, is, its 
containing the fuperb Temple of Minerva, 
the moft celebrated work of the illuflrious 
Pericles; yet, alas! of this magnificent 
pile, only enough is left to give us a faint 
idea of its former grandeur, and to make 
us lament the unhappy fate of fo fublime 
an edifice. The columns which fup- 
ported the ibuth fide, and part of the 
front, are ftill (landing, with fbme ele- 
gant metopes, \s^hich reprefent the ex- 
plok^ o£ the di&reot heroes of Athens^ 
bod the battled the Amazons; but theic 
are evefy year &Uiiig down, from ^ 
¥K>leiit (hock which the remains of the 
teviple received, abomt a century 2^0^ 
fr^ra t&e Venetoms, who, in botobs^tdia^ 
the citaddi blew up a powder ns^gwae 
within it» 

FroQi the^e ruins ^ faUbnjgr^taefii;^ 
it is a pleaTatM: r^ftp ^\iak OjUN-'^^es t^

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perfcft. Here the fympathetic foul en- 
joys the generous glow of admiration, in 
contemplating a monument of gratitude 
to a departed hero ; and has the fetisfac- 
tion of feeing, that the ravages of more 
than two thoufand years have not been 
able to affe<9: the work of a grateful peo- 
ple in honor of a patriotic Prince: fo may 
we hope, that, to the laft day, it will re- 
main a living proof of the generofity of 
the on^, and of the merit of the other. 

Thefeus was the gr^t grandfon of 
Cccrop$ ; and, like him, corredbsd the 
wandering manner in which his peo^e 
Uv^, and formed them into civil focieties; 
whence he is juftly called the iecond 
feuadsf of Atbms. - 

In the preceding narration, I took no 
BOtioe of the exploits of this Prince, be- 
caufe they are ftorics which we have been 
tccaikomei to hear from our cradles, and, 
irhich, althqugh founded on truth, are 
(3 2i generally 
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generally dafled among thofe of the fa« 
bulous kind. For the fame reafon^ I 
pafled over the death of his fuccelibr, 
^Ineftheus^ at the liege of Troy, the ex- 
pediti(m for the Golden Fleece, and the 
other events in which Athens was con- 
cerned, previoufly to the invafion of the 
Perfians* 

The temple is an elegant edifice, fup-* 
ported by a beautiful colonnade, on a 
iimilar plan to the largeft at Peftum. It 
was erected in the adminiftration of 
Cimon^ who, having difcovered the 
bones of Thefeus in the ifland of Skyros, 
where he was killed by a fall from a pre- 
cipice, reftored them to his native city* 
The metopes on the fronts and part of 
the fides, are ornamented with baffo re- 
lievo, reprefenting the battle of the Cen- 
taurs, Thefe, you may recolleft, were 
nothing more than the cavalry of Theflaly, 
where the men were fo perfeft in the 
management of their horfes, that, wheu 

mounted 
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tnonftted, they were fuppofed to be part 
of the &me animaL 

The eaftern gateway, which was alfb 
crefted to Thefeus, remains tolerably 
perfeft. It was repaired by Adrian, who 
added an infcription, importing that 
Athens was now become his city; and, 
indeed, by his liberality, he in fbme 
meafure made amends for the depreda- 
tions which' the Romans committed upon 
her ornaments ; and thus he earned the 
title of one of her founders. It was this 
Emperor who raifed that fuperb pile, the 
Pantheon, dedicated to all the Gods; 
which, by its grandeur, elegance and 
beauty, juftly merited that exalted title* 
Of an hundred ^nd twenty columns, each 
eighteen feet in circumference, only nine 
are Handing. : They are of the fineft 
marble, with very rich Corinthian ca- 
pitals. ' Thof^ of Thefeus and Minerva 
are Doric. 

: 0^3 The 
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The monument vulgarly called the 
Lanthorn of Demofthencs, being in-, 
habited by a French Monk, and the 
cdagonal Temple of the Winds, by a 
Turkiih Dervife, are ftili entire. The 
former is light and elegant; the latter 
has nothing but its antiquity to recom* 
mend it ; for the figures which reprefeql 
the different winds, are fo indifFerently 
executed, that, were not their names iiv- 
icribed bdow them, it would be im-» 
p(#ble to know their quaUties, 

Some triumphal columns, and other 
monuments, are ftill left in tolerable 
prefervation, befides a confiderable part 
ef the Theatre of Bacchus, and many 
6ther fragments and ruins, 

The channel of the Ilyffus, whofo 
banks were formerly fo femous, is dry, 
even at this rainy feafon} and I have 
feveral times walked in its bed, as well 
as in the oUve groveis where Plato de- 
livered 
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iivcrcd his leftures. I have alfo been as 
far as the plains of Marathon, to pay 
my oblations at the (hrinc of Miltiades— 
an interefting fcene to a Soldier, and of 
which my militajpy friend* may expc^ 
am exad defcription«

This celebrated field is about twelve 
miles in circumference, and a day's march 
from Athens. It is waftied by the fea 
on the eaft, and furrounded by mountdns 
on every other fide, except the fouth-eaft 
corner, where the flat is continued a ftiort 
fpace along the fhore, and afterwards ter- 
minated by hills. The part where this 
flip joins the grand plain, has a large 
morafs in its center, which extends pretty 
clofe to the hills on one fide, and near 
the water's edge on the other. 

There 
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There are two roads from the plains 
to Athens; the one by the morafs, the 
other through the town of Marathon, 
which Ues at the foot of the hills, nearly 
oppofite to the center of the plains. 

The army of Miltiades, in point of 
numbers, was not equal to one lenth of 
the Perfians ; but he knew that by wait- 
ing for them under the walls of Athens, 
he Ihould abandon the country to their 
ravages, and fubmit to fee them receive 
their convoys, and gather provifions un- 
molefted; and, poffibly, even fubjetJl him- 
felf to a famine. He therefore deter- 
mined, at all events, to keep from be- 
tween the enemy and the capital, and 
wait for an opportunity of attacking 
them to advantage , and this. Fortune 
foon gave him. The Perfians having 
reached the plains of Marathcxi, accom- 
panied by their fleet, purfued the road 
neareft to the fea. Their van had already 
afcended the heights, their main body 

filled 
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filled the flat beneath, and therr rear 
was pafling the narrow fpacc on the fides 
rf the morafs. Hiftorians tell tis, that 
Mihiades drew his whde ftrength into 
his wings, and prtioilarly his right, 
leaving his center almoft open: but as 
they have not been fufficiently minute 
in dcfcribing the fccne of this nwmorable 
aftion, I could not thoroughly perceivo 
the excellence of his difpofition, untH I 
beheld the field of battle. 

The morafs fupplied the plaie of 
troops in his center. The fpace on the 
left was but narrow ; confequently, his 
greateft exertions were required on his 
rig^t. This the General thoroughly un- 
derjftood; and at the moment when 
the Perlians were in the fituation which 
I have juft dcfcfibed, he rulhed frwn the 
town of Marathon ; and, by his admiraMe 
difpofition^ brought hig whole force to a6^ 
on the enemy's rpar, 

The 
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The Perfians, encumbered and con- 
fined, and fcarcely able to ufe their arms, 
were inftantly thrown into confuiion^ 
and hewn down in immenfe numbers* 
The maifi body faced about, and ad* 
vanced to the affiftance of the rear. The 
van, conftdent of yidory from their 
numbers, defcended from the heights tp 
purfue their fuccefs. The whde crowd- 
pd together in the narrow pafles, making 
a general, confufed attempt to break into 
the plain : but the Atheiiians conflantly 
iout-fronting them, and the inraienfe 
numbers of the enemy only ferving to 
incommode themfelves, and to create 
confufion, they were flain as faft as 
they advanced* At length, thofe in 
front, unable to withi):and the terrible 
4:arnage that raged around them, attempt* 
fed to fly ; but being prevented from re- 
treating by thofe behind them, who not 
having feen the flaughter, ftill puflied 
forward, they precipitately threw them* 
fdves ;nto the morals. 

. Viaory 
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Viftory now declared for the Athc-r 
nians; who, purfuing their advantage, 
fell with fuch violence on the difordered 
ranks of the enemy, that to efcape their 
fury, their neareft opponents were com- 
pelled to turn,, and in defpair, forced, 
their way through their own friends. A 
general rout immediately enfued, and 
the exertions of the Athenians encreaf- 
ing with their fuccefs, they drove the 
enemy headlong before them. Nearly 
thirty thoufand Perfians fell by the 
fword. Numbers periflxed in the mo-^ 
rafs, and the reft, in confufion and dif* 
may, efcaped to their (hips. 

Thefe, my Lord, are my ideas of the 
principles on which Miltiades afted ; and 
this is what I have conceived to have been 
the plan of the battle, from feeing the 
plains on which it was fought. I am, 
however, aware that one of the caufes 
to which I attribute the fuccefs of the 
Greeks — their out-fronting the enemy— 
. 7 wa^^ 
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was a lefs advantage in thofe days, than 
it has beconle fince the invention of 
mulketry arid artillery t but although 
the Grecians made their grand exertions 
by clofe adlion, yet it is to be prefumed, 
from the hilly, irregular country in v^rhich 
this army was generally to ad, that it 
was accompanied by a confiderable corps 
of (lingers and bowmen; who, in the 
difpofition which I have given, might a£t 
to the greatcft advantage upon the enemy's 
flank. 

It is liecdlefs to fay that the Perfians, 
by forming en potence along the fides 
of the morafs, might have brought as 
many men into aftion as the Greeks ; 
but they were too much confufed by the 
fudden attack, bordering on a furprife, 
to execute this manoeuvre ; and, moft 
likely, their troops with miffive wea* 
pons were not in this part of their 
army. 

The 
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The moft {^ufible objection to Af 
flan is, that had the* Perfians, inftead of 
engagmg and crowdiog theoiielves ki 
the fituation in which Miltiades attacked 
them, made a retreatiag fight, till they 
pafled the narrow flat, and fecured the 
heights, it was then in their power, had 
Miltiades periifled in the attack, com- 
pletely to furround him, by making part 
of the troop on the heights, in front, de* 
jAoj along the eminence, and then defcend 
in his rear, while the reft of the army, 
now advantageoufly pofted on the heights, 
would probably have prevented his forc- 
ing their front. 

This is, doubtlefs, what a good Oc^ 
©era! would have done : but when the 
Generals are equal, how can men be 
cxpefted to beat ten times their number ? 
Miltiades was in one of tho{e fituation^^ 
where inadion is as fatal as a defeat f 
and it was his duty to feize every op- 
pdhunity, in which it was in Fortune's 
8 power 
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power to £ivor his; ddigns. He aded 
ou thefe principles, aod was crowaed 
with the fucceis which bis c^urags 
defervcd. 

At firft, the Athenians thought no 
praifes they could beftow, equal to the 
merit of Miltiades ; in my letter from 
Paros, however, I mentioned the cruel 
perfecution which he afterwards fufFered: 
but the death of this great man having 
difarmed the malice of his enemies, the/ 
foon became fenfible of their (hameful 
ingratitude; and as fome atonement to 
the manes of their departed hero, thejr 
erefted a monument to his memory oa 
the plains where he gained his glory.- 

Of this facred tomb, only the bafe 
remains. I picked up a chip of marble 
that had fallen from it ; and was in- 
ftantly imprefled with the idea of having 
this honored relick fet, with a fuitable 

devifib 
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device, in fbme of the metal from the 
Spanifh Battering Ships, deftroyed be- 
fore Gibraltar ; and thus to comme- 
morate and unite the greateft viftory of 
Greece, with the moft glorious achieve- 
ment of Britain.

GREEK R EL I 6 10 K: 

: St. Paul, you recoiled, vifited Athens, 
and the other ftates of Greece, to preach 
Chriftianity ; and notwithftanding all the 
anathemas which the Pope has denounced 
againft the Greeks, there is,, in fafl:, but 
little difference between their religion, 
and that of th.e Roman Catholics. They 
equally make ufe of the fign of the crofs ; 
worlhip images^ pray to the faints; 
have confeflors I and believe in tranfub* 
ftantiation, although they do not kneel 
at the elevation of the Hoft* .If they 
deny the doctrine of purgatory,' they 
admit l!bmething very like it, iri praying 
for the fouls of the dead. Their Bifliops 
and fuperior clergy are never permitted 

to 
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to marry ; but a iimple pricft ii allowed 
that indulgence once in his life^ though 
he can never take a fecond wife. They 
acknowledge the Pope to be the chief 
of the Patriarchs, but deny his having 
the power of granting indulgences; and 
this was* his HolinefsV firft reafon for ac-» 
<^uiing them of fchifm^ 

it is true, there is another grand point 
in which they diffent both from the 
Roman Catholics and the Proteftants; 
I mean the article of the Holy Gboft^ 
which th«y fay can proceed from the 
Father only. There afe fome lefs effen- 
tial differences, fiich as their ufing lea- 
vened bread in the confecration of the 
Sacrament^ and mixing the bread and 
wine together* They alio differ in the 
ceremonies of baptifm, marriage, and bu- 
rial. In the firft, they give three complete 
immeriions. The fecond is performed 
by the prieft's changing the ring from 
the bride's to the bridegroom's finger,

Ikying a f€W words, and tken from the 
bridegfoom*s to the bride'd. He repeats 
this cereiifliofiy about thirty times, with- 
out any alteration ; and when be defilts^ 
it is again as often performed by' each 
of the god&ther s aivd godmothers. Their 
funerals are tike thofb of the ^vages-— 
howling and making hideous cnes till 
the Corpfe is interred, and then feafting 
over the grave. 

The Patriarch of Conilairtinople is 
the bead of the Greek Church, and has 
under him the Patriarchs of Jehiialcm^ 
Damafcus^ and Ale5:andria.- St. ¥cAy^ 
carp is their favorite Saint. VLe^ was onie 
of St. John^s difciples, and fuffered mar- 
tyrdom at Smyrna, of which he was the 
firft Archbilhop* 

MAHOMETAN RELIGION. 

From the religion of the Greeks, I 
naturally turn to that of the Turks. To 

have 
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hsiye ft juft idea of this, it is neceSiry 
that wc fliouid diyefl: ourftlvcs of twcf 
prejudice; and in arraigning the cha^ 
ra&er of a man whom death has pre^ 
vented from appearing in his own dc-i 
Sspce, Juftice ever f equire^^ that, if w* 
do not put the mofl favorable con^ 
ftrvidion on his anions, we (hould, at 
Iti^p treat (hem with inapartiality* 

To fpeaV; candidlj then, M^^homet 
o^ght be a religious. and a mbj^l man# 
His father left him in rather penurious 
circumftancei ; but, profiting to the ut^ 
moft by the educat)0|i which his friendQ 
could a^rd him, apdal^rdys preferving 9 
moft vnexceptionable charadier, he rofd 
to be f»ftpr pf a rich widow, whom he 
afterwards married; and bccqming, by 
this conne£kion, a pdribn of fome con? 
fequence in his country^ he felt it hJS 
ifcjty t9 ^eyO(? bipafelf to its welfare, 
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. He^w, with the utmoft concern, thlal 
the Jews and the Chriftians were con* 
ilantly at variance, and that Idolatry wa^ 
daily gaining ground. To check the 
progrefs of a pradice fo unworthy the 
human mind, and fb degrading to our 
Divine Maker, appeared to him an oh- 
jeft worthy his whole attention. Filled 
with this idea, it became the conftant 
fubjeft of his thoughts ; and, after long 
xcvolving it in his qiind, he, at length, 
conceived it impoilible to attain his. end 
by any other method, than by that of 
imiting the Jews ^nd the Chriftians in 
one religion; — and this he kn^w could 
only be efFeftcd by admitting purt of the 
tenets of both. i » 

Tor this piirpofe, he acknowledged 
Adam, Noah, Abraham, and Mofes, 
whopa the Jews regarded as their chjcf 
Prophets, to whom lie acHcdoui? Blefifed 
Saviour; in commemoration of whofe 

piildnei| 
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mildnefs and beneficence, he called fatni 
the Breath of God— the mdft flattering: 
appellation, which he could ofier, confift* . 
ently with^the delicacy it was' nece^arj 
to oWcrve towards the Jews. A Ghrif- 
tian may, perhaps> lament that he was 
obliged to make conceliions to th^fe 
people : but as his only dbjed was to ret ^ 
ilore the divine wor/hip to its original 
purity, he conceived that the .Almighty : 
would not be difpleafed at the means 
which he wasi about to adopt, to %ttw^ * 
fo laudable an end^ 

^ l%e firft perfon to whom he com? , 
municated bis defign, wasrher in whom^' 
as a good ^an, hb was moft interefted, 
I mean his wife. She readily etaibraced* 
his fehtiments; and, in, a ihprt time, 
many of their relations adopted their 
opinions, i Neverthekfs, the Arabs in. 
general ccmtinued obfUnate in their fupeif 
ftition and idolatry ; and as Mahomet as 
vet only made ufe ofthe gentle method; 
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of perfuafion, >his pmielytcs increased £9 
(lowly, that he bad reafixi to ido^air of: 
iuccefs, unler$ he could moke. it h^ 
believed that he receiysed liipdiiiat^^fBl 
affiftance. 

Thus £ir hU cotidiift t^ urrepcoacMaie^ 
imce we may forgive his eodeavowmg 
to compound the Jewiih aod Chrifliaii< 
foligionst which in hint^ was at worft 
but aa ertor ia judgment: i>ut froia 
this momeat^ he began to lofe fight o£ 
the delicacy and patriotic dhliiitereftedT: 
nefs by which he was hitherto actuated ; 
and we cnuft refign him to the luih of 
tbe Chriftian and J^ewiih ^vines, both 
pf whom have agreed ii^ iiagmatiziiig 
him by the epithet of *^ ImpoAor.^' Ne-^ 
vertheleis, a philanthropic nmd. willi 
always be incliiyed to pity himi^aisidt^ 
lament, that a vcim naturally re^^gipus^ 
with fo npble ari pbje£t ^ vicw» ibQVil4 
he drawn into meafqres tmworthy the 
jwty of his primitive intentipm^ 
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ile prelcn^edy of perhaps hi? leojthiin 
CAfon^madie him IbolieFe^ that the Angel 
Gibilcil biad 9^iKpeu^d,to hmi and, in 
ih^mm^ of Goc}» changed hi$Q AvMh hia 
tni^^it StiHit howpver^ his progrpfst 
WAftBc:^ equal to hie wiflics; he therer 
fore m^de lofe of aiiother itopoftjure, aad 
dechr^ that he had been carried up t^ 
Hfeasie», aiid converfbd with God, ThiSj^ 
2g^ i^Hne toi^cie^ wMch Jie was faid to 
have pcrfornaedib gave him a* iwibound^ 
fway oyer the minds of the people ; bu| 
the perfecutj^n of the Gpvewimeot in- 
crea$ng with his fuceefs, he was feveral 
ttfyieg pbiiged to fly from Mcpca. Hi- 
Itherto. h? ha^ preached upthUig but 
peace4 but his fame havjing ppw ipread^, 
^pd gained him many profelyteg ia th^ 
neighbouriag ftates^ he fpund hinifelf ia 
a condition to accomplifti by force,^ what 
Jie had. la vain attempted Ijy perfuafit^n. 
Proypked at the ppppijtipii with whifh. 
Ite mcf , he^ pve out that God^ irMated 
g| f^^ 9^ftinac7 pf Ij^i? foemies, ^4 

9fdere4 
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ordered him *to take up arms tgaluft 
them. He therefore raiied an-^^army,- 
with which he beat the Koreifh, 6r^tsi^ 
tribe of Mecca, in the famous battle of 
Bedr, and gained many ether vidlorksi 
each of which incFeafing his; fame and 
his followers, he ufurped the civil and 
military authority, as well as the reli-» 
gious ; and before he died, had the fatifi? 
fa^on of feeing himfelf^ acknowledged 
by many of the Eaftern nations,

phct's flight from Mecca t0^ 
Medina; during which, fuch mir^cles^- 
they fay, were performed in his fevor, 
that it was no longjcr poffible to doubt 
his being the Meflenger of God, 



In addition to his being an Impdftor^' 
and making ufe of violent mieafures, it 
is farther objefted'againft' Mahomet, that- 
be makes his paradife cpniifl: in fenfual 
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pleafures; but in this he conformed to 
the difpofitions of the people to whom 
he held It out. He tells them that it is 
inhabited by femaleangels, whofe charms 
fuFj^afs conception ; and who, although 
adorned by the moft delicate modefty, 
will yield to the embraces of the Faithful: 
that they live in large pavilions of hol- 
low pearls, in the midft of refreihing 
fountains and ihady groves, abounding 
with the moft delicious fruits: befides 
which, the flcteteft horfes, elegantly ca- 
parifoned, and every thing elfe that they 
may defire, will ipajn^diately fpring up 
for theip, 

- ITis &ith confifts in belief in God, and 
predcftination ; in his Angels, his Scrip- 
tures, atid his Prophets ; in the Refur- 
re^ipn and final Judgment. , On that 
awful day, the principal queftions which 
will be alKed the Mahometans, are. How 
they fpent-theif time? How they afc- 

quired 
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qMite/^ and uied their wealth ? What uf^ 
ti^y inade of thdr knowledge i 9&d hovi! 
(hey ^xercifed th^r bodies ? 

Infidels and hypocrites will be daa)ne4 
without redemption; but the good aiid 
bdd adions of the Mahometans wHl ho 
balanced againft ^ach other, and the pu^ 
tti(hmen|s of the guilty will be ip proppr-? 
tion to their fins i th^ flighteft o/ which 
will be nine hundred years' c^nfin^jrpent 
in a hell, fo very hot as to p^aki^ the, hx^ 
hoU through the fcuU } aqd the beavieft^ 
nine thoufand, in a pjiace where ti|(^ be^t 
}S fevei> times paore horrible, • ^ ; 

Oppreflbi's, and.Tuqh a^ have been 
guilty of malice or injuftice, will be 
obliged to fufFer Uj the noHt world for 
^e fins of thofe whom they injured:

Another 
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. AiK)£he|' ftr&ing/ inftance of t^e hu« 
KsaEoky of Mahomet's difpofitk^n^ is tb^ 
great encotniiimd which he conferreii 
Upoa Charity. He tells his followers 
that nothing wilL be more acceptable ta 
God than ahns:; wid tra (hew our grati« 
tude to him for thcde which we are con* 
0antly receiving at his hands^ he onders 
that they ihall pray at kaft five times in 
a day; and that there may benaexcufe 
for negieding this dnty, the muezzins 
are obliged to afceiad the fteeples at 
ftated times, and there appriib the peo* 
pie th$£ " it is time. to pray.

In this meafure^ we fee boch grati* 
tude and wifdom ; and to do ample j«f- 
tice to Mahomfet, it only remains ta C3C- 
amine how far his religion tended ta 
promote the happinefs and profperity of 
his brethren To do this, we.muft keep 
theiir covintry ia view. It will the» rea^ 
dily occuc ta us, that, the Arabiaxas, 
3 living 
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living in a ftate of warfkre^ populatSbil 
muft nece^ily decrdafe^ arid the num^ 
bcr of wdmen tohfiderably exceed that 
of the men. What remedy could he apply 
to this evil, but a plurality of wives ? Gf 
how put a ftop to dnmkennefsj but bjr 
prohibiting wine ? The climate of Ara-^ 
bia is hot; heat produces wantonnefs, 
wantonnefs leads to profHtution, and 
proftitution occaiions fin, difeafe^ and 
depopulation. Thefe are crying evils} 
and the only method to prevent them 
was, by forbidding eVftry intcrcourfe be- 
tween the two fexes, mah arid ^ife onljr 
excepted : for fhe muft be an abandoned 
woman iildeed, who will make the 
fifft advances to impure love, and M 
a man to whom Ihe had never before 
ipoken. 

As a farther encouragement to po- 
pulation, and that the female captives 
taken in war might be of fervice to

the fbte, he tolerates tnafters cohabit- 
ing with their flaves; who, on their 
part, are to preserve all the modefiy and 
difcretion of a wife; and m return^ 
are always to be treated with tender- 
' nefs. . 

That Mahomet allowed thefe indul^ 
genees more through policy than.'in^ 
clination, is evident; fince even- his bit* 
tereft enemies; have never accufed him 
of bigamy, or of impure love, before 
the death of his firft wife. If he after* 
wards became abandoned, it is no won- 
der, fpr he had then caft off his pious 
principles; and every wife perfon knows^ 
whatever pretenders to philofophy may 
fay, that a i|an; when he abandons 
religion, generally abandons morality 
alfo. - .; . 

Upon th,e whole, I believe, this is by 
much, the moft favorable account ever 

written 
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written of Mahomet by s( Chriftiatt; 
yet, if we analyze die wrftiiigs of our 
own theologifti^ and let afide their abtl- 
^c epithets, we (hall find that I have 
faid nothing more than thejrthemfelvcs 
have admitted ; bedaufe^ not underftand-' 
ing the Turkilh language, I have trufted 
to them for matters of fii^;'althoBgh,( 
in juftice to a dead mah, I could not 
afcribe to. ambition and felfiftnefs, what 
might origiually ptoceed from virtue, 
however differeot d turn' it might aftef-^^ 
wards take. 

To clofe this eflay with the CMidotrf 
with which I have cdndu^jted it^ we muil 
allow, that as a patriot^ and ts a politician^ 
Hfehomet merits a grdk, <h^tf of our 
commendation : but how imworthy 3^ 
divine miffion will his latter cctodui^: 
appear, when compared with that of ouf 
Saviour? Neither perfecution nor tor- 
tare, could provoke the Bielled Jefosi to 

a de- 
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ia deviation from his Heavenly Mildnefs ; 
but, conftantly adheripg to the will of 
our Father, he lived, and he died, for 
the good of mankind. 



BETTER 
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Leghorn* March xothi 178}* 

On the 9th of February, we failed 
from the Pyraeus : but, the next morn- 
ing, a violent gak rifing up againft us, 
we were obliged to take flielter in our old 
port at Idra* During the night, the wind 
changed; and, at day^break on the x ith, 
we again got under way, and, failing 
along the coaft of Mycene and Argos, 
the kingdoms of Agamemnon and Me- 
nelaus, reached Cape Angelo at funfet ; 
and (landing to the weftward, we pafled 
between Servi and the ifland of Venus ; 
thus, for the prefent, taking leave of 
the Archipelago. We faw no remains of 

antiquity 
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antiquity on that part of Peloponnefus 
which we haVe fcoafted. 

At day-bteak on the 14th, we were 
in fighb^ Mount .^tna: but the wind 
not permitting us to fetch Meffina, we 
ftood towal-ds Syratufe ; and, in the 
evening, tacked near the little ifland 
of Ortygia, which furniflied the poets 
with the fable of Alpheus and Are- 
thuia* 

The next day was almoft a calm : but, 
at funfet, a light breeze fpringing up in 
our. favor, We entered the ftraits of 
Scylla and Charybdis, and anchored at 
M^ffina On the 16th. Here We in- 
tended to have performed our quarantine : 
but as it has been the cuftom at this place, 
ever fince the dreadful plague in 1745, 
not to receive veffels from any port 
aftually infeded ; and a lying report being 
raifed, that the plague was then raging 
in the environs of Smyrna, the Health 
S a ^ Office 
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ing our bringing a clean bUl of healths 
We therefore put to lea the following 
evenings and bad fcarcely pafled C3ia«- 
rybdis, and got out of the dtiksj be* 
fore we wtKe attacked by a vic^nt ikorm* 
Wt were >now on a ke-ihore, vand the 
darkneis of the night T^sidt<^^r (koation 
iUll mor^ u^ieafant: but at tb^ mo^ 
ment when we wjcre mo&. approhjcn^ve, 
the wind favored us feveral points. Ti^ 
next morning, the gale abated; and in 
the eveaing> t)ie wind became ^uite fnir; 
there was, however, Jh littie of it, that 
we were all this and the next day kk 
iSght of the bviriung ifland of Strom- 
bolo. In the night of the 1,9th, the 
breeze f reiheified ; and carrying us 7, 
8, 9, 10, and j i knot^ in an houf^ we 
faw^Corfica foon after day-%ht w the 
2ift; and, at five o'clock in th^ fame 
afternoon, we anchoi^ed in iiegh€fr» roads^ 
Lord Hervey^ wjhp has fjicceeded Sir 
Horace Mann, as AB^bafl^dpr at Flo- 
8 rence^ 
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ffettce, happening to be at Leghorn, in- 
terefted himfelf im our favbr; in confe* 
c|ueAC€ of which^ our quarantine was 
only fifteen diays, and we got pratick the 
day before yeftwday, 

The> town is well fortified both by 
fea and )and ; and^ on account of its 
advantageous liquation for trade, and 
its being a free port, it is filled with 
merchants of every clj^fs and perfuas* 
fion, 

Corfiea being in fight of Leghorn, it 
forms one of the paffes that intercept 
the trade of th? Mediterranean ; and 
\s confcquently an excellent ftation for 
fL fquadron in time of w?^r, The road, 
ii^deed, is open, ajid, in winter, dan- 
gerous j but this evil is, in fome mea- 
sure, remedied by two capacious moles, 
deep pnough fqr trading veffels and 
fmall frigates ; and by means of a 
S3 canal 
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canal which communicates with the 
Amo, it has water carriage even her 
yond Florence. I fliall fet out for that 
celebrated capital, as foon as I am a littlq 
colledcd after the voyage,

Florence^ March zsd, 1788%^ 

W^E left Leghorn on the i8th, and, 
two hours after, arrived at Pifa. We 
remained there the reft of the day, and 
had juft time to take a curlbry view of 
the wonderfiil leaning Tower, the cele* 
brated Brazen Gates of the Cathedral, the 
Dome, the College, and the Chapel of 
the Knights of St. Stephen, &c. &c. 
Early next morning, we refumed ouf 
journey, and, at four in the afternoon, 
arrived at this elegant city. 

The diftance from Leghorn to Florence 
is fixty-three miles, or, in the Italian 

S 4 ftyie. 
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ftylc, eight pofts ; for each of which, 
with a pair of horfes, you pay four ihil-? 
lings, and the driver is entitled to a fifth, 
which cuftom has iucreafed to eighteea 
pence. The Italian miles being nearly a 
fourth part (horter than the Etiglifti, you 
generally go a poft in an hour and a few 
minutes; but this depends very much 
upon what you give the poftilions, whq 
always take care to inquire from thpfe 
they relieve. The road i§ gpod add level^ 
and remarkably pleafmit, the whiote of it 
bang in the populous and £^rtile vale of 
Arnp, aii4 almoft pooftaatly cbfe to the. 

In the barbaroiJ$ ag<^, after the Tub? 
verfion of the Roman Empire, Tufcany 
underwent many revolutions.; j^nd re- 
. pained in a fta<!e of fubjejEtitpn till the 
time pf the Guelphs and jGibbeluies> 
when the feuds of thofe fadiops, and 
the Gpntefla between the Pope and the 
Emperor, enabled the Tufcans to |hafce 
off the yoke. They were again fub- 

dued 
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^ued by Charles V. Afvho, having mar- 
jried his natural daughter to Alexander 
of Medicis, gave him the Dukedom of 
'Tufcany: but Alexander, being a tyrant, 
W9$ fopn ai&ifinatedy and Cofmo^ fon of 
John of Medicis, fct up in hk place, and 
ifarniaUy crowjied Gfrand Duke pf Tnfr 
c?tty by Pope fm Y,— At D. 1570^ 

To thi? immortal Prinee we ar^ 
indebted for the revival of the fine arts, 
and for die foundation of the Gallery of 
Florence, which caich of his 4efcendant$ 
has increafed and improved. The duke- 
dotn remained in their Hne for the fpace 
pf nearly two centuries, wheii the Me« 
dicis being cttmG: hj Duke Gaftoa 
jdying withoitt iffue, it revolved to the 
Emperor, and is now governed by hb 
^brother. 

The arts and fciences fufiered no lofs 
from this: change. Peter Leopold is their 
^ofb diitingui^ed patron ; ai^ the Gal* 

lery 
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lery is as much indebted to him as to thQ 
moft elegant of his predeceflbrs. 

Fofmerly, people of humble fortunes; 
were fccluded from the view of thefe 
treafures, by the extortioa of the at- 
tendants; but their falaries have been 
lately increafed, and they are prohibited 
from accepting prefents, on pain of lo/ing 
their places. The poorefl peaiant has 
now a right to amufe himfelf at his lei-? 
fure in every part of the Gallery, and ad- 
mittance is refufed to nobody but ler- 
vants. It affords matter of furprife to an 
Englifhman, that valets de chambres, and 
footmen, who have fo much influence 
every where elfe, are here excluded from 
places that are open to the loweft of 
every other tribe, 

I h^ve not troubled myfelf about the 
private charafter of Peter Leopold ; but 
the face of his country, the induftry and 
morality of his fubjeds, and the pleafing 

figns 
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ligR5 of a^ happy and increafing popuk- 
tpn, prove him a great and a goodPrince^ 
The morals of his people are one of his 
principal objefts ; in which he has fo hap- 
pily fuccceded, that, in the general free 
mart of Leghorn, where, formerly, the 
trade of a harjot was as much perniitted 
^nd in a§ high repute as any other, the 
houfes pf ill fame are reduced to a very 
fmall number; and, in a fliort time, profi. 
tjitutipn will be as completely rooted out 
there as it already is put pf every othq;* 
jpart of Tufcany. 

By a law, as uncommon as it is juft, a 
breach of modefty is as feverely puniflied 
}n themalle as in the female lex; and a 
feducer, be his rank what it will, is ob- 
liged to marry the objeft of his feduc- 
tipn.

Such, 
indeed^ is this Prince's fuccefs in. pro* 
fxioting morality,. and in preventing vice 

among 
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among his people, that, di^rent from 
moft jcajHtaJs, (he women are innocent 
and healthy, 9» well ^ beautiful; and 
aifaflination^ and robberies are here na 
^nger k;}ow;|« 

What a fatisfa£tion wil) the philan- 
thrope enjoy, when he finds that t^hia 
public Ifappii^efs and yirtue have been 
produt[^ed b^ (he mod kudahle means f 
Jitter Leopold thinks the lives of hi$ 
Aibjcfts top valuable to facr^fice everj 
one to the gallo^y^s or \he Icaifiold; but 
if a citizen is guilty of any tranfgreffionjj 
fee atones for his crime by labouring on 
the public works, for the general gOod, 
with a label on his back, expreffing his 
crime and his punifliinent.

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town is ofnamcnted with many cele«< 
brated pieces of fculpture} the prtncip«| 
of which are^ the group of Hercul^ 
refcuing Dejanira from the Cenftavr^ by 
Michael Angelo *, and the Rapr ff£ the 
Sabines, by John Bdogoa; z Cutperh 
fountain^ with Neptune in the center^ 
drawn by four horfes, furrounded hy a» 
many peribns, each atteixied by twc^ 
fawns or fatyrs; a noble equeftrian of 
Cofmo, and many other excellent ftatues 
and columns, and a triumphal archj 
trcGted in honor of the reigning family. 
I fliould be guilty of great injuftice to 
Peter Tacca, if I pafled over his famous 
boar in the Qiariket^pl^e. He forms a 
kind of fout^ain on the ground, ilabber« 
in;g out water in fo natural a manner^ 
that, ^ firft, I ailually took him for a 
hog, tqo lazy to remove from the wet. 

The iafide pf the churches are neat 
and elegant, white and gold, with fcar^et 
Mxd ojmgt cjATtains. S^ Crqix cpatain$ 

the 
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the tombs of M. Angelo, of Machiave!^ 
and of many other great men. Among 
a variety of paitxtrngs, f wo in the domd 
of St. John arc rather fingular. 2>Ar 
Scrifta and Lex Ndtura. The former 
has a forbidding look, and is muffled up 
like a prieftefs. The other is in all the 
gaiety of youth, with an inviting perfon 
aknoft entirely difplayed. 

The (oft, gliding Amo divides the 
town; but the communication is pre- 
ferved by three ftone bridges. The ter-* 
races along its banks are broad and well 
paved; and were it poflible to tire where 
•fuch avariety of fuch objedsas thofelhave 
mentioned are ever to be found, one has 
only to retire to the Botanical Gardens, 
or to thole of the Bobile. In the former, 
we find every plant of the medical 
world. In the latter, we may fancy 
ourfelves in England. They are laid out 
much in the manner of our pleafure 
grounds, with open gravel walks^ and 

others 
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Others ihaded by the twining branches 
of the fhrubs on each fide; with an 
aviary, a green-houfe> feats, and fum- 
mer-houfe&: but partaking alfo of the 
Italian, it is interfperfed with flatues^ 
terraces, and fountains full of gold and 
filver fifli. 

Surely we cannot too flrongly exprcfs 
our gratitude to thole Princes who have 
furnifhed us with fo many objedls of 
kinocent and laudable delights 

The elegant tafke of the Tufcan So- 
vereigns, has been adopted by moft of 
their Nobility, whofe palaces may be 
confidered as fo many branches of the 
royal gallery. I have yet had time to 
vifit only thofe of Gerrini and RicardL 

JBilibcrti's famous Clorinda would alone 
be fufficient to immortalize the former* 
She is afleep, relieved from the weight 

of 
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of lier aimour^ with nodiing to ediicefli 
any part of her cxquifit;e beauty, but 
one of the ribboas of her corfdet, whkh 
the au* has moft happily direiffced to 
(helter her modefty; but which one is 
almoft afraid wiU wave from her waift^ 
In this unguarded moment, Tanored at 
once difcovers her fex and her beauty : 
hut notwithilanding her defenceieis fitu* 
ation, notwithEftanding her irrefiftifalc 
dbarms, and her being a chief jq£ the 
enemy, there is fomething fb invincibly 
fweet, fo chafte, and fo enchanting in 
her countenance^ that the hero ilands 
transfixed with love and veneratiom^ and 
dares not approach hen It is impoffi-^ 
ble not to enter into all the delicacy 
and ienfibihty of his feelings ; and after 
the firft glance, I confefs to yoQ^ that, 
like him, I dared . not fufFer my eyes 
to wander below her neck^ :kft hers 
fliould open and avenge my profan- 
ation. An adverfe look from fuch an 

angel^ 
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angel, would be more infupportable than 
the moft tormenting death. 

After fo delightful an objeft, one is 
particularly ftruck with Salvator Rofa's 
Prometheus, in the fame coUeftion. He 
is ftretched upon his back, with his 
hands and feet chained down, and the 
vulture preying on his liver. His 
excruciating torments are fb forcibly 
expreffed, that they fill one with hor- 
ror. I therefore turned away, and hur- 
ried paft Dido and ^neas, by Battoni, 
the .Martyrdom of St. Andrew, by 
Carlo Dolce, and feveral other ad- 
mirable paintings, to gaze once more 
on the divine Clorinda. 

The beft pieces in the Palace of Ri- 
cardi, are, the four Evangelifts, by 
Carlo Dolce; (St. John is incomparable;) 
a Roman Charity, and fix figures, re- 
prefenting baffo relievo.

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The houfc in which Michael Angelo 
lived, is flill preferved; and his hiftory 
and principal works are reprefented in 
a coUedion of paiqtii^gs, with whibh 
the walls were bung by his fcholars. 
It alfo contains foone few pieces of hi^ 
own, moft of them unfiqifl^ed,

\y HEN I inform him that the Cata- 
logue alone of the Gallery of Florence 
fills a large volume, what an unconfcion- 
able requeft will my dear friend appear 
to have made, in demanding a regular 
defcription of this fuperb and invaluable 
coUedion ? 

From fo young an Amateur as I am, 

fuch an attempt would be the height 

of prefumption — I had almoft faid, 

T 2 of 
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of pro&nation: but, to convince, you 
how much I would undertake to oblige 
you, fuifice it to fay, that the part which 
is properly called the Gallery, confifts of 
two fides of a parallelogram of confiderable 
length, joined together by a third, rnuch 
ihortcr. 

Round the cornice, the portraits of 
(Bvcry great charader, to whatever natioi^ 
he belonged, from Artaxerjes Memnon, 
King of Perfia, to Dr. Anthony Cocchi, 
liyhq died at Florence in 1 758, are ranged 
according to their country. Among the 
Englifh, I obferved Wolfey, Cranmer, 
Cromwell, and Monk. 

Tl^e wall between the cprniGe and the 
moulding; is lined with about an huuT 
dred ai>d thirty paintings, by the moft 
cplebrated niafters ; all are adm^ral:^le ; 
tfUt that which particularly ftrikes nie, is 
the Mary Magdalen from the Tufcaij 

fghool, 
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fchodl. tter hands are joined together 
with an expreffion which evinces the 
anguifli of her foul, and the fincerity of 
her repentande. A fcull Is oil thfe table 
before hen ReniOrfe aiid Defpair, in 
their moft aggravated forms, are preying 
upon het; and yet her beauty is in all 
its captivating charm^. Mer fkce fur- 
pafles every conception ; and the veft, 
which his fallen frorti her fhoulders, 
difplays a heck On which ev^n an 
Anchorite would for ever hang. She 
herfelf, with all the earneftnefs of her 
fupplication, fe^ms fcarcely to date hope 
to be forgiven.— »-But, were there a doubt 
of it, fwect Penitent ! ray forrow would 
be great as thy remorfe ! 

John de St. Johh^s Bridal Night, is 
another excellent painting. He has 
given the Bride all the fondnefs .and 
beauty of a Venus, but has made her 
greater than the Goddefs, by ihewing 
T 3 that 
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that the height of conjugal love, could 
not remove her natural modefty. 

The ftatues and bufts are ranged 
on baieSy at regular diftances, along the 
walls. 

At the eaft end, there is a Horfe, 
whofe head and body excel any thing 
of the kind I ever beheld; but the legs 
are modern^ and do not feem to belong 
to him. 

Were only , the head and neck of Leda 
expofed, all mankind would allow her 
to be the mod: perfeft piece of fculpture 
ever produced; but, while we give the 
Sculptor every credit for his execution, 
we are provoked at finding him guilty of 
many inconfiftencies. 

Ganymede is, indeed^ an acfcoirable 
ftatuc; and his Eagle is much luperiw 
to Leda's Swan. 

Pomona 
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Pomooa feems really walking, and 
with a lightncfs equal to the eafe of 
her perfon. 

As there is no fupcrktive difficulty 
in forming a figure where no paffion 
is particularly exprcfled^ I will not 
dwell on Minerva, Bacchus, Apollo, 
Narciffus, &c» &c. &c. notwithftanding 
the pleafure which I enjoy in admiring 
them. 

The buds contain the heads of alji 
the Roman Emperors, and of fome of 
their wives. The whole is dofed by 
a famous wild ix)ar, and the group of 
Laocoon. 

Parallel to each x)f the two long fides 
of the Gallery, there is a fct of apart- 
meots, iocluded in what is commonl3^ 
called the Gallery of I^'lorence. 

T 4 The 
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The firft, on the eaftern fide, contains 
a moft admh-ablc Ganymede, a country 
God, and a few more beautiful ftatues 
and baflb-relievos. The principal fub- 
jefts of the latter, are, the Rape of 
Europa, and Mark Anthony's Oratioa 
on opening Caefar*s Will. 

The next, called the Cabinet of Coins 
.and Medals, contains, as well as thofe 
articles and fome few bufts, two baflb- 
relievo figures of Mars and Venus, in 
pafte exaftly like porphyry: and alfo 
feven pictures, three of which are Mo- 
faic: thofe of St. Peter and St. Paul are 
reckoned remarkably fine. 

The third is called the Cabinet of 
•Lovej from a little Cupid fleeping on a 
table, univerfally allowed to be a mafter- 
^iece of fculpture. It alfo contains a 
few bufts, and the walls are ornamented, 
with twenty-fevcn paintings ; among 

which 
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which is a Venus, by Titian, univerfally 
admired : but it has been obferved, that 
fhe labours under a difadvantage, in 
being fo near the incomparable one in 
the Tribuna. 

The fourth is filled with fmall ftatues, 
bufls and pictures. 

But the room called La Tribuna is 
the boaft of the whole Gallery. It 
contains the Venus of Medicis, the 
Wreftlers, the Liftener, and the Fawn, 
which furpafs what I thought it poffible 
for marble to exprefs. Every body^ that 
has heard of Florence, muft have read 
a particular defcription of thefe admirable 
iFatues : but, in obedience to your de- 
lire, I have fet down the following mea- 
furements of the Venus of Medicrs> 
taken by myfelf :

The paintiags in the Tribuna are equal 
to the flatues. The moft famous is 
Titian's celebrated Venus, which juftly 
merits the high encomiums univerfally 
conferred upon her. She is lying on a 
bed, with all her beauties difplayed. 
The punter, with great judgment, has 
given her a paffive countenance, and in- 
troduced 
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troduced a foftnefs in her air^ £ull of lan- 
guifliing defire, but free from lafcivious 
wantonnefs. One might compare her to 
a moA beautiful married woman, de-« 
prived, for the firft time, of the prefence 
of a beloved hufband. In a word, no^ 
thing can be more perfed, or more de« 
lightful. 

St» Catherine alfo by Titian, i& another 
excellent painting ; and the Virgin Marjr, 
with the infant Jefus on her knees, like 
all Carlo Dolce's pidures, is divine and 
beautiful. 

Had I found the vifitation of St. 
Elizabeth and St. John, fondling the 
little Jefus on the Virgin's lap, and fe- 
ver^ others, in any place butt w>bere 
ih^re is fo mtidi to adi;k»re, I ihould 
have thought each of them worthy acpx- 
ticular defci^ption. 

The 
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The next four chambers contain th* 
Venus Anadyomene, and a few more fta-^ 
tues in marble ; together with a variety of 
beautiful vafes^ plates, cups, and tables^ 
richly inlaid with lapis lazuli and other 
rich flone; nearly four hundred paintings 
in the Flemiih manner ; a coUedion of 
original defigns, or rough (ketches, of 
the beft mafters, and another of prints ; 
but thefe are very inferior to thofe of the 
moderns, and are only defigned to (how 
the progrefs of the art. 

The cabinet of jewels and precious^ 
ftohes, cameos, intaglios, &c. clofes the 
Eaftern ranjge. 

It is with great pain that I find myfelf 
inadequate to an entertaining defcription 
of thefe invaluable treafures, I could 
gaze for ever on the pifture of St. Law- 
rence conduced to the tyrant ; Hercules 
after he had killed the Giants, by 

Alexander 
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Alexander Allori; Helena Forman, by 
Paul Rubens ; the pearl fifliery, in lapis 
Jazuli, by Anthony Tempefta; the Rape 
of Dejanira, by Giordano ; the copy of 
Gorreggio's Mary Magdalen, and many 
others : but the obje3:s of admiration that 
here meet my eyes, are too numerous to 
permit me to fend you even a lift of them, 
--r-I have already tranfgrefled the bounds 
which I had propofed to myfelf; but 
having gone thus far, I will proceed in 
the fame ftyle through the apartm^mts on 
the weftern fide. 

The firft, then, is called the Cabinet 
of Medals, and contains a well arranged 
colledion, amounting to the aftonilhing 
number of upwards of fourteen thoufand. 
Many falfe antiques have been admitted, 
that amateurs may have an opportunity 
of ftudying the difference between them 
and real ones. Over the feven bureaux, 
^i which the medals are preferved, the 

Labours 
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Labours of Hercules are reprefcnted in 
as many filver groups, copied from 
John Bologna. 

But thefe are not the only mafter- 
]uece8 contained in this chamber. Over 
the chimney, there is a hand in relief, 
by Michael Angelo, equal to his moft 
celebrated work; and the walls are or- 
namented by thirty^fix piAures, painted 
at Florence. 

The fecond and third rooms contain 
the portraits of feveral hundred painters, 
rooft of them drawn by thcmfclves. 
What a fatisfa£tion to contemplate the 
charadlers of thofe celebrated mafters, 
whofe works have afforded us the higheft 
gratification ! but as admittance has never 
been refufcd to the mofl humble can-* 
didate for famie, who may choofc to fend 
his portrait, many have gained a place 
here, who will foon be forgotten every 
7 where 
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wher^ dfe. In point of execution^ my 
friend the Princefs Belmont^, I am 
afraid, is among this number; but as a 
patronefs of the arts and fciences, fhc 
is juftly entitled to a place in the gallery 
pf Florisnce ; and, as long as Str Cecilia 
is held in veneration, the tuneful, the 
generoua BekQont!^ will ev^r be remem-p 
bered. 

The fourth room is filled with the 
heads of illuftrious pdrfons, and a variety 
of inicriptions : on one of which, ScraC- 
pandes and Rhodafpes, the ions of 
Phraates, are mentioned; and it is par- 
ticularly valued, becaufe Juftin, the only 
Roman hiftorian who takes notice, of 
thefe Princes being at Rome, omitted 
their names. 

The fifth contains a beautiful ftatue 
of an hermaphrodite, which gives name 
to the chamber J an Adonis, by Mi- 
chael 
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chael Angclo; Venus Vi£krix ; Venus 
Cdefte, and a Bacchus : all excellent 
ftatues ; and near fifty valuable paint-* 
ings. 

The prefent Grand Duke fitted up 
the fixth hall for the reception of Niobc, 
and her fourteen children , with a tafte 
and magnificence worthy of thefe admir- 
able ilatues* 

The coUeftion of old paintings in the 
next room is alfo the work of the reign- 
ing Prince. They are accompanied by 
feveral bufts and flatues* 

The eighth room contains copies ia 
bronze, not only of the Venus of Medicis, 
and the mofl admired pieces in the pre- 
ceding apartments, but of every other 
celebrated ftatue, of which the Dukes of 
Florence have not been able to procure the 
original. Among thefe, are the ^irinal 

group 
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gf 6ujJ of horfes ; the Capitol Gladiator ; 
the Vatican Apollo, and Meleagre; the 
little Spanijh fawn ; the Farneje Her- 
cules, Bull, and Flora, and many others, 
which the fevereft critics have allowed 
tb equal the originals. 

But it is not copies only which here 
l-avifh the fight. John Bologna's in- 
comparable Mercury foon arrefts the eye. 
He is abfblutely flying; and in fo eafy 
and fo natural an attitude, that fome 
moments elapfe, before one perceives 
that he is fupported by the breath of 
Zephyr^ on which he is rifing into the 
air. 

From this room, we paffed into the 
cabinet of bronze antiques; where a 
variety of miniature Gods and Goddeffes, 
animals, and monfters ; altars, tripods, 
and lamps; helmets, rings, and brace* 
U lets, 
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lets, &c. &c. arc prcferved iix fourteen 
cafes. 

We now clofe the Gallery with the 
Tufcan Mufeum ; the chief contents of 
which, are the inftruments ufed by the 
ancients in their funeral ceremonies, with 
a variety of urns, in which the burned 
bones of the dead were depofited. 

There let them reft in peace; and if 
lleep has not already overpowered you, 
indulge it now — I fliall not be offended 
with you, I am aware, that however 
refined and extatic may be the fatisfac- 
tion which the objefts I have mention- 
ed afford- to the fenfes, this pleafure is 
not to be communicated in a defcription 
by fo humble a Dilettante as your poor 
friend. I have, therefore, nearly confined 
myfelf to an abridgment of the catalogue, 
which, as I before apprifed you, fills 

a large 
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a large volume; and fince a long lift, 
even of painters, and fculptors, ftatues, 
and paintings, muft ever be dry and 
tautological, what can we expeft from 
its epitome ? but to me, I confefs, it has 
afforded the greateft fatisfaftion ; that 
of proving that, in order to pleafe you, 
I willingly rilk expofing myfelf.

Kaplesy April 239 ifttm^ 

We left Florence on the 27th of 
March, and, on the 6th inftant, failed 



from Leghorn. 



The little ifland of Elba lying in our 
courfe towards Naples, we intended to- 
flop there, for a few hours, to examine 
the harbour, which, it is faid, is very 
convenient for veflels watching an enemy 
in Leghorn Roads ; but, having no wind 
till three o'clock in the afternoon, wc 
did not reach it till dufk. We were now 
going nine knots in an houn Nothing 
could be feen till the morning ; and, as 

we 
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we did not think it right to lofe a night's 
, run with fo favourable a wind, we were 
deprived of the fatisfadlion? of informing 
ourfelves with regard to the harbour, and 
of gratifying our curiofity, by feeing the 
natural ftate of the curious ftones found 
in this ifland. 

The wind continuing' fair, we pafled 
Mount Cercelle, and the cqaft of Rome, 
on the 7th ; at day-light on the 8th, 
were in fight of Ifchia and Capria ; but, 
our fair wind dying away, we did not 
get to an anchor in the bay of Naples 
till the afternoon of the next day. 

Mount Vefuvius is in a very different 
ftate from that in which we left it. 
There have been feveral eruptions. The 
fides of the crater or cone have fallen in, 
and the lava has given itfelf vent, by 
forcing the fide of the mountain. It 
is now running; and, as this is a phe- 
nomenon which I had not an opportunity 
V 3 of 
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of feeing when I was here laft autumn, 
I made it my firft objed on my 
return. 

The violence of the eruption, how- 
ever, is over ; and it. has now more of the 
curious and beautiful, than of the awful 
and fubUme. The (ide of the mountain 
hasclofed; and the lava iflues from it, 
without its fource being feen, in a flream 
of liquid fire, at prefent not more than 
four feet wide. It moves at a flow rate ; 
and, although poflefling fo much fluidity, 
as to be capable of this niotion, yet it has 
fuch a degree of folidity, that fl:ones of 
fome pounds weight, thrown with force, 
did not penetrate its furface. No flame 
was emitted by the lava, except when we 
threw flicks, paper,, or other combuflible 
matter upon it, which immediately took 
fire, and blazed. Water had no effect, 
but that of blackening, for a n^oment, 
the part on which it fell, 

Aftc^, 
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After having fufficiently admired this 
beautiful phenomenon, we fcrambled up 
the cone, and went into the infide of 
the old crater, which I find is already 
afluming its former ftate; the working 
of the fire in the bowels of the earth, 
having overcome the weight above it, 
and formed a chafm in its former di- 
redlion, to the very fummit of the 
, mountain. 

This aperture is continually widen- 
ing, and will fbon again become a mon- 
ftrous fiery gulf. I heard feveral ex- 
plofions below, accompanied by flaflies of 
fire, which, darting from fide to fide, in 
the direftion of the chafm, came up like 
fo many immenfe flaflies of forked light- 
ning. 

We began the afcent before fun-fet; 
and our attention was fo well engaged^ 
that it was near day-light before we 
returned to Naples.

LETTER 
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Palermo^ May2d« 17SS« 

After a pleafant paflage of fcarceljr 
forty hours, at day-break on the 26th 
ult. we found ourfelves in light of 
Palermo, Nothing can be more piftu- 
refque than this bay. It forms a large 
amphitheatre, with the Capital of Sicily 
in the centre, furrounded, for fomc 
miles, by a moft beautiful country, in- 
terfperfed with villas, and inclofed by 
romantic rocks and mountains. A calm, 
which lafted feveral hours, gave us aa 
opportunity, of admiring this beautiful 
jcene at our leifure^ and, in the afternooiiy 
we anchored in the mole. 

The 
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The town was formerly furrounded 
by a ftrong wall: but the fortifitations 
are now entirely neglefted, except to- 
wards the fea, where there are ftill a few 
weak works. 

Prince Caramanico, the Viceroy, was 
lately Ambaflador at London. We paid 
our relpeifts to him the morning after 
our arrival, and he gave us a ftate dinner 
the next day : but we have feen nothing 
of him lince. 

Our ftay here is rendered remark-- 
able by the fudden death of Prince Pala-. 
gonia. 

While other men endeavoured to reach 
the Temple of Fame, by making art 
equal nature in her moft captivating 
forms, this Prince ftruck out a new road, 
by producing fuch monfters as nature, 
however perverted, could never have 
brought forth. With him, whoever de.- 
7 figned 
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figncd the moft ridiculous and unnatural 
objeft, became the greateft artift. He 
had a number of fculptors and ftpne- 
cutters conftantly employed for upwards 
of thirty years, and their produftions 
amount to near, a thoufand pieces: but 
notwithftanding the great encouragement 
which he gave, and the ample field which 
he held out, very few of his flat ues dif- 
play cither genius, execution, or inven- 
tion. Some of them, indeed, are as ex- 
travagant as he could wifli : but even 
thefe are extravagant without humour, 
from the total want of connection in the 
members. We fometimes laugh at a 
body which is a little deformed, becaufe 
the parts that compofe it may be fet in a 
ridiculous point of view ; but where they 
are totally heterogeneous, and unconnect- 
ed, we may be furprifed, but cannot be 
pleafed. The principal pieces are birds 
and bcafts with human heads, and meft 
with the heads of beafts. 

While 
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While wc were beholding this gro* 
tc£que colleftion with a fmile, half of 
pity, and half of contempt, I was ftruck 
with an antique buft of Cleopatra, by 
much the moil: beautiful I ever faw; 
but its owner fet fo little value upon it, 
that tt is ftuck againft the outfide of 
his houfe, with anoth^er xaf M. Antony, 
nearly as good. 

The dead at Palmero are never buried j 
but their bodies are carried to the Capuchiu 
Convent, where, after the funeral fervicc 
is performed, they are dried in a ilove, 
heated by a compofition of lime, whidi 
m^kes the (kin adhere to the bones. They 
are then placed ereft in niches, and fef* 
tcned to the wall by the back or neck. 
A piece of coarfe drab is thrown over the 
Shoulders, and round the waf):e; wd 
their hands are tied together, holding a 
piece of paper with their epitaph, which 
is fimply their names, age, and when 
they died. 

We 
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We of cotirfe vifitcd this famous re- 
pofitory ; and it is natural to fuppofe, 
that fo many corpfes would imprefs one 
with reverence and awe. It was nearly 
dulk when we arrived at the Convent. 
We pafled the chapel where one of the 
order had juft finiflied faying vefpers, by 
the gloomy glimmering of a dying lamp. 
We were then condudled through a gar- 
den, where the yew, the cyprefs, and 
the barren orange, obfcured the remain- 
ing light ; and where melancholy filence 
is only difturbed by the hollow murmur- 
ing of a feeble water fall. All thefe cir- 
cumftances tuned our minds for the dif- 
ifial fcene which we were going to be- 
hold: but we had ftill to defcend a flight 
of fteps impervious to the fun ; and thefe, 
at laft, conveyed us to the dreary manfion 
of th^ dead. 

But (will you believe me?) notwith- 
ftanding the chilling fcene through which 
we had pafied ; notwithihnding our being 

in 
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in the midft of more than a thoufand life- 
Icfs bodies^ neither our refpeft for the 
dead, nor for the holy fathers who con- 
dueled us, could prevent our fmiling- 
The phyfiognomies of the deceafed are fb 
ludicroufly mutilated, and their mufcles 
are fo contrafted and diftorted in the dry- 
ing, that no French mimick could equal 
their grimaces. Mofl of the corpfes have' 
loft the lower part of the nofe — their 
necks are generally a little twifted — their 
mouths drawn awry in one direftion — 
their nofes in another — their eyes funk 
and pointed different ways — one ear per- 
haps turned up — ^the other drawn down. 
The friars foon obferved the mirth whick 
thefc unexpedled vifages occafioned; and 
one of them as a kind of memento ^ point- 
ed out to me a Captain of Cavalry, who 
had juft been cut off in the pride of hi& 
youth : but three months ago, he was 
the minion of a King — the favorite erf" a 
Princefs — Alas ! how changed ! Even on 
earth there is no diftlndlion between him^ 

and 
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and the meaneft beggar. This idea, in 
a moment, reftored niy refledion ; and . 
I felt, with full force, the folly of hu- 
man vanity. I turned to the holy father, 
who gave me this leflbn. His eyes were 
fixed on what was once a Captain of 
horfe — I faw in them 

** Read this, titled pomp, and fhrink 
" to thy original nothingnefs.** 

" Hie thee to my lady's chamber, 
*' tell her, .though (he paint an inch 
*' thick, to this muft (he come at laft — • 
** make her laugh at that.'' 

The relations of the deceafed are bound 
to fend two wax tapers every year, for the 
Tife of the Convent ; in default of which, 
the corpfe is taken down and thrown inta 
the charnel houfe. Were it not for the 
number of vacancies occafioned by the non- 
payment of this ftipend, the Capuchins 

would 
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would be unable to find niches for tlid 
number of men who muft die every year* 
in ib populous a city as this«

Women are dried as well as the men 
but are not expofed. Nobles are ihut 
up in chefts. 



I am juft returned from feeing Princd 
Palagonia become a member of this fo-* 
ciety. The beginning of his funeral^ 
although fimilar to that of every Lord 
in this ifland, ftruck me as being equally 
prepofterous with his palace. 

He was carried to the Convent in 
a fedan, attended by all his houfchold.-

I regret that I cannot procure this 
excellent piece; fince, as we are pre- 
paring to fail OQ our fecond voyage 
"X to 
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to the Archipelago^ I was obliged to 
come on board as foon as the ceremony 
was over. 

Before I leave this place, however, I 
will raife your philanthropy, by mention- 
ing a charitable inftitution which is here 
carried to a particular height. I mean a 
foundation, by which a number of fe- 
male children are not only brought up 
in morality and i;eligion, and taught 
fome ufeful art, that will enable them 
to earn their bread ; but when they ar- 
rive at a certain age, and are qualified 
to undertake the cares of a family, por* 
tions are affigned to thofe who choofe 
to marry. When virgins have thcfe 
advantages, their Guardians will never 
be long in fearch of unexceptionable 
hufbands.

After an abfence of four months, 
we returned here on the 24th inftant, 
and found the Turks in the higheft 
fpirits* The Emperor has declared 
againft them: but this was ^ proceed- 
ing for which they had been prepared; 
and, far from his arms having as yet 
been attended with any dccifive fuccefs, 
he tarniflied them in the onfet, by 
beginning the war in a pufiUanimous 
ftyle, not at all expedled from fo power- 
ful an enemy. - 

*» .- 

We had fcarcely left ihis country, when 

advice was received of a treacherous at- 

X 2 tempt 
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tempt to take Belgrade ; but the flovenly 
manner in which this enterprifc was 
conduced, gave the Emperor an oppor- 
tunity of denying his being privy to it. 
It proved unfuccefsful ; and» as the Ba« 
ft>n De Herbert, the Imperial Minifter, 
had changed his threats into negoci« 
ations for fettling a peace between Tur- 
key and Ruflia, the Porte, unwilling to 
provoke the Emperor to hoiHlities, and. 
in hopes that this failure would. dif<« 
courage, him, fiiom purfuUvg. hi& deiignft^ 
againft a. people who were fo much bet<^ 
ter prepared than he expcfted^ v^ry po-» 
litically fqemed: to admit the- IntornuA<- 
cio's excufes for this breach, of £utb« 

It feems, that, an officer who had 
paiTed through Belgrade, reported at 
Vienna,^ that the fortifications, were in 
a moft ruinous ftate, and tjiat ^on6 of 
the cannon were fit for fervice. On 
this fallacious information, orders- werc^ 
haftily fent to Generals^ Mitrowflci and 
3 Alvinzy, 
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Aivinfey, to pafs thte Satre, with a de- 
tachkhent of tfOops, who weit to be ftip- 
ported by Gtenerals De Gortingen an4 
Klebeck, an4 to make an ifftmediate atr 
teAapt on thid important f6rtt^fs ; b\^t 
the Htter Oetterab Aot arriyin^ at the 
a|]^pointed iittitj &fid the fdlrtifications 
appearing in a Vfery different ftate froih 
that in whieh khey had been ref)ircfehted, 
Rlittoivfty and Alvinzy #fer» dtAi^ lb 
ittredt^ and to ripl^ th« $ave. 

Notwithftaiiding the IhteriiuAcio's difV 
atowd of th'fe' :Bnipbror^s knoWledgfe of 
^his att6mpt, ^ctdunts tvferfe foon re- 
ceived, that GeneraU MitroWlki and De 
Gomingen were 6rderftd to Vienna, to 
anfwer for their failure ; and, on the 
8tii of February, iSaron De Herbert de? 
livered a formal declaration of war^

the Ottpman Empire; to the (incere 
*f diippfitions which it has manifefted,

ed and indefatigable endeavour to avoid 
any interruption pf their mutual har- 
mony, and to its readinefs to lend Gvcry 
office of mediation^ to prevent any 
rupture between the Porte, and tho 
neighbouring Courts. 

M Thefe pacific intentions, &c. &c.'' 

Notwithftanding the ferious events 
which this declaration muft produce, it 
was impoffible for the Porte to refrajqk 
from laughing at the bare-faced manner 

in 
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in which the Emperor attempted to im- 
• pofe on the underftandin^s of the reft 
of the world. 

The declaration of war was read to the 
Imperial troops in Croatia on the 9th 
of February ; and, the fame day, Dret 
nick was attacked by them. The gar- 
rifion confifted of only feventy men; 
but this little corps made 9 moft gallant 
defence, and, fmall as their numbers 
were, they obliged the enemy to fet fire 
to the place before they could compel 
them to furrender. 

At the fame moment, a fecond de- 
tachment made an attempt on Sturlich, 
another inconfiderable poft. The Tur- 
kic Commandant referved his fire, till 
the Auftrians were near enough for 
every fhot to take place : he then 
gave them a volley, which deftroyed a 
confiderable number of the enemy. The 
place, however, was afterwards taken;

I do not th\n]fi this account at all exr 
tenu^tes the feyerity, which it admits to 
have been exercifed ; foj I never knew 
that it wa» the cuftpfn to accompany a

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€agof truce by an armed force; neit^ier 
was^4t verj military in the Germai\ 
Officer to advance with his whole de- 
tachment^ even had he imagined that 
the place was going to furrender, before 
he feut a party tp receive the poft from 
the enemy. 

The Jmperijjl army now tock poft 
with their left flank on the river Korana, 
Dear Dr^fnick, and their right towards 
the mountains of Pleffivicza, fo as to 
have the rpad to Bih^z open bpfqrp 
them. 

In the inean while, a eonfiderable carp* 
under General Kefnowick palled the 
Unna, and attacked Turkiih Dubitza, 
but were repulfed with a heavy lofs. 
The Auftrians themfelves acknowlecige to 
have had 43 1 men killed and wounded.

mencc 
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mcnee a regular fiege^ He took the 
command of the army early in ]^arch; 
and, on the 25th of April, a prafticable 
breach being made, the Imperialifts ad«- 
vanced to the aflault. They met a very 
unexpefted reception, being themfelves 
moft furioufly charged by the Turks ; 
which threw them into fuch confufion 
and difinar, that they were fbon re- 
pulfed; and the garrifon falJying out, 
without giving theni time to form, drove 
them headlong through their own 
trenches, burned their works, and obliged 
Prince Lichtenftein to crofs the Unna 
that very night, and fecure himfelf on 
the oppofite heights^ 

A befieged garrifon routing a befieg- 
ing army in fb complete a Hyle^ is fuch 
an extraordinary circumftance, that I 
was anxious to hear what turn the Im- 
perialifts would give it. Their account 
is fo curious that I fh^ll fubjoin it for 
your perufal, -

" An attempt was made by the Au-

incuriions of the vaiiquiihcd. An odd

In a fubfequent account, the Auftrians 
mentioned Generals Klun and Schlaun 
being wounded, the latter mortally; and 
they acknowledge to have had five Lieu-^ 
tenant -Colonels, three Captains, four 
lieutenants, and 508 rank and file killed 
and wounded, befid^s horfes. Some 
few privates, they iay, were miiting; and 
two field pieces, which were advanced to 
the attack, were tak^n by the en^my^

While Prince Lichtenftein was laying, 
an unfuccefsful fiege to Dubitza, which 
ended in a complete overthrow; (in con- 
fpquence of which, we have left him on 
tbft Auftrian fide of the Unna, threatened 
in his new intrenchments,) the Grand 
Imperial Army advanced oppofite to Sa^ 
l^G2^, on. the, banks of the Save, about 
twQ days march woft of Belgrade; where 
they remained tiU the Emperor arrived, 
io ord^ that his taking the fi^ld might 
bp, marke^i by a fuccefsfol enterprioe : 
but, even, according to the Vienna ac- 
count, SabaiCiSr. contained but 1 7 pieces of 
cannon^ a^d thei gariifoa^ amounted^ to 
only 800 men.

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It (hould fecm, however, as if tlie 
Auftrian Generals, in compliment to 
their Sovereign, wiftied to conceal the 
weaknefs of the objeft of their enterprize 
by the pomp of the attack. A regular 
fiege was commenced, trenches were 
opened, and the batteries, being com- 
pleted by the 23d of April, began a heavy 
cannonade, which foon overpowered the 
fire of the Turks. Neverthelefs, they 
kept pofleffion of a few rotten walls, 
which ferved by way of outwork, till 
a column, compofed of the riflemen of 
the regiment of Peter waradin, of the 
free corps of Servia, and the regiment 
Efterhazy, advanced to ftorm them. On 
this attack, the Turks retreated into the 
interior part of their works ; and, findings 
it in vain, in fuch a place, to contend 
any longer againft the grand army of 
the Emperor, and a numerous train of 
artillery, they furrendered their poft. 



The 
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The Emperor gave the Turks great 
credit for their defence ; and, much to 
his honor, treated the prifoners with 
attention, fending their wives and chil- 
dren to their own country. 

For the few hours during which the 
Auftrian fire was kept up, their batteries 
were well fcrved; and the troops who • 
were ordered to the affault, advanced 
with great fpirit. In fliort, this enter- 
prife would have done honor to the Em- 
peror's arms, had it been worth the time, 
labour, and expence which ho beftowcd 
to achieve it. 

His people boaft, "that^ among the 
trophies, are twenty pair of colours : but , 
they do not inform us how the num- 
ber of ftandards came tQ be nearly three 
times that of the cannon, nor why eight . 
hundred men fliould have forty colours ; 
and the Turks fay, that, till the Grand 
Vizir can find him better employment, 

they 
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they hive no objedion (o his Imperial 
Majefty taking crery vMage on the 
Save, on the fame terms on whieh he 
paid for Sabacz» 

The number of men whieh the Au* 
ikrians loft, is not exaiftty known ; the at** 
counts from Vienna only mention that 
prince Foniatowiki, aad the Barorb de 
Refroy, a General of Artillery, are among" 
the wounded* 

It was fuppofed that, a^ foon as the 
Emperor took the command of his 
Grand Army, he would have befieged 
Belgrade: but, by the lateft accounts, 
he was very quiet in the neighfeaurfiood 
of Sendin; 

The troops employed on the banks 
of the Danube, between Belgrade a^d^ 
Qrlbwa, xsafitv Genet«a4s Wartefiileben 
amt FapiUa, have had fev^ralf r€ttK:ounter& 
with- tibfce TudcSy witfe various fuecefe ; 

but 
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but the only event of any confequence, 
in this part of the feat of wiar, was ian 
attempt upon Semendria, in which the 
Imperialifts were repulfed .witli cOttft* 
derable lofs; v * .r 

General Fabricius, who. comthands 
the Auftrians in Tranfylvania, has done 
nothing decifive ; and feveral of his |)oft3 
have been carried ofF by the enemy. 

The Prince De Saxe Cobourg, a Ge* 
neral whom I much adniirei entered 
Moldavia early in March^ with the moft 
eaftern of the Emperor's armies. . This 
province is governed by a Greek Prince, 
who is Appointed By the Porte : but Who, 
wifliing to give himfelf up to the Ger- 
mans, fent them a fcheme to get poffef*^ 
lion of his perfon ; which was executed 
with fuch fecrecy, that, irf the night, a 
detachment of the enemy carried him off 
from th,e middle of his tapital.

The rendezvous of the Ottoman army 
was firft at Adrianople, about 1 20 miles 
from the capital, and afterwards at So- 
phia, near two hundred miles farther 
on the road to Belgrade. As faft as 
the troops were aflembled, large de- 
tachments were fent to all the garrifons 
on the frontiers^ and there are now 
80,000 men Hill left at Sophia; with 
thefe, and fome other corps, the Grand 
Vizir will march againft the Emperor ; 
and (hould his Imperial Majefty choofe 
to enter the Ottoman territories, or at- 
tempt to befiege Belgrade, a decifive 
battle muft enfue*

In my lafl letter, wc left the Auftrian 
General, Prince of S;iixe Cobourg, direft- 
ing his march towards Chopzim. He 
fat down before that fortrefs about the 
middle of March, and immediately began 
to inveft it ; but as foon as the Twrks 
wer^ informed that the enemy had enter^r; 
ed Moldavia, they 4etached a corps of 
40,000 men^ to drive them, out of thp 
province. 

On the approach of thefe troops, thic 
Prince of Saxe Cobourg was obliged to 
wife the fiege; and, on the i6th and. 
Y 3 17th 
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1 7th of May, he paflcd the Dnicfter, and 
retired, with his whole army, out of the 
Turkiih territories: but, being afterwards 
reinforced by a large corps of Ruffians, 
he again on the 2d of July, advanced 
towards Chocwm, and, by the z^d, the 
greateft part of the town was reduced 
to afhest The Turks, however, , con- 
tinued to defend themfelves with great 
valour, till the end of September^ 
\lrhen thejr were oWiged to {urrendef 
their poftt The garrifofn, confifting of 
about 3,ocx> i>^en, marched out with thq

The grand army of the Ruffians, 
under Prince Potcmkin; and the fleet 
under the Prince of Naflau, are laying 
ck)fe liege to Oczikow.

with them but a very fhort time^ 

The Ruffiap5 made the beft of theif 
w^y towards Kimbourn; and the Cap* 
taia Bafliaw, immediately after this part 
tial a^p% executed two of his Captains 
lor not having made thofe exertions 
which he expend; and failed in purfuit 
of the enef^y,^ with thefe delinquents 
hanging ^t his yard-arm.

The Ruffians, with the utmoft dili- 
gence, fecured themfelves within the 
Liman, covered by the guns of Kim- 
bourn and the oppofite batteries. ' The 
Captain Bafhaw, finding their pofition 
too ftrong to admit a direft attack, cm- 
barked his troops in his gun-boats tnd 
fmall-craft, in hopes that, by a coup dc 
main^ he fliould poffefs himfelf of the 
enemy's batteries, and open a paflage for 
his Ihips; but in this attempt he was 
unfuccefsful ; and feveral of his boats, 
getting aground, were burned by the 
enemy. 

I have not heard that he has fince 
been able to throw any fuccours into 
Oczakow ; but the garrifon, which is 
numerous and well fupplied, defend 

themfelves 
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themfelves with great refolution ; and, in 
a grand attack which Prince Potemkiu 
made on the out-works, he was repulfed 
with very confiderable lofs. 

The R uffian fleet, though it co-operates 
with the army, iiiay be laid to be itfelf 
blocked up by the Captain Bafhaw ; and, 
as there is every reafon to fuppofe that 
the garrifon of Oczakow will be able to 
fuftain itfelf till the fevere weather fets 
in, (which, in that climate, furpafles what 
people in England can conceive,) Prince 
Potemkin will be obliged either to keep 
the field during the whole winter, to 
the extreme diftrefs, and probable nior- 
tality of his army, or torilk the deftruc- 
tion of his fleet, which will be frozen 
vip, and expofed to the attacks of the 
Oczakowians. 

The following is the Imperial account 
of the coup de main attempted by the 
Captain Balhaw :

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The accounts from th$ eaft of the 
Crimea are, that the Tartars and Ruf*^ 
fians ' have had firequent a£Kons, but 
with no very clecifive fucccfs on either 
(ide. 

Let us now leave the Mofcovites, and 
turn to the Impcrialifts on the weftem 
iide of the theatre of war^ 

Soon after the defeat of Prkice Lich- 
tenftein, by the garrifon of Dubitza, the 
Turks cfoflfed the Unna, in purfuit of 
hirtij and, for fome tiihe, preflcd him in 
Jits intrehchments ; but, as foon as the 
iieWs of his difafter reached the Em^- 
peror, four fquadrons of dragoons, and' 
^ven battalions of infantry, were ordered 
tb his afliftance. 

To lead th6fe tro6ps, and to reanimate 
his army, the Emperor called forth th'e 
greafc Laudohn-^a gallant veteran, to 
whom every Soldier muft look up with 

veneration 
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veneration and refpeft. He was now in 
an advanced age, and had retired from 
the field of arras, to end his days under 
the (hade of his laurels. The Genius of 
AuftriJ feemed to call upon him for 
relief. Roufcd by her cries, and by the 
Toice of the Emperor and the People, 
the veteran hero regained the powers of 
youth, and armed once more to lead the 
Imperial banners to vi6i:ory. 

When fb great a character appears 
upon the ftage, we can fcarcely refrain 
from wiftiing him fuccefs, whatever may 
be the ;nerits of bis caufe. An am- 
bitious tyrant may plunge his nation into 
an unjuft war, and his people may be 
prejudiced enough to fupport him in it ; 
but the Soldier is neither accountable for 
the crimes of the one, nor for the follies 
of the other. His duty as a loyal fub- 
je6l:, and his virtue as a patriotic citizen, 
oblige him to exert himfelf to the utmofl-, 
whenever his fervjces are called upon; 

and, 
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and, without entering into the pditiesf by 
which his country is aKSuated, he feel3 
himfelf engaged to promote, to the full 
extent of his power, the fuccefs of her 
arms, in whatever wars (he is unhappily 
embarked, — Such a charafter is Marfhal 
Laudohn : but of his Court I by no 
means entertain fuch favorable fenti- 
ments. 

As an Engliftinlan, policy obliges me 
to wilh fuccefs to the Turks ; for I have 
already proved to you, that our lucrative 
trade to the Levant can never be carried 
oil fo much to our advantage, as while 
Turkey remains in the hands of its pre-' 
lent poffeflbrs ; and, as a PhilantTxrope, 
I feel the iitmoft deteftation of the am- 
bitious combination formed by the Em- 
peror and the Emprefs, to extirpate the 
Turks, merely becaufe Nature has been 
bountiful to their foil, and becaufe their 
(Country promifed an eafy conqueft. 

Thefc 
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ThefD Powers could (cv^y ixaaginc 
that Europe would look on with in-i 
di^rencr ; but they trufled t|iat they 
had ft fufficient party to prevent any 
open decoration in favpr of the injure^ 
Turks. Thefe expef^ations^ however^ 
inuft have been fruftrated by the diftur-i 
baoces in 3rabant, and the total fufpen-^ 
fion of the power of France. Bluih^ 
then, O Pruflia! if you negleil this fa* 
varablie opportunity of (hewing your 
juftice afid fnagnanimity : but, ftill more 
Ibdingly dp I fay, bluih, O England! 
if you dp notj at leaft, infifl on ani 
honorable peace for the Turks. Let all 
that the Imperisd Courts may take from 
fehera, be reftored ; but, above all things^ 
prevent the Rufiians obtaining any ioKd 
eftafali&nient on the Black Sea, or in^ 
fringmg the Grand Signior*s right to 
prevent Ihips of fiM-ce, or warlike ftores^ 
from pa^g the Bofphorus and Z>ardii^ 
ncllcs. Let the Porte, at J»ft, fil dowrt 
on the fame conditions which flie was

If juftice to the Turk^, whom we ha\)^ 
reduced to fo critical a (ituation ; if a 
fenfe of our national dignity; if %)ur 
deareft intereft, and commercial con- 
rerns, will not induce us to ipeak boldly 
in a moment like this, fclf-prefervation, 
at leaft, (hould afie<ft us. Let us recol* 
left, that Ruffia is an evil-difpofed, 
alpiring child ; that we now have it in 
our power to curb her proud fpirit ; but 
that, if we negled this opportunity, an^ 
-allow her to increafe in pride and in 
ftrength, in a few years, perhaps, fhe 
may trample on our breaft. 

Pax queritur in Be/lo is a favorite 
motto : but JVars guarded agatnji in peace j 

is. 
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1$^ in my opinion, a much better one; 
and this is the motto which England 
ought to choofe. There is nothing, in 
the prefent ftate of Europe, that great 
Britain can juftly require, but what (he 
muft imiiiediately gairi. Let her, then, 
diftate terms to Ruffia, and check her 
ambitious views. If (he refufes to fubmit, 
let threats and preparations to enforce 
them^ be added ; and (hew me the Power 
who, at this moment^ will dare to oppofe 
the ferious threats of England ? Vengeance 
would foon overwhelm her^ 

The adverle views of F^rance refpeding 
the Turks, have become every day more 
notorious*; Mohfieur Le Rojy^ a naval 
Engineer^ who was employed in the 
Arfenal at Conftantinople, has been re- 
called; and was lately here on his return

This gallant veteran fuperfeded Prince 

Lichtcnftein, and took the command of 

the army in Cnxttia, in the month of 

Auguft. He immediately advanced t<> 

% Dbbitza^ 
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Diibitza, which he took oii the 26ili cK 
Hit fame month : but he had* neimer to 
cohtend witfe.' the garrifbn that repulfcd 
Colonel Kefhowick, nor with the army 
that defeated Prince Lichtenfteih ; for 
the Grand Vizir, iiaving refolveid to in- 
Vade Hungary, and io carry the waV into 
theenemy^s country, Eiadar^wntogetheir 
air the troops wliicli he could cofteft, in 
orier to pals the Danube in as great force 
as poffible; and, not thinking tnat the 
Auftrians would fo foon return to a place 
which haci already, in this campaign, 
twice proved fata! to' their arms," he re- 
duced t^e garrifoh of pubFtza to' fo' imaU 
ahunibef, that, according to t^elrfipenal 
Account, at the time when it furrehdered, 
it did not amount to 400' men. 

Whether it was, that the Emperor did 
not find himfelf fuffibiently provided to 
carry the war with vigour in^o the 
't'urki/h territories, or t^at the fick- 
nels' which' prevailed ambhg his troops 
Z 2 fruftrated 
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fruftrated his intended operations, I can** 
not pretend to fay; but, to the furprife of 
every body, the grand Imperial army, 
commanded by the Sovereign in perfon, 
remained inactive in the neighbourhood 
of Semlin, the whole of the months of 
May, June and July, and a confiderable 
part of Auguft; during the greater part 
of which time, the GrsLnd Vizir was 
not within an hundred miles of the 
frontiers*. 

This Chief was extraordinarily late in 
taking the field. It was not till the end 
of July, that he pitched his camp at 
Niffa; but from this place, he purfued 
with vigour his grand objeft, to carry 
the war into the enemy^s country. 

For this purpofe, he turned out of the 
dired road to Belgrade, oppofite to 
which, in the vicinity of Semlin, the Im- 
perialifts were encamped; and, direflbing 
his march immediately towards Hungary, 

crofled 
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crofled the Danube, and, with his whole 
force, invaded that kingdom. 

The Auftrian General, Wartenfleben, 
who had been ordered to watch the 
motions of the enemy about Orfowa, 
occupied a ftrong poft in the vicinity of 
Meadia, from which an advanced corps 
of the Grand Vizir's army, drove him on 
thi2 28th of Auguft, 

According to the Turkifh plan which 
I faw of this adtion, the defile lies between 
two high mountains; and in the bottom, 
a little way within the pafs, lies the town. 
The Auftrians were encamped on the hill 
on the right, which was confidcred as 
unaflailable on the fide towards the 
Turks: but thefe enthufiaftic people 
ftormed thefe ftupendous heights with 
the moft romantic bravery, and carried 
them, fword in hand. 



It 
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It was ;iot valour only w^ich diftin^ 
guKhed the Turks on this occafioii; for 
the Seraikier who commanded, fent a 
confiderable detachment, preyiouljy to the 
attack, to make a circuit, and get to the 
interior fide of the hill on the left ; in 
order that, if his efforts wejre crowned 
with fuccefs, this corps might enable him 
to reap the fruit of his labours, by appear- 
ing on the flank of the enemy, and cut* 
ting off their retreat from the town. In 
this attempt they completely fucceeded. 
Meadia fell into their hands ; and General 
Wartenfleben was obliged to retreat to- 
wards Slatina, leaving all his ma^azipes 
in the hands of the enemy. 

As foon as the fimperor was inforjped 
of the invafion of Hungary, he put his 
grand army in motion; and, on t^e pth 
9f Auguft, he had reached Caranfcbes, 
within two days' march of General War- 
tenfleben's corps ; but the news of this 
General's defeat checked his Majefty's 

progrefs* 
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fTQ^tfs. On the 3d of §eptQmfcer» 
hQYfpyfi^9 h^ ag?kin refu/ja^d fcis marchy 
and, ^d^vancing tQW^^ds iS^atina^ fixed his 
cam|) atJ[lloya. 

In the mean while, the Serafkier and 
T^^ 4e(acihipeAt, after fecwiog iJj^ JDOaga- 
a;i©es, rewLWfled in the neig^wrhood of 
M^adi?i foxne days, waiting the arriv:?il .of 
the Gr^nd Vizir, who inunediajtejy ad-f 
vanced, to offer battle to the g;rand Ini^ 
gerialarmy; and, on the iqthpf $eptem. 
ber, encfimped in fight of the .ewenjy. 
The JBmperor, l^pvfever, de,cli;ied the at- 
tac^. The Grand Vizjir, ^reforSt began 
a wj^r of pofts, by which, in a few days, 
he reduced the enemy to the alternative 
of eitljier quitting their pQ0tioo> or of 
f^ing their retre^it cut off, ftwuld thdir 
intr^ndunents be ftorjned,

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The Turks made this attack with fuch 
impetuolity, that they completely routed 
all this part of the enemy*s line, and the 
Spahis cut to pieces the whole regiment 
of Wurmfer Huflars. 

> The Grand Vizir was now enabled to 
cannonade the Emperor's camp ; and, on 
the 2 1 ft, having brought all his. fchemes 
to bear, and taken every means to fruftrate 
the enemy's retreat, (hould viftory crown 
the Ottoman arms, he advanced to attack 
the grand Imperial army. The Emperor, 
however, did not think fit to rilk the 
event, but broke up his camp, and re-^ 
treated wit;h the greateft precipitation. 

The Turks had now all the honour 
and advantage^ of a vidory, without the 
trouble of fighting for one. The Em-^ 
peror fled before them ; and his rear, 
with a great part of his baggage and 
artillery, fell a prey to the enemy. Some 
tboufands of his troops were killed, or 

taken ^ 
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taken ; and his whole army was thrown 
into fuch confufion, that, in the night, 
two of his columns, meeting unexpedt^ 
edly, fired on each other. 

It is faid that the Emperor once at- 
tempted to rally his troops, but that, oa 
this occafion, he himfelf was very near 
J^ing taken prifoner. 

This glorious fuccefs was announced 
by the guns of the Seraglio, on the 3d of 
Gftober. A general Thankfgiving was 
immediately performed, and orders iliued 
for proclaiming the Grand Signior^nz/, 
or vi^orious*

count D'Qrleans, which, was lying cl(j)lc 
to us, applied for it in vain at the pp- 
ment when vfc mined it. To add to the 
compliment, the Governor of th? fort$ 
yhich command the pafs, prpmifed %o 
falute us. 

Nothing could be more delightful thaw 
our voyage through thefe flrait$. The 
country on e^ch fide is beautifuliy pidtu- 
refque, and the fituation is in itfelf high- 
ly int^refting. TB? p.ar(^anclles,.yc^.u re* 
colled, are the ancient Hellefpont; and 
the fpots on which the fprts ftand, arc 
famous for the loves of Hero and Leip- 
der. Behind us, were the tomb of 
/ichilles, tl^e Simpis and Scams^nder, thp 
celebrated rivers of Troy; 2nd ev^jy 
point brought ai> intejrefting char^ufte^ (9 

cur view.

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The day was moft delightful; and 
our (hip, elegantly painted, and all her 
appointments in the higheft order, formed 
in herfelf a moft beautiful objeft. Every 
fail was fet, and the. breeze had juft 
ftrength epough "to enable her to over- 
come the force of the current. Thl? 
occafional flownefs of her motion, added 
to the majefty of her appearance ; and 
one might almoft have fancied that fhe 
herfelf was cpnfcious of the compliments 
which (he was receiving from the inouths 
of the cannon of Europe ^d Afia^ 

The Turks at the Dardanelles always 
falute with ball ; and the nearer they go 
to the veflTel, the greater is the compli? 
ment. Each fort fired fevcnteei^ guns; 
their cannon are monftrous; and the 
(hot flying en ricochet along the (inooth 
furface of the water acrofs our bows, 
from Europe and Afia alternately, and 
throwing up the fand on the oppolite 
Ihores, while ihouts of applaufe from.

the admiring multitude, hailed us on 
our returning their (alute, crowned this 
charming morning. 

It was nearly dulk when we got to 
Galipoli, where the ftraits open into the 
fea of Marmora ; and, on the 15th of 
November, we arrived here. 

The approach to Conftantinople, by 
fea, is thought fuperior to that of Na- 
ples, or Meffina, — and, of CQurfc, the 
fineft in the world ; we mifled ieeing 
it, by entering at night — a lofs fox which 
we hope to compenfate on our departure. 

Travellers ufually exprefs great difip- 
pointment when they get into the to>vn ; 
and in comparifon of European capitals, 
the ftreets are certainly miferable, and the 
buildings, in general, but paltry; but as 
they are much fuperior to any that I 
have fcen in the Turkifh dominions, I 

confels 
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ekptCbtiioiii: 

Some of the Mofques are tolerable 
e^inltes, ho\\^ever different from our taftc 
ta t¥i'6 orhafetehtat part of architeaure. 
To th'eife; Chriftians are prohibited accefs ; 
but the Tuffes, like othbr people, are 
not always proof .againft bribery.

Wc are lucky enough to be here at 
(uch a moment; for the new Venetian 
Ambaffiulor is to have his audience of 
introdudion in a few dzys, and has pro- 
mifed to take me in his fuitc. On this 
occafiony I fhall have the honor of dining 
with the Reis EfFendi^ and the other 
Grand Officers of State, in the interior- 
part of the Seraglio* 

I have already feen the Grand Signior 
leveral times, for he goes publickly to 
Mofque every Friday; and I attended 
the Pruffian Envoy when he had his 
audience of the Caimacan, or adting 
Grand Vizir, from whom I had the ho- 
nor of receiving a muflin handkerchief* 
It is not very fine, being only intended 
as a mark of amity; for the Turks

ifriftly adhere to the Oriental cuftom gf 
giving prefents, and their govemmeot 
rfeems to retain niuch of its primitive 
inftitution. Civil and religious law» » 
in the days of the Patriarchs, formfapt 
one code. The Coraft is the book, and 
the Mufti is the head of both. Like the 
prafticc of earlier ages, alfo, he who 
rules the ftate in time of peace, leads 
,her armies in time of war. Thus the 
Grand Vizir is at once Prime Minifter^ 
Captain -General, and Commander in 
Chief of the forces. The policy of th^ 
town refemble^ th^ difgipUne of a cartip^ 
the people retire at dufk, patroles are elr 
tabliflbied ; and, in cafe of fire, or any 
other alarrPf the Grand Signior ^himfclf^ 
and all the Great Officers, are itpmedif 
ately abroad. Were the Sovereign to 
jiegle£t appearing on occafions of this kind, 
it would be thought as great a refleftion Ai 
him, as if, as a General, he remained ia 
his tent \yhen his camp \yas attacked. 

A ^ ' Imrtiewfe 
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Immtnfe as die Ottoman Empire is^ 
the whole number ofthofe troopt whieht 
^pom being conftantlj embodied, can be 
called regulars, anaaunt to only about 
twen^*(ix thouiand foot, and a few 
thoufand h(»fe. Among the former, are 
a corps of Gardeners, (Boftangi,) and 
another of Porters, (Capigi,) and thefe 
are part of the Sultan's body guards. 
Hie head gardener (Boftan^ Baihaw) b, 
by virtue of hk employment. Governor 
of all the forts on the Bofphorus, corn** 
mooly called the Canal of the Black Sea; 
and the firft of the Black Eunuchs, is 
alio by lus Office, Governor and Com- 
mander in chief of the Seraglio, or 
Grand Pakcp and Citadel of Conftan-* 
tinople. 

The canal, including its windings, is 
about twenty miles in length, and, in 
mofi parts, not more than a mile wide, 
which defotids the capital againft an at«» 

taci; 
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Jack by (hipping from the Black Sea, 
while the Dardanelles, although an hua-

The caftles are clofe to 
the watef^s edge; each has two tiers of

• The- town properly called Conftanti- 
-nople, is. a kind of Peninfula, in the 
form of a triangle, one fide wa{hcd by 
•the fea of Marmora, at the north end of 
'which it ftands ; the fecojid by the har- 
bour, on which the canal opens ; this 
fide fronts the north, and, €fxce{>t the 
Seraglio, which forms the eaft fatient 
angle, is entirely open. There is no for* 
tification towards the fea of Mafteora/^ex-- 
cept a deal wall, theTurks.trufting to the 
defences which I have a.lready inentioned 
againft an attack by fea. Neither do 
they feem ' more apprehenfivc on» the 
third, or land fide ; for the ancient triple 
wall, which, by running- acrofs from the 
bottom of the harbour to the fea of Mar- 
mora, cuts the town from the country, 
is falling to decay. I found it to be near 
iive miles in length; and the only part 

of 
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of it which is kept in repair, is the Caftle 
of the Seven Towersi now converted into 
a ftate prifon. Englifh artillery would lay 
both it and the SeragUo in afhes in half 
an hour. 

Befides the triangle juft defcribed, the 
populous towns of Pera, Galata, and 
Tophana, which run into each other on 
the oppofite fide of the harbour, are alfo 
included in what is commonly called 
Conftantinopl?. Galata includes the dock- 
yard and naval arlenal ; Tophana contains 
the ordnance and foundry; and Pera is 
the refidence of the Foreign Minifters. 
No part of thefe three towns has even a 
mud wall to defend them. 

The Janizaries form the chief part of 
the ftandiug army. They are fliU highly 
refpefted both by the court and the peo- 
ple; but they have loft fo much of their 
former confequence, that, at the com- 
mencement of the prefent war, the 
A a 3 Grand 
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Grand Vi^ir broke a whole chamber, or 
regiment of them, for (hewing a fpirit of 
difcontent. A feverity, which, thoughjuft, 
none of his predeceflbrs, nor even the 
Sultans themfelves, dared ever attempt. 

Abdoul Hamet, the Grand Signior, 
is upwards of fixty years old; but he 
poflefles an engaging, benevolent coun- 
tenance ; and I like him the more from 
his attention to his wife; for although 
he may have as many of the moft beau- 
tiful women as he pleafes, he has attach- 
ed himfelf to one. His happy favorite 
is now pregnant for the fourth time; and 
fuch is the attention paid to her, that the 
veflcls in the harbour are obliged to fuf- 
pend the regular method of carrying 
on duty, and are not permitted to fire 
a mufket, nor to ftrike the bell, nor 
even to give the word of command in 
a loud voice : — by which you will per- 
c^eive^ that the invifible chains of the 
fair are as powerful in Turkey as in our 

happy 
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happy ifland ; and that the rude Turk, 
and the generous Enghfhman, though 
different in manners, are alike feniible 
of the refpeA due to gentlenefs and 
beauty.

Conibatinopley Jam H^9 ^7^- 

The Porte having given a decifive an- 
fwer, relative to the frigates which were 
brought to Conftantinople to be fold, wc 
(hall fail for Gibraltar immediately. Wc 
have been detained here much longer than 
we expefted : but the hofpitality and mu- 
nificence of Sir Robert Ainflie, have amply 
compenfated for this delay ; and it is with 
the greateft regret, that I fee myfelf on 
the eve of leaving his fociety, and of 
quitting a place where the hearts of every 
one feem to wilh to detain iis« 

Nothing 
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Nothiiig could exceed the animatioa 
of the Turks at the moment of our ar- 
rival at this capital. The King of Sweden 
had relieved the Porte from a great part 
of the force of the Ruffians ; and the 
accounts of the glorious viftories of Mea- 
dia and Caranfebes, obtained over the 
Emperor, w^ere confirmed and incrcafed* 
by the hundreds of prifoners who were, 
daily brought in. 

So complete a panic pervaded the 
Imperial troops, that, on an alarm of the 
enemy's approach, tJie heavy baggage,, 
which l^zd been fent on towards Te-^ 
xnefwar, was immediately abandoned, and 
a great part of it pillaged, and carried off 
by a corps of Partifans. 

But at this moment, when vitftory, 
with extended wings, was following the 
Ottoman arms, and when each day 
brought them frefli advantages, the Grand 
Vi^ir fuddenly halted, and then turned 

to 
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to the left. It was ftill hopcsd, however^ 
that his operations would continue oflen** 
five; but, probably, refle£king on the 
danger of not finding fubfiftance for fa 
immenfe an army, during the approach* 
iflg winter, if he purfued the Emperor 
into the heart of his country, and that 
die Imperial armies from Tranfylvania 
aiid Moldavia might come down and cut 
him off from the Danube^ he had de* 
termined not to lofe fight of the banks 
€f that ri^cr; and that, inftead of pur- 
iinng the Emperor at random, wherever 
be choie to lead him, he had refblved 
to fecufe the conqueils he had made, 
which would enable him to winter with 
fiifety in the enemy's country. 

This opinion was, for ibme time, 
ftrengthened by his fubfequent ttiove- 
fhents;^ he left a ftrong garrifon in Mea^ 
dia, and bis mardi was dire^^ through 
the Bannat of Temefwar, and pointed 
immediately at Semlin^ which, had ht 

taken. 
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taken it^ would have fecured the left flank 
of the chain of pofts, by which it wa« 
(uppofed he would have inclofed tho 
Bannat* All his motions moil ftrongly 
indicated an attempt upon that fortreis; 
and, as there was no doubt of his {uc^ 
ceeding, the inhabitants fled with all their 
cffedls, A corps of 3000 men, who 
were encamped under its walls, to watch 
the motions of the garrifbn of Belgrade^ 
retired on his approach. He had been 
unoppofed for fix weeks; and his coa- 
du£t at lUova had given the Emperor Co 
formidable an impreffion of his vigour 
and abilities, that his Majeidy had gon« 
in perfon as far as Arad, to put that place 
in a ftatc of defence. 

But now that the Grand Vizir was ki 
fight of Semlin, inftead of taking tbi^ 
town, and afterwards wintering in the 
Bannat, or in the diftrid which the Xm<» 

perialifts occupied in the fpring, he Waft- 
ed the hopes of bis friends,' by withdraw- 
ing 
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ing his whole force out of the Auftrian 
territories ♦• 

I am exceedingly ibrry that I am not 
fufficiently informed to produce thofe fa- 
tisfaftory reafbns which fo fublime a 
genius^ and fo brave a man, mufl doubt- 
Icfs pollefs for this retrogade motion in 
the hour of vi<ftory. Neither can I 
take upon me to advance, that the fuc- 
cefs of Marfhal Laudohn formed any part 
of them* 

This great General having taken Du» 
bitza on the 26th of Auguft, marched 
for Novi on the a 9th. The Bafliaw of 
Travenick retarded, for fome time, his 
operations againft that fortrefs, but hav- 
ing too courageoufly attempted to ftorm 

* For which he was afterwards beheaded ; b\it 
as both his refolution and abilities were unque* 
ftionably great, his fate was defcrvedly lamented 
by ail intelligent people. 

the 
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the Auftrian trenches, he was repulfcd 
with a heavy lofs. The Marflial. now 
purfued the fiege with vigour ; and on 
the 2ift of September, a pra£ticahlc 
breach being made, he advanced to the 
aflauit, but was now^ in his -turn, re- 
pulfed; and the Vienna Gazette ackaoW- 
leges that, on this occafion, he loft 284 
Inen. On the 3d of October, he renewr 
ed the attack; and the garrifon, being, 
by this time, reduced to 600 men, weiu 
made prifoners. * • 

From Novi, Marfhal Laudohn ad- 
vanced to, Gradilka; but theoverflo\ying^ 
of the Save obliged him to fulpeiid his 
operations, and to retire into -winter 

quarters. 

The campaign is now clofed, except 
in the environs of Oczakow, where; the 
Ruflian fleet being frozen in, the army 
^s obliged to- remain for it's defenco^ 

notwithftanding 
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ttotwithflanding tbat immenfe numbers 
9i their men are daily carried off by the 
larerity oi the weather, and by the icar- 
dty and badnefs of provifions. 

In the mean while, the Captam Ba- 
ihaw has brought his fleet here to refit; 
tnd will refume the blockade of the 
RufBans, as foon as the ice breaks* The 
ibccefs of this Admiral has not been 
fi> great as his force, abilities, and re- 
iblution, gave the Porte reafontoexpe^; 
but they are fatisiicd, that by engaging 
almoft the whole attention of the Ruffians, 
he paved the way for the fuccefs of the 
Grand Vizir, whofe vi6:ories have more 
than compenfated in the eyes of the 
Turks, for the dif^ppointment of the 
Captain Bafliaw. 

The fquadron from the fbuthward have 

brought in three Ruffian Privateers; 

imd fince there is reafon to hc^e tbat

Oczakow ^ will hold ont^ thU campaign 
haS) upon the whole^ exceeded the moft 
fanguine estpedations of the Turks. I am 
adcmiihed that they have acquitted them- 
felves fo well, for their army is really little 
better than an animated mob under the 
command of a popular leader. I have 
fearched in vain for field*>days or reviews, 
even among the ftanding forces. The 
only thing like military exercife, that I 
could ever difcover, was, now and then, 
two or three men firing at a mark, or 
praftifing thcmfelves in throwing the 
lance on horfeback. 

At prefent, the .grand army is elated 
with viftory, and formidable by the fpirit 
infufed by fuccefs; but as one or two 
defeats will deftroy that religious confi- 
dence and enthufiaftic fury, which, for a

Convinced that thefe would 
never be fo intereft'mg as at the pre- 
fent moment, he could not think qf 
withholding them from the public till 
he fliould have leifure to publiih his 
fecond volume ; and "indeed, even in, 
the time fince his letters on thefe im- 
portant tranfaftions were written, the 
fcene, as he forefaw, is entirely changed ; 
and the Ruffian and Auftrian armies 
are now advancing towards Conftanti- 
nople with fuch fuccefs, that the fafety 
of that capital feems no longer to de- 
pend upon the Turks, but on thofc 
Powers, without whole countenance, it 
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Ss to be fuppofed, the Porte would never 
have engaged againft fuch fuperior ene- 
fnies, 

The Author, during his firft voyage, 
treated but flightly on the manners 
and government of the Turks. The cus- 
toms of thofe people being totally different 
from thofe of any other nation which 
he had vifited, his refpc£t for the public 
would not permit him to offer a par- 
ticular defcription on fo flight an ac- 
quaintance, efpecially as he was to 
return to Turkey immediately, and 
to pafs nearly twelvemonths in that 
country. 

He therefore defires to have himfelf 
confidered as being now on the point 
pf leaving Palermo, on his return to 
jthe Archipelago ; and if the indul- 
gence of the Public (hould give him 
fufEcient encoijragenjeat . to appear be- 
fore thein once more, he will endea- 
vour 
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voor to gratify didr curioiity^ hy pu^ 
liflung the fecond part of his Tpur as 
{boa as his military duty will pcxmif 
him. 

If the Author (las iiot bef n fp; co«
